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Tuts Volume continues the Calendar from the beginning of 


the third Session of the first Parliament of Queen Anne, the 24th 
of October 1704, to the end of the first Session of her second 
Parliament, the 19th of March 1705-6. 


Since the prorogation of Parliament on the 3rd of April 1704, 
several changes had. been effected in the Government.* | The 
Eari of Jersey and Sir Edward Seymour had been removed from 
the positions which they held at Court, and the Earl of Notting- 
ham had resigned the office of Secretary of State. Their places 
had been given to more moderate men. Mr. Robert Harley, 
without resigning his position as Speaker of the House of 
Commons, had been appointed Secretary of State, and the Earl 
of Kent and Mr. Mansel, neither of whom were men of extreme 
political views, had taken the places of Lord Chamberlain and 
Comptroller of the Household previously held by Lord Jersey 
and Sir Edward Seymour. 


In the short Speech (No. 2016) with which she opened 
Parliament on the 24th of October 1704, the Queen, after alluding 
to the remarkable success with which God had blessed her arms 
daring the preceding summer, impressed upon the two Houses 
the necessity of preserving union at home. 


In reply to this Speech, both Houses voted Addresses con- 
eratulating the Sovereign on the success of her arms abroad, 
and assuring her of their intention to prevent dissensions at 
home.t 


* The high-handed proceedings taken by the House of Commons in the 
case of Ashby v. White had rendered the extreme ‘l'ories, who were con- 
sidered responsible for the quarrel with the Lords in this matter, 
unpopular with moderate men.

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The Commons’ set to work immediately upon the business of 
Supply, but, although the money’ required for the payment of 
the Navy and Army was voted with an expedition which 
delighted the Queen, it soon became apparent that the political 
dissensions of the previous Session would be renewed. The 
extreme Tories in the House of Commons, despite the opposition of 
the Court and of the more moderate members of their own party, 
re-introduced the Bill against Occasional Conformity, and, in 
order to prevent the Lords from amending it, they decided to tack 
the measure to the Land Tax Bill which had been introduced into 
the House for raising the money voted in Committee of Supply.* 
Although the motion for the tack made by Mr. Bromley was 
defeated on a division by 251 votes to 184, the Occasional 
Conformity Bill (No. 2067) was carried in the House of 
Commons by a majority of 48 votes and sent up to the House 
of Lords on the 14th of December. The Bill was drawn on very 
similar lines to that which the Lords had rejected the previous 
year, but it contained an additional clause which presumably 
was intended to make it less drastic in its scope than its pre- 
decessor.t This clause provided that no Protestant dissenter 
who made an oath in writing in one of Her Majesty’s Courts at 
Westminster, or at the Quarter Sessions held in the county in 
which he resided, that he could not “in good conscience conform 
to the liturgy and receive the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper 
according to the usage of the Church of England,” should be 
compelled or compellable to take or hold any office for the serving 
or holding whereof he could not be qualified by law without 
receiving the Sacrament according to the usage of the Church of 
England. 


There was a lengthy debate in the House of Lords on the 
Motion for the Second Reading of the Bill at which the Queen 
was present in person.{ Eventually the Motion was rejected

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without a division, and the further Motion that the Bill be 
rejected was then put and carried in the affirmative. 


The political situation in Scotland occupied the anxious 
attention of both Houses during this Session of Parliament.* 
In July 1704 the Scottish Parliament had passed two Bills 
the provisions of which were calculated seriously to affect the 
future relations between England and Scotland. The first of 
these measures was an Act for the security of the KingJom 
the second was an Act for calling out the Militia and the 
general arming of the Nation. In order to make it as difficult 
us possible for the Royal Assent to be refused to these Bills, 
the Scottish Parliament before submitting them to the Queen’s 
Commissioner had tacked them both to a Bill for granting 
supplies for the payment of the Army in Scotland. The position 
was an exceedingly difficult one for the Queen and her advisers. 
In Scotland, the state of affairs was critical. The national 
feeling was violently hostile to England, the Army was unpaid 
and the Treasury empty.t On the Continent of Europe, the 
military situation at this juncture was uncertain in the extreme 
and the danger of a Scottish invasion had to be taken seriously 
into consideration by the English Ministers. Under these 
circumstances, the Queen, acting, as it was generally believed, 
upon the advice of Lord Godolphin, had given her assent to 
the Act of Security.t Almost immediately afterwards, the news 
of the victory of Blenheim restored public confidence in England 
and relieved Ministers from the fear of a rising in Scotland. 
When Parliament met, however, it was not surprising that the

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policy which ‘had led to the Royal Assent being given to the 
Act of Security should be the subject of hostile criticism by 
opponents of the ministry,* and also that measures of retaliation 
against Scotland should be framed by the English Parliament. 
In the House of Lords, the attack was led by Lord Hayershamt+ 
and was vigorously supported by the Tory party. 


On the 10th of November, an Order was made for the House 
to be called over on the 23rd of the same month, and the Lord 
Keeper was instructed to write to absent peers and require 
their attendance that day. On the 23rd of November, after 
the House had been called over,§ an Order was made for the 
Honse to be put into a Committee “to consider of the siate 
of the Nation in reference to Scotland.” On the 6th of December 
the Earl of Sunderland reported from the Committee “That 
it is the opinion of the Committee that upon consideration of 
the several Acts of Parliament lately passed in Scotland, and the 
dangerous consequences that may follow from thence, as to the 
trade and as to the present and future peace of this Kingdom ; 
the most proper way to prevent those ill effects will be by some 
new laws to be made for that purpose.” This opinion of the 
Committee was unanimously agreed to by the House. On the

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11th of December the House again went into Committee and 
a Report under five heads was drawn up for a Bill, or Bills, 
to meet the exigencies of the case.* The House agreed to this 
Report and directed the Judges to prepare two Bills based 
upon the heads drawn up by the Committee. On the 16th of 
Decembert the two Bills prepared by the Judges in pursuance 
of this Order were read a first time. The first of these measures 
(No. 2069), by providing for the appointment of Commissioners 
to treat with Commissioners on behalf of Scotland “for the 
weal and common good” of both Kingdoms, showed that England 
would welcome a legislative union with Scotland, but the Bill 
also made it plain that she was prepared to defend herself 
energetically in ease any aggressive action were taken on the 
other side of the border. ‘The Bill, after undergoing certain 
amendments in Committee,t was read a third time and sent to 
the House of Commons on the 20th of December. A week 
previously the Commons had resolved that a Bill should be 
introduced. in their House “for the effectual. securing the 
Kingdom of England from the apparent dangers that might 
arise from several Acts lately passed’ in the ‘Parliament of 
Scotland.”§ After reading the Lords’ Bill a first time, therefore, 
the Commons took no further steps with regard to it and

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proceeded. with the preparation of their own Bill.* On the 
15th of January 1704-5 the Lords sent a Message to remind 
the Commons of the Bill which they had sent down to them 
with the result that the Bill was given a second reading the 
next day, but the Motion for its commitment was negatived on 
a division by 136 votes to 104.¢ The Commons, however, 
adopted the provision forbidding the importation into England 
of Scottish sheep and cattle which was contained in the Lords’ 
Bill, and, except for the addition of a clause making it illegal 
to import Scottish linen into England or Ireland, their Bill 
did not differ materially from that sent down to them by the 
other House. The Commons’ Bill reached the House of Lords 
on the Ist. of February and was passed through its remaining 
stages the following day.t{ 


The second of the Bills with regard to Scotland (No. 2070) 
which was read a first time on the 16th of December was 
referred, after Second Reading, to a Select Committee, presided 
over by the Earl of Sunderland, and then dropped. The Bill 
which, had it become law, would have struck a severe blow to 
the trade of Scotland by making more effectual the laws which 
prohibited the exportation of wool into Scotland and by employ- 
ing men-of-war to prevent all trade between that country and 
France, was probably only intended as a warning to the Scottish 
people of the consequence that would follow any definite breach 
with England.

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Early in November 1704 the House of Lords appointed a 
Select Committee with Lord Orford as Chairman to inquire into 
the expenses and debt of the Navy (No. 2028).* This Com- 
mittee made two Reports to the House, the first of which was 
subsequently drawn up into an Address to the Queen.f Although 
it must have been a somewhat delicate task for a Committee of 
the House vf Lords to reflect adversely upon the conduct of the 
Admiralty of which Prince George of Denmark was the ostensible 
chief, the first Report of the Committee undoubtedly charges 
the Board with weak administration.t The Committee drew 
attention to the great increase in the debt of the Navy which 
had been more than doubled in the two years between 1702 
and 1704, It also pointed out that, although wages for 
35,000 seamen had been voted by Parliament, yet only 33,434 
men had been employed ; that, if the full number of men had been 
employed, ten more ships might have been sent to sea; and 
that although fewer ships had been set apart for the protection 
of our commerce than in the previous war, many of the ships 
designed for this work had not been kept constantly at sea. |j 
The Committee also remarked upon the fact that no Jess than 
ten flag officers were in sea pay; that some of these officers 
remained ashore from their duty and some were kept in pay

In the second Report, made to the House on the 5th of 
March, the Committee recommended that regular returns should 
be made to the House of the numbers and pay of men employed 
in the Navy every year and also of the quantity and value of 
the stores of every kind.{ The House agreed to these recom- 
mendations and ordered that Prince George should be desired 
to give orders to the Commissioners of the Navy to make 
these returns at the beginning of the next Session.§ The 
Committee also called for the original last muster book of 
H.M.S. Elizabeth, a new ship of 70 guns which had been captured 
by the French in the Channel in November 1704. - No doubt 
the Committee, in view of the fact that the vessel had 
surrendered in so short a time, wished to ascertain whether she 
had her full complement of four hundred.and forty men on board 
at the time of her capture. It appears from the muster book |) 
that the Hlizabeth had four hundred and fifteen men on board, 
although forty-eight of them were in chains.{ 


On the 23rd of November 1704 the House of Lords appointed 
another Select Committee to take into consideration the state 
of the nation in relation to naval affairs (No, 2058). This 
Committee, of which the Duke of Bolton was chairman, sat

Rooke left England on the 12th of February 1704 in 
command.of a small squadron and carried the King of Spain { 
on board his flagship. He arrived at Lisbon thirteen days 
later. 


During March and part of April le waited for the rest of 
his squadron and beyond the capture of two Spanish men-of-war 
of sixty guns each and some merchant vessels, he accomplished 
very little.§ About the middle of April he received instructions 
from the Queen not to wait any longer, but to sail through 
the Straits, and, if necessary, to relieve Nice and Villefranche.|| 
At the same time, he was sent secret instructions that the 
main objective of his expedition was the destruction of Toulon, 
the French naval base in the Mediterranean.{], In obedience 
to his orders, Rooke took his fleet through the Straits on the 
2nd of May and anchored off Barcelona on the 17th of the 
same month.**

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After an ineffective demonstration,* he left Barcelona on 
the 2ist, and arrived off Hyeres on the 24th. The following 
day, he heard from some prisoners that the French had abandoned 
their expedition against Nice, and also received despatches from 
Mr. Methuen, the British representative at Lisbon, conveying 
the important news that the Brest fleet of over forty sail had 
passed Lisbon on the 11th of May on its way south.t This 
information was conveyed by the Charles galley whose captain 
had succeeded in passing through the French fleet near Cadiz 
on the 15th of May.§ Rooke was now in a dangerous 
position. Two [french fleets amounting in all to more than 
fifty ships of the line, within a short distance of each other, 
were between him and his only base—Lisbon, nearly twelve 
hundred miles away, and, in addition to his great inferiority in 
strength, most of his ships had been long at sea and those of 
the enemy had but recently left harbour. 


A council of war was immediately summoned and it was 
decided that the fleet should sail for the Straits and endeavour 
to attack the Brest squadron wherever it could be found.|| The 
fleet left Hyeres the same evening (the 25th of May) and two 
days later came in touch with the Brest fleet on its passage to 
Toulon. Rooke pursued the enemy for forty-eight hours, but, in 
an almost dead calm, the French ships, as was only natural, 
proved the better sailers and when they were within thirty 
leagues of Toulon, Rooke, with the approbation of the Dutch 
admirals, decided that it was no longer possible to prevent the 
junction of the two French fleets, and thereupon altered his

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course and sailed for the Straits, which he passed on the 14th of 
June, considering himself lucky to have escaped an engagement 
with the combined fleets.* .Meanwhile Sir Cloudesley Shovell 
had been sent to watch the movements of the French fleet on 
the west coast of France, and, finding that it had already sailed 
for the south, he followed with twenty-two ships of the line 
and joined Rooke at Lagos two days after the latter had passed 
out of the Straits. The combined English and Dutch fleet now 
amounted to over sixty ships of the tine + and with this strength 
they could have sailed into the Mediterranean and attempted to 
destroy the French fleet, but when Rooke met Shovell he received 
instructions from home that there was no hope of attacking 
Toulon owing to the inability or unwillingness of the Duke of 
Savoy to supply the necessary land forces, and he was ordered not 
to attempt anything without the consent of the Kings of Spain 
and Portugal. For more than a month the fleet remained inactive 
waiting for orders from Lisbon. The Kings of Spain and 
Portugal were very anxious that an attempt should be made 
to take Cadiz, but were unable to supply any troops for this 
purpose. Rooke held a council of war on the 17th of Julyt to 
consider Mr. Methuen’s letters and also a letter addressed to that 
ofticial from the Almirante of Spain. § It was decided that it 
was useless to attack Cadiz without troops, but that an attempt 
should be made upon Gibraltar.|| In his account of the taking 
of Gibraltar, Rooke states that there were only two Spanish 
regiments in the place each consisting of about forty men and 
that the chief reason for his success was the fact that the day 
of the attack happened to be a Sunday and that the women had 
gone to a little chapel four miles south of the town “so that our

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men were got between the townsmen in the town and their 
wives in tbe chapel which touched the Dons in their most 
sensible part.”* He also gives it as his opinion that although 
the marines were a very useful force in the service of the Navy 
the reduction of the place was entirely due to the bravery 
of the English seamen and their officers.t 

Whilst the allied fleet was engaged at Gibraltar the Comte 
de Toulouse had already sailed west from Toulon with his whole 
fleet,t and on the 9th of August was sighted by the English 
cruisers. The allied fleet immediately pursued and very nearly 
missed the enemy who had gone north in order to water at 
Malaga. In his account of the battle of Malaga,§ fought on 
Sunday the 13th of August, Rooke states that he considered the 
engagement was the sharpest .he ever saw and that he. “never 
observed the true English: spirit more prevalent and ices in 
our seamen than on this occasion.” || 

For the next two days the two fleets were in sight of one 
another, but on the morning of the 16th the French had dis- 
appeared, and Rooke then made his way to Gibraltar, unaware 
until he reached that place that the French had returned to 
Toulon. After leaving two thousand marines, guns, and pro- 
visions at Gibraltar and a fleet of small ships under Sir J. 
Leake at Lisbon, Rooke sailed for England. and arrived home 
at the end of September.{] 

In addition to inquiring into the actual conduct of the 
expedition, the Committee made some inquiries into the strength 
of the Dutch quota of ships employed in the Mediterranean. 
This proportion apparently had been fixed on the scale of three 
Dutch ships for every five English ships, but at. the battle of 
Malaga there were e forty- one English and only pois Dutch sare

With regard to the victualling of the Navy, the Committee 
considered’ a:ecommunication received from a man of the name 
of Robert: Morley, in which he suggested that over 200,000/. 
might be saved in beer alone every year. His proposal* was 
that every man should get three quarts instead of one gallon 
of beer a day. The Committee referred this statement to the 
Commissioners of Victualling and asked for a reply. The Report 
of the Commissionerst was to the effect that the statement was 
founded gn great errors and that the whole annual charge for 
beer was only 130,000/. that 21,000/. might be saved if the 
amount were reduced as recommended, but that it would be 
a discouragement to the seamen. Apparently this statement 
was considered satisfactory by the Committee. 

With regard to the manning of the fleet, the Committee called 
before them Mr. Daniel Defoe. At this period there was great 
difficulty in getting sufficient men for the Navy and Defoe had 
made the assertion that he could save the Kingdom great sums in 
manning the fleet. He was asked to put his proposals down on 
paper. In the statement which he laid before the Committee,t 
Defoe urged that the two chief reasons for the lack of men to serve 
in the Navy were (1) that the rates of pay in the merchant service 
were much too high and should be reduced by Act of Parliament ; 
and (2):that the Act which empowered magistrates to enter men 
in the service was evaded because the overseers of the poor, etc, 
sereened these men from the law owing to the fact that if they 
joined the Navy their wives and children became a charge upon 
the fates. He suggested that this charge should be paid out of the 
treasury of the Navy. As an alternative scheme, he proposed that 
all the seamen in England should be entered into the public 
service and should receive fixed wages in whatever service 
they might be employed. He also proposed a scheme for the 
reduction of the extravagant price of coal. In view of the 
late period of the Session, Defoe was requested by the Committee 
to elaborate his proposals and lay them before the House of 
Lords at the next meeting of Parliament. In the following 
Session the House appointed a Select Committee to. consider

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the question of manning the fleet of England and also to inquire 
into the present state and condition of the Navy (No, 2223). 
Lord Torrington was appointed Chairman of the Committee and 
leave was granted by the House of Commons to enable Admirals 
Churchill, Shovell, Jennings, Byng and Fairborne, who were 
all members of that House, to give evidence. These admirals 
informed the Committee that in order to get men, they first 
tried bounty money and then pressed, but that they found 
neither of these methods successful. They considered that 
the difficulty of obtaining seamen was due to two facts. First, 
that the rate of wages given by merchants was so high that it 
tempted men into their service, and secondly that men and 
not cripples and boys, as was formerly the case, were employed 
in the collieries. “The colliery used to breed seamen but now 
breeds none and there is no nursery to the fleet.” Sir George 
Byng proposed a forced registry. Owing to the approaching 
end of the Session, the Committee found itself unable to make 
a Report to the House on the question of manning the Navy. 
The Lords then drew up an Address to the Queen* asking 
her to appoint a Committee to consider the matter and stating - 
that they had passed a Bill sent up from the Commons for 
the encouragement and increase of seamen.t+ 


The subject of poor relief occupied the attention of Parlia- 
ment during this Session and Bills dealing with the question 
were introduced in both Houses.t The cost of maintaining the 
indigent poor had become a very severe burden upon ratepayers 
throughout the country, and it is not surprising, therefore, to 
find that a general consensus of opinion existed in favour of 
devising some new form of machinery to cope with the evil.§

maintained by means of the poor rate.t The Biil reached the 
House of Lords on the 16th of February 1704-5 and was read 
a first time the same day. No further proceedings were taken 
with regard to it until the 5th of March when the Commons sent 
a Message to remind the Lords of the existence of the Bill, 
“the matter whereof has been so often recommended from the 
Throne andis so much for the public advantage, and ease of 
Her Majesty’s subjects."{ Upon the receipt of this Message 
the Lords gave the Bill a second reading, and then ordered it.

On the 24th of October following, the first 
day of the new Session, the House ordered a Bill to be brought in “ for 
the better relief, employment, and settlement of the poor.” /b, 392.

A Bill for the qualification of the justices of the peace (No. 
2100) reached the House of Lords on the 3rd of February 
1704-5. This Bill is generally stated to have been a party 
measure introduced by the Tories in view of the General Eelection 
which was about to take place, but it should be noted that no 
division took place during its passage through the Commons.{ 
The Bill provided that no one was to be appointed a justice of 
the peace for any county in England, unless he were in posses- 
sion of land, tenements and hereditaments of the clear yearly 
value of 300/.§ 


The Lords more than once put off the Second Reading of this 
Bill and took no notice of a Message from the Commons to 
remind them of its existence, but they took the opportunity of 
appointing a Select Committee to examine certain lists which 
they had ordered to be produced giving the names of those 
justices of the peace who had been struck off \the Commissions 
since the year 1700 and the names of those who had been added 
during the year 1704 (No. 2117).||

|| Sir Nathan Wright, the Lord Keeper, had been accused of manipulating 
the Oommissions in the interests of his own ites and no donbt the Whig 
House of Lords wished to make sure to what extent this accusation was 
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The fraudulent transactions of a linendraper, named Thomas 
Pitkin,* who absconded leaving debts behind him, variously 
estimated at from 70,000/. to 100,0002., led both Houses to take 
into consideration the state of the law with regard to bankruptcy. 
It appears that for nine months this man had obtained various 
classes of goods from merchants on credit and by the aid of 
accomplices had sold them. His chief confederate was a man 
of the name of Brerewood who was a bankrupt linendraper and 
agent to the regiments of the Duke of Northumberland, the 
Duke of Schomberg and Colonel Cadogan. The creditors 
petitioned the House of Commons that Pitkin and his confederates 
should be obliged to make full discovery of his goods and effects. 
A strong Committee of that House was thereupon appointed “to 
consider of some means to prevent the prejudice that happens 
to trade by the fraudulent breaking of traders.” As a result 
of the deliberations of this Committee, the Commons passed a 
Bill for the relief of the creditors and for the discovery of the 
fraudulent practices of Pitkin and his accomplices. When this 
Bill was considered by a Select Committee of the House of 
Lords, presided over by Lord Halifax, witnesses were heard and 
Brerewood was ordered to attend the Committee at once but he 
did not obey the summons.. Mr. Baron Bury then offered a general 
clause against fraudulent bankrupts which was added to the 
Bill. The House refused to insert this Clause,t but ordered that 
the Judges should bring in a Bill to prevent such frauds in the

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future. The Bill (No. 2181) was brought in on the 5th of March 
1704-5 and sent to the Commons two days later. The Commons 
gave it a second reading, but it made no further progress. In 
the following Session Bills dealing with the subject of bankruptcy 
were introduced in both Houses. 


The Lords’ Bill (No, 2150) was dropped after it had been 
read a first time; the Commons’ Bill was sent to the House of 
Lords on the 6th of March, and was considered in Committee of 
the Whole House on the 11th of the same month, when a 
petition signed by sixty-four merchants and traders (No. 2261) 
was presented against one of its clauses which affected those who 
had already become bankrupts. Evidence was heard and 
several amendments were made, a clause being inserted to meet 
the objections of the petitioners. The Commons agreed to these 
amendments and the Bill received the Royal Assent on the 19th 
of March 1705-6.* 

In the Session of 1704-5, a Select Committee of the Lords 
continued an inquiry into the method of preserving the Public 
Records (No. 2029) which had been begun the previous year 
and was destined to extend over many future years. The inquiry 
had originated on the 10th of December 1703 when the House 
appointed a private Committee “to consider of the method of 
keeping Records in offices, and how they are kept, and to consider 
of ways to remedy what shall be found to be amiss.” + This 
Committee heard evidence from Mr. Petyt, Keeper of the Records 
in the Tower of London, and from Mr. Rymer who was respon- 
sible for the custody of the Records in the 'l'reasury office in the 
Exchequer. The first of these officials stated that in the upper 
office in the Tower there was “a mountain of broken Records” 
which it would require a hundred clerks to put in order, and that 
“cartloads” of them were rotted. Mr. Rymer also informed 
the Committee that the Records of State which were stored 
in a vault in the cloisters of Westminster Abbey were much

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decayed. The Committee, after inspecting the Records in the 
Tower, made a Report to the House on the 30th of March 1704.* 
This Report recommended that the Rolls from the first year of 
John to the end of the reign of Edward IV. should be 
calendared.t It also stated that multitudes of Records belonging 
to several reigns and referring to matters of public importance 
were lying in confused heaps in Cesar’s Chapel and under the 
leads in the White Tower and were in danger of perishing. 
The Committee, therefore, recommended that the Keeper of the 
Records should be allowed a considerable number of skilled 
clerks to assist him in the work of putting the documents in 
order, and pointed out that such allowances had been made in 
ancient times to clerks attending the Office of Records within 
the Tower. The House agreed to this Report and the Lord 
Treasurer was ordered humbly to request the Queen to give 
the necessary directions for the recommendations contained in it 
to be carried out. 


On the 6th of November 1704 an Order was made by the 
House re-appointing the Select Committee, and at the same time 
the Lord Treasurer was directed to acquaint the House of the 
steps which had been taken to carry out the previous recom- 
mendations of the Committee. Four days later the Lord 
Treasurer presented his report to the House{ and various 
documents, including a report of the work carried out in the 
Tower of London by Sir Christopher Wren.§ The Committee, 
after inspecting the work which had been done at the Tower 
“in relation to the methodising and preserving the Records 
there,” made a Report to the House on the 31st of January 
1704-5, in which it recommended that certain structural altera- 
tions should be made at the Tower in order to avoid any risk 
from fire. This Report was agreed to by the House, and the Lord 
Treasurer was directed to lay the matter before the Queen. ||

In its Report, the Committee stated that it had received 
evidence from Mr. Tucker, the Keeper of the Paper Office, who 
stated that no public papers had been delivered into that 
office by the Secretaries of State since the time of Sir Leoline 
Jenkins,} and that many public documents, notably the Treaty 
of Breda and the Treaty of Ryswick, were missing.{ The 
Committee recommended that the House should request Her 
Majesty to give orders for the recovery of the missing papers 
and that some proper method should be taken to insure the 
preservation of documents for the use of the public. The House 
agreed to this Report on the 17th of January 1705-6, and 
instructed the Committee to draw up an Address to the Queen 
embodying their recommendations.§ This Address was presented 
to the House by Lord Halifax on the 4th of March and an 
Order was made that it should be laid before Her Majesty by 
the Lords with white Staves.|| 


The Session of 1704-5, and with it the Parliament, was 
brought to rather an abrupt conclusion mainly owing to the 
deadlock which arose between the two Houses with regard 
to the Aylesbury men who had been committed to Newgate 
by the House of Commons. On the 26th of February 
1704-5 the matter was directly brought to the attention of 
the House of Lords by the presentation of petitions from five 
electors of Aylesbury** praying for the protection of the House

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(No. 2180).* The following day the Lords, after passing five 
important Resolutions upon the case as a whole, consulted the 
Judges, who had been summoned to attend the House, with 
regard to the legal question whether a petition for a Writ of 
Error was a petition of right or of grace? By a majority 
of eight to two the Judges held that such a petition was a 
petition of right.t The House then agreed to a further 
Resolution embodying this opinion and demanded a Conference 
with the Commons. { After three Conferences had been held 
between the two Houses without any satisfactory result being 
obtained, the Lords on the 13th March presented a lengthy 
Address to the Queen which contained their representations 
with regard to the whole matter in dispute, and prayed Her 
Majesty to grant leave for the Writs of Error to be brought 
in.§ The following day the Queen replied that she would 
have granted the request made by the Lords had not she found 
it necessary to put an end to the Session; an hour later she 
came to the House of Lords and prorogued Parliament. The 
dissolution took place on the 5th of April following, and a 
proclamation for summoning a new Parliament was issued on 
the 25th of the same month. The General Election was fought 
with great energy by both political parties and resulted in a 
victory for the Whigs who now had the support of the Court.| 
They were rewarded by the dismissal of Sir Nathan Wright,4 
the Lord Keeper, and of the Duke of Buckingham, the

The Queen, in the Speech with which she opened the new 
Parliament (No. 2141) on the 27th of October 1705, expressed 
her intention of prosecuting the war with the utmost vigour 
and asked the Commons to grant her the necessary supplies. 
Her Majesty then informed Parliament that an Act had been 
passed by the Scottish Parliament for the appointment of 
Commissioners to treat with the Commissioners appointed by 
the English Parliament with regard to a legislative Union 
between the two Kingdoms. After expressing a wish that 
the Union which, in her opinion, “must conduce to the peace 
and happiness of both nations” would be successfully effected, 
the Queen took the opportunity of recommending another 
union, “a union of minds and affections amongst ourselves.” 
She pointed out that this recommendation was rendered necessary 
as certain malicious persons were endeavouring to stir up 
discord by stating in print that the Church of England was 
in danger.t She assured the two Houses that this assertion 
was absolutely false and declared that the persons who made 


it were her and the country’s enemies. 


On the 31st of November the Lords agreed to an Address 
in which they assured the Queen of their determination to 
support her in the war and of their willingness to help her 
in suppressing the attempts of the evil-disposed persons who 
were causing trouble at home.t Previous to passing this Address, 
an important debate upon the state of the nation had been 
initiated by the Tories in the House of Lords. On the 15th of 
November Lord Haversham made a vigorous speech in which 
he advocated that the presumptive Protestant heir to the 
Crown should be requested to reside in this country.¢ After 
a iengthy debate, it was proposed that a day should be fixed

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“to consider in Committee of the Whole House of ways and 
methods to strengthen the succession to the Crown.” But this 
way of shelving the question before the House apparently did 
not commend itself to Lord Haversham and his friends who 
moved that an Address be presented to the Queen requesting 
her to invite the heir presumptive to reside in England.* In 
reply to this Motion, the Previous Question was put and 
carried in the negativet On the 22nd of November the 
debate on the state of the nation was resumed, and the Tories 
moved that an Address should be presented to the Queen 
praying her “to order an account to be laid before this House 
of the occasion of our disappointments after our march to 
the Moselle and at Overisch, and in not prosecuting the 
success on forcing the enemy’s lines.” After this Motion had 
been defeated by fifty-three votes to twenty, the House agreed 
to a short Address praying the Queen “to use her utmost 
endeavours to preserve and maintain a good correspondence 
with her allies, particularly with the States of the United 
Provinces; and to excite them, and all her allies, as much as 
possible, to a vigorous prosecution of the war.” 


Not content with their Address to the Queen in reply to the 
Speech from the Throne at the beginning of the Session, the 
Whig majority in the House of Lords determined definitely to 
record their opinion that the suggestion that the Church of 
England was in any danger was groundless. On the 6th of 
December, therefore, the House went into Committee “to take 
into consideration Her Majesty’s Speech at the opening of 
Parliament.”§ Two Resolutions were carried in this Committee ; 
the first instructed the Judges to consider and report how the 
law stood with regard to the schools and seminaries which had 
been set up in England by Dissenters, Papists and Non-Jurors ; 
the second recorded the opinion of the House that the Church of

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England as by law established “which was rescued from the 
extremest danger by King William III., of glorious memory ” 
was “in a most safe and flourishing condition” and that whoever 
said it was in danger was “an enemy to the Queen, the Church 
and the Kingdom.” The first Resolution was agreed to without 
a division; the second was carried by sixty-one Votes to thirty.* 
The House agreed to both these Resolutions, and ordered that the 
second of them should be communicated to the Commons at a 
Conference. The Commons agreed to the Resolution which was 
then presented to the Queen by the whole House.+ 


Although the Motion requesting the Queen to invite the heir 
presumptive to reside in England had been defeated, the Lords, 
on the 21st of November, ordered the Judges to prepare a Bill 
“for the preservation of Her Majesty’s person and Government, 
and the Protestant succession as by law established.” In obedience 
to this Order, the Regency Bill (No. 2179) was brought in 
by the Lord Chief Justice of the Queen’s Bench on the 
27th of November and read a first time. Its provisions 
were vigorously attacked by the Tories in Committee of 
the Whole House.t They were successful, however, in obtain- 
ing only one amendment of any importance, namely the 
insertion of a clause forbidding the Lords Justices who were 
appointed by the Bill to act as Regents in the event of the 
successor to the Crown being absent from the country at the time 
of the Queen’s death, to give their assent to any Bill for repealing 
or altering the Act of Uniformity of 13 and 14 Car. II.§ Their 
other amendments|| were defeated and the Bill eventually was 
passed by the House without a division. It was sent to the 
Commons on the 8rd of December and returned by them with 
amendments on the 26th of January 1705-6. The most important 
of these amendments was the insertion of a clause incapacitating

P these amendments were mainly proposals to prevent the Lords 
Justices sanctioning the amendment or repeal of various Acts of Parliament, 
e.g., the Habeas Corpus Act and the Test Acts. The Tories also endeavoured 
to prevent the Lord Treasurer being appointed a Lord Justice, presumably 
to mark their dislike of Lord Godolphin, who then held that office. They 
also tried to get the Lord Mayor of London appointed a Lord Justice. 
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all persons holding offices under the Crown, except the holders of 
certain specified offices, from sitting or voting in the House of 
Commons “as shall meet in Parliament on the demise of Her 
Majesty without issue.”* The Lords amended this clause by 
excluding the then existing Parliament from its operation, and by 
limiting the disability to sit in the House of Commons to any 
person holding a new office or place of profit under the Crown 
“ which at any time hereafter shall be created or erected,’ and to 
any Commissioner or Sub-Comwissioner of Prizes, or Receiver of 
the Prizes. After two Conferences had been held, the Commons 
agreed to the amendments made to their clause, but at a further 
Conference they proposed an amendment to the Lords’ amend- 
ments by adding certain other offices to those specified by the 
Lords as disqualifying their possessors for sitting in the House of 
Commons, and the addition of three new clauses to the Bill 
enabling members accepting offices of profit under the Crown to 
be re-elected, limiting the number of Commissioners for executing 
offices, and excepting officers of the Navy and Army who accepted 
new commissions from the scope of the Bill.t The Lords agreed 
to these amendments and the Bill received the Royal Assent on 
the 19th of March 1705-6.§ 


The proceedings of the Scottish Parliament to which the 
Queen had alluded in her Speech from the Throne on the 27th of 
October came before the House of Lords on the 23rd of November. 
On that day the House went into Committee to take into con- 
sideration certain papers relating to affairs in Scotland (No. 2178)

by the previous Parliament “for the effectual securing the 
Kingdom of England from the apparent dangers that may arise 
from the several Acts passed in Scotland” should be repealed, 
with the exception of the sections empowering the Queen to 
appoint Commissioners to arrange a Union between the two 
countries, The House agreed to this recommendation and a Bill 
for the repeal of the sections in the Act of the previous Parliament 
was read a first time four days later.t It received the Royal 
Assent on the 21st of December, having passed through the House 
of Commons without amendment. 


The presentation of a petition to the House of Lords on 
the 28th of February 1705-6 from the gentry and clergy of 
south Lancashire, complaining of the “inveigling acts and 
devices” of the Roman Catholic priests, led to the introduction 
of a drastic Bill to prevent the growth of Popery (No. 2249). 
The Bill got no further than the Committee stage,§ but the 
Lords took the opportunity afforded them by the presentation 
of the Lancashire petition of finding out what had been done 
to obtain certain information with regard to the alleged spread

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of Roman Catholicism for which they had asked the previous 
Session.* 


In reply to an Address from the House, the Lord Steward, 
by the Queen’s command, laid before the House returns 
made by the justices of the peace to the Lords Lieutenant 
of various counties giving details with regard to the number 
of Papists and reputed Papists in their respective counties,+ 
and returns of a similar character were also presented by 
the Bishops of thirteen dioceses.t The Lords appear to have 
been extremely dissatisfied with the incomplete character of 
these returns, and, on the 11th of March, agreed to an Address 
to the Queen requesting her to give further directions for 
the preparation of the required lists and to obtain from the 
Lords Lieutenant the names of the Deputy-Lieutenants and 
justices of the peace who had neglected to furnish lists in 
obedience to her former order.§ Three days later the House 
agreed to another Address with regard to the Lancashire 
petition in which the Lords reiterated their former request 
for information and prayed that they might be supplied with 
a return stating “what advowsons or rights of presentation, 
or donation of churches, benefices or schools” were in the 
disposition of Papists, or reputed Papists, or persons in trust 
for them. | 


A Bill “for the amendment of the law and the better 
advancement of justice” (No. 2209) received the Royal

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Assent on the 19th of March 1705-6. The Bill was based 
upon the recommendations made by a Select Committee, 
presided over by Lord Somers. The object of the Committee's 
recommendations was to make clear certain difficulties in the 
law with regard to perjury and to devise some means for 
lessening the expenses of suits and for expediting the proceed- 
ings in the Courts of Justice.* 


Amongst other Bills to which reference is made in this 
Volume and which became law during the course of this 
Session, there are several of local interest which deserve 
attention. A Bill was passed to make the river Stour navigable 
from Manningtree, in Essex, to Sudbury, in Suffolk (No. 2237). 
A Bill for enlarging the pier and harbour of Parton, in 
Cumberland (No. 2240), became law despite the strenuous 
opposition of many influential persons in the county.t Some of 
the provisions contained in a Bill “for the better ordering and 
governing the watermen and lightermen upon the river of 
Thames” (No. 2044) were opposed by certain of the watermen 
on behalf of themselves and their whole Company. Their 
proposal that the Company of Watermen should be allowed to 
make byelaws for the regulation of the watermen and lighter- 
men on the river was not accepted by the Lords. 


On the 19th of March 1705-6 the Queen was preseit in 
the House of Lords, and, after giving ler assent to no less 
than seventy Bills,§ took the opportunity of congratulating the 
two Houses upon the unanimity and zeal which they had 
displayed against everything that tended towards sedition. She 
also thanked them for the wise and effectual provision which 
they had made to secure the Protestant succession, and the

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steps which they had taken to promote the Union with Scotland 
(No. 2268). Parliament was then prorogued to the 21st of May. 


In this Volume there are as usual numerous papers dealing 
with matters connected with the trade of the country, and also 
with the development and general condition of the plantations. 


The illicit trading which had been carried on with France 
ever since the beginning of the war became so notorious that 
it formed the subject of an inquiry by the House of Lords in 
November 1704. The matter was referred to the same Select 
Committee which took into consideration “the state of the 
nation in relation to naval affairs” (No. 2058). Sufficient 
evidence was brought before this Committee to enable it to 
report to the House that an unlawful trade was being carried 
on with France from England, Scotland, and Ireland.* 


In addition to the actual smuggling trade, a more or less 
regular import trade with the French continued despite the 
prohibition made at the beginning of the war.t In order, 
therefore, to put a stop to the importation of French goods, 
Bills were introduced in both Houses in the early part of the 
year 1704-5. The House of Lords directed the Judges to 
prepare a Bill for this purpose on the 19th of January of that 
year and the Bill (No. 2098) was brought in on the 31st 
of the same month. This measure enacted that all goods 
imported from France by sea or land were to be seized and 
placed in Her Majesty’s warehouses, and that if any person 
laid claim to such goods, he was to tender sufficient security

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to answer the penalties imposed by the Bill and to produce 
two other persons possessing not less than 5000. apiece, and 
that bond was to be given to double the value of the goods. 
In the event of no such claim being made, the goods were 
to be forfeited to the Crown. Very severe penalties were 
imposed upon the persons in charge of any vessel in which 
commodities prohibited by the Bill were imported. After being 
read a first time, no further proceedings were taken upon this 
Bill, but a Bill for prohibiting all trade and commerce with 
France (No, 2128) which was sent up by the Commons on 
the 26th of February was passed by the Lords after they had 
amended it in Committee in response to a petition from an 
influential body of merchants by deleting a clause which 
forbade merchants, bankers and traders to negotiate foreign 
bills of exchange.* The Commons agreed to this amendment 
and the Bill received the Royal Assent on the 14th of March.t 


Before the close of this Session another measure to check 
all intercourse with the French (No. 2182) became law.t The 
Bill, the object of which was “to prevent all traitorous corre- 
spondence with Her Majesty’s enemies ” originated in the House 
of Commons and reached the House of Lords on the 20th of 
February 1704-5. In Committee of the Whole House the Lords 
made only one amendment by adding lead to the other com- 
modities suitable for use in war, the sending of which into the 
dominions of the French King was prohibited by the Bill. The 
Commons objected to this amendment because they considered 
that if lead were inserted amongst the prohibited articles “it 
would be a hindrance to Her Majesty’s subjects who wished to 
export lead into neutral countries.” Although this argument 
might have applied with equal force to some of the other 
articles specified in the Bill,§ the Lords, after a Conference 
with the Commons, decided not to insist upon their amendment.

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The Report of the Commissioners for Trade and Plantations 
(No. 2057), which was presented to the House of Lords on 
the 30th of November 1704, contains much interesting informa- 
tion with regard to the political and commercial condition of 
the various plantations, and trade in general. 


In a previous Report the Commissioners had recommended 
that English merchants should be allowed to carry on trade 
with the Spaniards in the West Indies.* 1n their present Report 
they state that circular letters had been sent to the Governors 
in the various English possessions in the West Indies instructing 
them that in the future English subjects were to be allowed 
to trade with the Spaniards. Apparently, however, before this 
official authorization had been received, the Governor of Jamaica 
and several other Governors in the West Indies had acted upon 
their own responsibility, and, in conformity with the Queen’s 
declaration of war, had given commissions to privateers not 
only to pursue and annoy the French, but also the Spaniards 
and the allies of Englend who might trade with them in 
those seas. This policy had probably had the desired effect of 
checking the Dutch trade with the Spaniards, for it immediately 
called forth a protest from the Envoy Extraordinary of the 
States General who, pointing out that it was the object of 
the allies to conciliate the Spaniards, proposed that both the 
English and Dutch should be allowed to carry on trade with 
the subjects of Spain in the West Indies, thereby preventing 
the silver which was brought from those parts from being 
“entirely diverted and gained to the French.” Upon the receipt 
of this proposal from the Dutch, a letter had been sent by 
the Commissioners for Trade to the various Governors in the 
Plantations informing them that the English and Dutch were to 
be allowed to trade with the Spaniards in America and “were 
not to be molested therein, except only in case of their carrying 
ammunition and stores of war.” The results of this permission. 
_to trade had already been excellent and the Governor of 
Jamaica had informed the Commissioners that so great was 
the trade going to be that two or three more frigates would 
be required for its protection, as he had received information 
that the French who now found themselves debarred from the

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Spanish trade in the West Indies were proposing to fit out 
privateers to capture the English and Dutch trading vessels. 
On receipt of this information, the Commissioners informed 
the House that they had written to Prince George of Denmark, 
the Lord High Admiral of England, requesting that the additional 
men-of-war might be sent to the West Indies. 


The Commissioners in this Report were also able to announce 
that the Queen, acting upon their advice,* and after referring the 
matter to the Lord High Treasurer and Mr. Newton, the Master 
Worker of the Mint, had issued a proclamation settling and 
ascertaining the current rates of foreign coins in the plantations. 
It was hoped that this proclamationt would materially assist 
English merchants trading in America who had hitherto been 
greatly inconvenienced by the rates of coins varying in the 
different colonies. 


As usual the Commissioners devote a good deal of attention to 
.the subject of naval stores. With the idea of encouraging in 
every way the production in the Plantations of articles suitable 
for the use of the Royal Navy, they had advised the Queen to 
grant a premium to any person who imported from America 
any naval stores, hoping that in this way merchants might be 
induced “to turn their stock and thoughts to trade in these 
commodities,’ and enabled “to cope with those that bring 
these commodities from the Eastland countries.” They had also 
recommended that naval stores imported from the plantations 
should be exempted from the duties to which they were liable, 
for “although these duties were but low in the book of rates, 
viz., seven or eight shillings per ton, yet when it shall be 
publicly known in the Plantations that these stores might be 
imported custom free into England it would give a further 


reputation and encouragement to the trade.”} 


The state of unrest which existed in the Proprietary Colonies 
gave the Commissioners cause for anxiety in view of the activity

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of the French in America. Colonel Dudley, the Governor of 
Massachusetts, who during the previous winter had been called 
upon to resist an attack by the French and their Indian allies 
lying to the eastward of New England, complained that he had 
received no assistance from the neighbouring Charter Government 
of Rhode Island, and the same complaint was made by Lord 
Cornbury, the Governor of New York, with regard to the 
Proprietary Colony of Connecticut. But it was not only on 
account of their disinclination to take a share in the general 
defence of the plantations that the Proprietary Colonies incurred 
the displeasure of the authorities iu England. The unwillingness 
of the Governor and Company of Rhode Island to send home 
authentic copies of the Acts passed in their Assembly, their refusal 
to obey the judicial authority of the Lord High Admiral of 
England in maritime causes, and their harbouring of seamen and 
fugitives from other plantations are severely commented upon by 
the Commissioners, who also report that the manner in which the 
Governor and Company of Connecticut had treated the Indians 
within that colony might result in their deserting the English and 
joining the French. So unsatisfactory indeed in the opinion of the 
Commissioners was the state of things in the Proprietary Govern- 
ments that they again recommend in their report* that the only 
effectual way of reducing the inhabitants of these Colonies to order 
and making them realize their responsibilities was for the Crown to 
appoint a Governor over them during the continuance of the war. 


Merchants trading to Jamaica appear to have been appre- 
hensive that that island was insufficiently defended, and the 
Commissioners, to whom the matter was referred by the Queen, 
recommended a slight increase in the land forces stationed in the 
island,t and a considerable increase in the number of ships of war 
stationed there. They advised, however, that the vessels to be

In the Island of Barbados several difficulties had arisen which 
ealled for the intervention of the Commissioners. In addition to a 
complaint with regard to delays and obstruction in the adminis- 
tration of justice which they deemed sufticiently well-founded 
to justify them in advising the Queen to bring the matter to 
the notice of the Governor and his Council, the Commissioners 
state in their report that serious difficulties had arisen between 
the Governor, Sir Bevil Granville, and certain members of the 
Council and Assembly in the Island, which had culminated in 
seven members being suspended by the Governor from serving in 
the Assembly and four from serving in the Council. Without 
expressing any dpinion as to the justice of the complaints brought 
against the Governor by his opponents, the Commissioners strongly 
condemn the action of eight members of the Assembly who, 
taking advantage of the constitutional custom in the island by 
which no Bill could be passed in an Assembly consisting of 
twenty-two members unless there were fifteen members present, 
had wilfully absented themselves from the Assembly and had thus 
, brought all legislation in the island practically to a standstill. In 
order to overcome this exceedingly drastic form of obstruction, 
the Comiissioners suggest the simple remedy of reducing the 
quorum in the Assembly to twelve, which they considered could be 
done merely by the exercise of the Royal Prerogative. 


The quarrel between the Governor of Barbados and _ his 
Council and Assembly which was the reason for these obstructive 
tactics is referred to at some length in another paper in 
this Volume (No. 2217). On the 23rd of January 1705-6 three 
members of the late Assembly in Barbados presented a petition to 
the House of Lords complaining that they were unable to secure 
a copy of the Report upon their case made to the Privy Council 
by the Commissioners for Trade and Plantations, and praying 
that they might be allowed to lay before the House of Lords, 
“Her Majesty’s Supreme Council,” the particulars of their

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complaints against the Governor of Barbados.* The considera- 
tion of this petition was referred by the House to a Select 
Committee to which was also referred a petition of the Agents 
for the Island of Barbados,t praying to be heard by Counsel | 
against the other petition. The Committee, of which Lord 
Stamford was the Chairman, appears to have gone very fully 
into the merits of the case. It heard Counsel and witnesses, 
and called upon the Commissioners for Trade to furnish it with 
all the documents referring to the® various matters in dispute. 
Eventually, however, the Committee brought its proceedings to 


a conclusion without presenting a Report to the House, stating 
as a reason for so doing that, as the Session was likely to be 
a short one, it would be impossible to finish its work before 
Parliament rose. f 


Another petition relating to a Colonial dispute (No. 2248) 
was presented to the House of Lords in March 1705-6. The 
dispute to which this petition refers arose from the passing of 
two Acts in the Assembly of Carolina which, it was urged, 
violated an express provision in the Charter of that Colony’ 
guaranteeing toleration and indulgence to all Christians in the 
free exercise of their religion.§ The first of these Acts, quite 
regardless of the fact that the Ecclesiastical government of the 
Colony was under the jurisdiction of the Bishop of London, | 
set up a Corporation of twenty persons “for the exercise of all 
ecclesiastical jurisdiction with absolute power to deprive any 
minister of the Church of England of his benefice, not only 
for his immorality, but even for his imprudence or incurable 
prejudices and animosities between such minister and his parish.” || 
The other Act of which complaint was made incapacitated any 
person “from being a member of any General Assembly that

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should be chosen for the time to come, unless he had taken 
the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper according to the rites of 
the Church of England.”* The Lords Proprietors of the Colony 
in England} had ratified both these Acts and had refused to 
hear any arguments against them, in spite of the fact that a 
petition against the Acts signed by one hundred and seventy of 
the leading inhabitants of Carolina had been presented to them, 
and although the Commons in the same Assembly which passed 
the Acts had carried a Bill to repeal them. 


The House of Lords took up the matter very vigorously. 
On the 9th of March the two Acts were read hefore the House 
and Counsel were heard for the Proprietors. It appears that 
these gentlemen had ratified very unwillingly the clause which 
imposed the religious test and had prepared a -letter recom- 
mending its repeal. At the same time, it was urged upon their 
behalf that there was nothing in their Charter which prevented 
them from ratifying the Acts; that it was necessary to maintain 
discipline in the Church, and that, as there were no Bishops in 
the Colony, it was obvious that the regulation of ecclesiastical 
matters must be left to laymen; and finally, that the Acts 


closely approximated the law in the Colony to the existing law 
in England. ¢ 


The House of Lords, however, decided without a division 
that the first of the two Acts,§ so far as it related to the 
establishment of a commission for the displacing of rectors or 
ministers of the churches in the Colony, was not warranted by 
the Charter granted to the Proprietors “as being not consonant

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to reason, repugnant to the laws of this Realm, and destructive 
to the constitution of the Church of England.”* 'The second 
Actt was then declared by the House without a division to be 
founded upon falsity in matter of fact, repugnant to the laws 
of England, contrary to the Charter granted to the Proprietors 
of the Colony, an encouragement to atheism and _ irreligion, 
destructive to trade, and tending to the depopulation and 
ruining of the Colony. A few days later the House agreed to 
an Address to the Queen praying Her Majesty to use the most 
effectual methods to deliver the Colony of Carolina “from the 
arbitrary oppressions under which it now lies; and to order the 
authors thereof to be prosecuted according to law.’{ The Queen 
replied that she was sensible of the importance of the Planta- 
tions to England and that she would do all in her power to 
protect the people of Carolina in their just rights. The Lords 
were apparently satisfied with this extremely guarded reply 
and ordered their Address and the Queen’s Answer to it, 
together with the petition which had given rise to their 
proceedings, to be printed and published.§ 


Among the numerous Naturalization Bills which Were con- 
sidered by Parliament between October 1704 and March 1706 
mention may be made of Pechels’ Bill (No. 2075) which failed 
to become law owing to a dispute between the two Houses. The 
Commons inserted a clause in the Bill denying the political franchise 
to the foreigners who were to be naturalized.|| The Lords refused 
to agree to this clause, and at a Conference stated as a reason for 
their refusal that in their opinion every encouragement should 
be given to foreigners to come and settle in England and that 
this clause would deprive them of great benetits. The Commons, 
however, insisted upon their amendment. They urged that there

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was a danger in giving the vote to so many foreigners and that 
the benefits conferred upon aliens by the Bill as it stood were 
quite sufficient. The Bill was, therefore lost. * 

During the two Sessions covered by this Volume nearly a 
hundred Estate Bills were passed.t The Lords had for many 
years looked with suspicion on the increasing number of these 
Bills,t as they appear to have felt that under the existing 
procedure of the House a Select Committee was powerless to see 
that the interests of all parties affected by such Bills were 
adequately safeguarded. On the 12th of February 1705-6, 
therefore, a Committee of the Whole House was appointed “to 
consider of the best means to prevent the increase of Private 
Bills in Parliament and the surprising the House in their 
proceeding thereupon.’"§ The Committee framed five Reso- 
lutiims which were agreed to by the House and were made 
Standing Orders.|| The most important of these referred every 
petition for an Estate Bill to two Judges who were to summon 
all parties and report their opinions in writing to the House. 
In the case of a Bill originating in the Commons, the Bill was to 
be referred to the Judges before its Second Reading in the House 
of Lords.**

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The majority of the Appeals and Writs of Error which 
are included in this Volume do not appear to have been of any 
great public importance. : 

A case of some political interest is that of Prinn v, Howe 
(No. 2035) which was brought before the House of Lords by 
means of a Writ of Error in November 1704 Mr. Prinn at an 
election for the county of Gloucester had referred in abusive 
terms to Mr. Howe,* who was a candidate for the seat, stating 
that he was a Jacobite and wished to bringin the Prince of 
Wales. Howe had obtained 440/. damages, the Court of Queen’s 
Bench being unanimously of the opinion that the words of 
which he complained were actionable. This judgment had been 
affirmed in the Exchequer Chamber. At the Hearing of the 
Writ of Error it was urged that the verdict was ill found. 
The House, however, decided by 48 votes to 35 to uphold 
the previous judgment. 


An Appeal in which numerous influential persons were 
concerned was that of Falkland v. Cheyne (No. 2088). In 1704 
Lady Falkland, Sir Cloudesley Shovell and others brought an 
Appeal against Lord Cheyne t and others the executors of 
Christopher, late Duke of Albemarle, in order to prove that 
the Duke’s estate was liable for a share of the expenses 
incurred in a treasure-hunting expedition in the West Indies. 
Sir William Phipps} had gained information of a sunken Spanish 
treasure ship off Cape Samana, on the east coast of St. Domingo, 
and in 1686 he persuaded several persons, among whom were

and Anthony, Viscount Falkland, to fit out a ship in order to 
find the wreck.* This expedition was very successful and 
arrived home in 1687 bringing back treasure to the amount of 
300,0001.¢ Two subsequent expeditions, however, ended in failure, 
and it was calculated that the total expenses of the treasure- 
seekers amounted to a sum of 40,0007.

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who had been instrumental in the arrest of a servant of the 
Duke of Devonshire were ordered into custody by the House 
and released after they had apologized and been “reprimanded 
on their knees” (No. 2025). In the following February two. 
of the Barons of the Exchequer were called upon to explain 
the meaning of a letter addressed by them to Lord Halifax 
requesting him to enter an appearance against a bul which 
had been exhibited against him in their Court. The Judges 
excused themselves by informing the House that they had only 
sent the letter to Lord Halifax after having received an 
assurance that he was willing to appear before them (No. 2110).

The Petitioner who was advised that this alteration might 
invalidate the whole marriage settlement, had then brought a bill 
in Chancery against his father who took advantage of his Privilege 
to stop proceedings. The House ordered Lord Barnard to put 
in an answer to his son’s petition, but he appears to have 
taken no notice of the Order. In the following Session, a 
similar petition was presented and Lord Barnard put in his. 
answer,t in which he claimed his Privilege. The Committee 
for Privileges, however, decided that the matters of fact 
acknowledged in the answer of Lord Barnard amounted to a 
waiver of Privilege.§

In 1696, 
John Moore, sen., produced the warrant to the deputy steward of the manor - 
in the presence of Edith Moore, the widow of Philip Moore, who named as 
the two lives, William and John Moore, two of the Petitioners. The

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ceiver, however, refused the 70/. offered as it was in clipped coin, but

Harley and another v. Searle and others.—Petition 
and Appeal of William Harley and Daniel Smith, executors of Francis 
Riggs. Francis Riggs by his will left to his nieces Mary and Elizabeth 
Galetly, now Mary Betts and Elizabeth Searle, in equal shares, the residue 
of his estate after payment of certain legacies, enjoining upon them not to 
marry without the consent of the Petitioners, his brothers-in-law, who 
were to be their guardians up to the age of twenty-one. If they married 
without such conseut, their shares of the estate were to be invested in land 
which was to be settled upon them and their children in such a way that 
the husbands should have nothing to do with the land. After the 
testator’s death, both nieces married without asking the consent of the 
Petitioners, although they were aware of the provisions of the will. 
Elizabeth Searle, before her marriage, brought a bill in Chancery against 
the Petitioners, and against John Betts and his wife, complaining of 
the marriage of the last two without such consent and seeking an account 
of the estate. John Betts and his wife, after their marriage, brought 
a bill in Chancery to the same effect against the Petitioners, and, 
after her marriage, Elizabeth Searle brought another bill in Chancery 
against the same persons as in the first one, suggesting that she and 
her husband had agreed that her portion should be invested in land 
for the use of herself and her husband to go to their children afterwards 
and then to his heirs. The two Causes were heard together before the 
Lord Keeper, who decided that the residue must be divided between the 
two husbands, and decreed that the Petitioners should come to an account 
for the whole of the estate before one of the Masters; that the ready 
money shonld be invested and the interest be divided between the 
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two husbands. The two wives were to be examined separately as to how 
much of their portions they wished their respective husbands to have, and 
whether they wished the rest to be invested in land. The Petitioners 
assert that the provisions of the will have not been carried out; that both 
marriages were unsuitable, neither of the husbands having settled anything 
upon their wives or children ; that the heir of the testatur ought to have 
been a party to the suits; and that the Petitioners ought to have had their 
costs. Appeal against the decree. Signed by the Appellants. Counter- 
signed W. Barnesley, J. Herring. L. J., XVII. 570. [The Cause was 
heard on 14 Dec. Mr. Serjeant Pratt, for Appellants; The question is 
whether it shall be in the power of a person so to settle his estate as not 
to be controlled by Chaucery.

Upon the marriage of Elizabeth Man with John Lawrence, it 
was agreed that when she came of aye the estate should be settled upon 
her for life with remainder to her husband and their children, and 
that; in default of any issue, it should go to her right heirs. It was 
also arranged that John Lawrence should pay 1,500/. to the Blachfords, 
if he enjoyed his wife’s estate for life or was sufticiently secured the repay- 
ment of that sum out of: it. Upon this condition the Petitioner, John 
Lawrence, covenanted under penalty of 10,0007. to join in the settlement, 
and to pay the 1,500/. To secure the payment of this sum, the Petitioners 
and two of the Respondents in this Cause joined in a mortgage of lands 
to Ann Man and William Taylor and his wife. An endorsement was 
made on this mortgage to the effect that it was only made because 
John Lawrence expected to have his wife’s property for life, and that, in 
case he were disappointed, no use should be made of the mortgage. 
YElizabeth Lawrence died before she came of age, and consequently 
Elizabeth Blachford and her husband inherited practically all Eustace 
Man’s property except his daughter’s marriage portion of 2,000, The 
Petitioners then brought a bill in Chancery to have the 2,000/. portion 
paid and the mortgage delivered up. The Cause was heard in February 
when a decree was made that the portion of 2,000/. should be paid 
, to the Petitioner, John Lawrence, and that he should pay the 1,500J.

Besides the convoys and cruisers before mentioned, a squad- 
ron was put under the command of Rear-Admiral Whetstone, 
and his instructions required him not only to endeavour to 
prevent the enemy’s ships getting out of Dunkirk, but to 
protect the trade, especially that from Russia, the East Country, 
Hamburg, &e. On this service he continued till the Dunkirk 
ships got out and cruised in the Soundings, and then the squad- 
ron being separated, the Rear-Admiral was, with some of them, 
employed in protecting transports from England and Ireland, 
which were bound to Lisbon, and the other ships were put on 
those services which most pressingly called for them. Not 
only the said Rear-Admiral Whetstone, but also all the ships 
which were from time to time appointed to join Sir George 
Rooke at Lisbon, were expressly directed to give convoy to the 
outward bound trade, as far as their way lay together; and the 
like orders were constantly given to all men-of-war bound 
coastwise, either eastward, westward, or northward, to take 
care of all merchant ships and vessels bound their way, by 
which means the coasters received a considerable advantage, 
in addition to the care that was taken of them by stationed 
coast convoys..

deference, represent to your Lordship that, having viewed Cvsar’s 
Chapel within the Tower of London, which is a large room at the 
top of the White Tower, found there multitudes of records of 
several reigns lying confusedly in danger of utter perishing, 
unless speedy care be taken for their preservation, in order 
whereto we are humbly of opinion that it will be necessary that 
drawers, shelves, and presses be immediately provided to receive 
them, as they shall be cleaned from the dust. And then, after 
diligent perusal and examination, such of those records as are 

“only written on one side, and are of value (and not writs of 
course at the Common Law), should be fixed into books in the 
‘same manner as divers ancient deeds are done in the Cottonian 
Library, with paste prepared with colliquintida, to secure it 
against worms, by which means those small pieces of parchment, 
that at present shrivel up together (whereby they are scarce 
legible and cannot well be reduced any other way) will be much 
better preserved than it is possible by putting them into bundles, 
as is evident from view of these specimens of both kinds 
annexed. But, if your Lordship should approve of this method 
(which cannot be expensive, since paper fit for that purpose may 
be had at cheap rates), yet we conceive that it will be a labour of 
too great difficulty to range those instruments according to the 
exact series of time, or their respective subjects; therefore, with 
all submission, we propose that the records of each king’s reign 
may be glued on indiscriminately as they are cleansed, and when 
a book is finished and bound, that an index be carefully made 
thereto of the subject matters under proper heads, according to 
succession of time, referring to the numbers of the original 
instruments, and not in the dry form wherein the present calen- 
dars in the Office of Records (which is kept in another part of 
the Tower) were imperfectly composed, they containing little 
more than the names of persons and places, being done only for 
the service of the Court of Wards, to discover tenures and des- 
cents; but such bare tables of names cannot be of that use to the 
public as repertories of things will prove, containing abstracts of 
records digested according to their various natures, under distinct 
and methodical titles. And in this manner the public service

the death of Sir Joseph Williamson, and her Majesty soon « 
her accession to the throne was graciously pleased to grant i 
me with the salary or fee of 160. per annum; that Sir Jos 
Williamson left the office very much out of repair, without so m 
as one whole window or door, which have since been made r 
and every thing done that was necessary to keep the papers f 
the weather; that nobody having been employed in this of 
as I am informed, for above 20 years’ past, the papers were in : 
confusion and disorder that it was very difficult to find any p: 
that was wanted; that I have, since my first entering on the pl 
been at the expense of a clerk constantly employed in sorting tk 
and reducing them under proper heads, wherein such progres 
already made that anything that is searched for may be rea 
found; that, for the greater ease in searching for any pay 
and the better to prevent the losing any of them, a catalogue 
some time since been begun; but, there having been none 
by Sir Joseph Williamson, not even of those papers that 
bequeathed by his will to be placed in the office (which ap) 
most of them to have been formerly taken out of it by hims 
it will be a work of time to inspect such a multitude of pay 
and to digest and put them into order, with proper references 
finding each particular paper. 

The office consists of two rooms, three closets and tl 
turrets. In the first room are presses where all papers to 
end of the reign of King Charles I. are placed under the h 
of the particular countries they relate to (as England, Irel 
Germany, Italy, etc.) according to order of time, with a labe 
each bundle expressing what sort of papers it contains. 
closet belonging to that room is filled with particular papers um 
their seyera! heads (as commissions, treaties, letters from an 
our Kings, ete.). 

The inner room has, in two large presses, the papers left by 
Joseph Williamson ; and in three presses of a smaller size t 
left to the office by Sir Leoline Jenkins. One of the closet: 
that room contains foreign papers in the reign of King Charles 
placed upon shelves according to their several countries; the ot 
domestic papers of the same King’s reign, divided accordin 
their several subjects. The turrets are chiefly filled with b 
and papers of things that passed during the Civil War. All t 
collections are not so full, nor so well continued, as they sh 
be, as appears by several distances and intervals in the tim 
their dates. 

The greatest inconveniency which the place where the offi 
now kept is under, is this, that in summer it is very much exp 
to dust; which, besides the continual trouble and expens 
keeping it clean, does great injury to the papers. This mighi 
in some measure remedied, if, instead of the shelves in the cl« 
and turrets, there were convenient close presses made to keep 
papers in. 

Having the honour to lay this paper before your Lordsk 
1 humbly presume to offer it to your Lordships’ considerat 
whether to bring this office in any reasonable time to that pei 
tion, which your Lordships may expect, your Lordships may 
judge it necessary to allow some further help. In the meant

(e) 16 Jan. Sir John Trevor’s account of the records under his 
inspection, as follows :—In obedience of your Lordships’ Order of 
Saturday 22 Dec. last, whereby I am ordered to prepare and lay 
before your Lordships, with convenient speed, an account what 
public records are in my custody, and how the same are kept, [ 
have visited and viewed all the offices under my inspection and 
care, and have discoursed the respective officers that were then in 
town, and have sent for such as were absent, and do humbly lay 
before your Lordships the account following, viz. :—The records 
in the Chapel of the Rolls. The oldest record in the chapel, is 
a patent roll of King Edward V., containing some grants of 
offices ; and a small close roll. 

There are also the patent rolls of King Richard III., Henry 
VIL, Henry VIII., Edward VI., Queen Mary, Philip and Mary, 
Queen Elizabeth, King James I., King Charles I, to the 18th 
year of his reign, and from that time there are no patent rolls in 
the chapel until 1660 (the 12th of King Charles II.) and the last 
of his patents brought into the chapel is anno 31 (viz. 1679) 
since which time there are no patent rolls come into the chapel. 

In these patents are enrolled all perpetuities, all fee-farms, all 
leases that pass the Great Seal, grants of liberties, licences and 
pardons of alienation, presentations (but these have not been 
enrolled as formerly), special liveries (but none of these since the 
Court of Wards was put down), special and general pardons, 
licences of all sorts that pass the Great Seal; and on the back of 
these patents are endorsed all kinds of commissions that pass the 
Great Seal. When the patent rolls are brought into the chapel, 
there always’ come along with them the original priory seals 
and warrants, otherwise called the bills signed. 

Before I proceed to give your Lordships an account of the rest 
of the records in the chapel, I crave leave humbly to lay before 
your Lordships, the course of transmitting the enrolments of the 
above-mentioned patents into the Chapei of the Rolls, viz. :— 
The privy seal is the warrant of the Lord Chancellor, or Lord 
Keeper, to pass the grant under the Great Seal, and there are 
some grants of leases by warrant immediately from the Lord 
Treasurers, but that course has not been used of late. 

The privy seal remains with the Lord Chancellor, being his 
warrant (or with his seal bearer), until they are delivered over 
to the Six Clerk, called the Riding Clerk, attending yearly on the 
Great Seal in his turn. ‘The privy seals were heretofore delivered 
to the Riding Six Clerk, sometimes half yearly and sometimes 
yearly, and it is and ever has been the duty of such Six Clerk to 
enrol all such patents as pass the Great Seal during his year of 
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attendance, and to deliver over the enrolments with the estr 
thereof fairly engrossed in the chancery hand in rolls of par 
ment, together with the original privy seals and warrants i 
the Office of Petty Bag, where the enrolments and estreats be 
examined by those clerks, the estreats are sent into the Excheq; 
and the enrolments with the privy seals and warrants ¥ 
brought into the Rolls Chapel, which (by all the former rm 
and orders tor disposing and keeping of the records) is the pre 
repositery for the enrolments, the privy seals and warrants. 

The enrolments and estreats are at the charge of the 
Clerk, but the parchment is delivered out of the Rolls Chapel 
the King’s charge. 

The Riding Six Clerk has one year allowed him (after his y 
of attendance is out) to make up the enrolments and estreats 1 
passed the Great Seal during the year of his being Riding Cler 

Your Lordships may be pleased to observe that I have bel 
certified that there are no enrolments of patents transmitted 1 
the chapel since the 31st year of King Charles IL., but i 
necessary that I should, in this place, humbly inform your Lc 
ships that the enrolments, made since that time, are delivered o 
into the Petty Bag by the Six Clerks where they now rem: 
together with the privy seals and warrants, with such estreats 
are not as yet sent into the Exchequer, of which I shall give y 
Lordships a more particular account under the head of the rece 
in the Office of Petty Bag. 

There are in the chapel other patent rolls, called fine r 
which contain the enrolment of patents to escheators, custom 
comptrollers, searchers, &¢., but since the Restoration they 
enrolled promiscnously with other grants. 

There are also in the chapei close rolls, which contain 
indentures and recognizances that are enrolled, as also ot 
enrolments, by order or warrant from the Lord Chancellor, L 
Keeper, or from the Master of the Rolis. 

These last enrolments are by course transmitted ont of 
Office of Enrolments into the chapel; and they are now in 
chapel unto the first year of his late Majesty King William. 

There are other rolls, called the judgment or decree 1 
which contain decrees and dismissions. They are brought | 
the chapel by every particular clerk who makes up his 
decrees, some sooner than others. Of these rolls there are m 
in number brought into the chapel this last eight years than si 
the Restoration. The rolls are made up at the charge of 
subject, but the parchment is at the Queen’s charge. 

There are also in the chapel, rolls called Parliament rc 
which contain the public Acts from Richard III’s time dc 
to the 2nd year of her Majesty’s reign, and these rolls are s 
in from the Clerk of the Parliaments. 

There are no rolls of private Acts but such as come thither 
certiorart. 

There are other rolls called claim rolls at coronations. Th 
rolls begin with King James I. down to her present Majesi 
coronation. 


ACCOUNT OF THE BUNDLES IN THE CHAPEL OF THE ROLLS 


Several bundles containing the privy seals and bills sigx 
being brought into the chapel at the same time with the enrolme 
of the patents. 
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There are other bundles, called escheat bundles, which contain 
the returns of all offices post mortem from primo Hen. VII. to 
the years 1642 and 1643 (which was 18 and 19 Car. 1). 

There are also in the chapel the parliamentary returns to the 
Restoration, but those since are with the Clerk of the Crown in 
Chancery and in the Petty Bag. 

All the aforesaid rolls and records are kept in eight large close 
presses in the chapel, and in wooden chests there, and also in 
the great room over the chapel upon sheives, and in other 
apartments on the sides of the stairs upon shelves. 

I humbly conceive that these records are very well and carefully 

: kept, and the calendars are very exact, so that any record may be 
readily found out upon any occasion. 

The late winds did some mischief to the lead, slating and 
windows, but they were immediately repaired. 


RECORDS IN THE Perry BaG OFFICE. 


I have before humbly acquainted your Lordships of the course 
of transmitting the enrolments of all patents, with the privy seals 
and the estreats into the Petty Bag by the Six Clerks. 

When the enrolments are brought into the Petty Bag, I humbly 
inform your Lordships that it is the duty of the Clerk of the Petty 
Bag carefully to examine the enrolments and the estreats. 

It is likewise the duty of the Petty Bag clerk to send the 
estreats into the Exchequer and to deliver the enrolment with the 
privy seals into the Chapei of the Rolls, and not to keep either 
the enrolments, privy seals or the estreats in his hands or office 
longer than they can be conveniently examined. 

I do find by the Six Clerks’ books wherein they keep an 
account of the enrolments sent from time to time into the Petty 
Bag and the receipts under the hand of that clerk for the same, 
that the enrolments with the bills and estreats from the 31st year 
of King Charles Il. to the last year of the reign of his late 
Majesty King William, are delivered into the said Petty Bag 
Office; and the Petty Bag clerk does, under his hand, acknow- 
ledge this to be so, where the said enrolments with the privy 
seals do now remain. 

It does appear to me, by an account under the Clerk of the 
Petty Bag’s hand, as also of Mr. Batteley, clerk to the Queen’s 
Remembrancer, that the estreats to the llth year of his late 
Majesty’s reign, are sent into the Exchequer ; but the estreats of 
the llth year of his late Majesty’s reign to the last year of his 
reign, remain still with the Petty Bag clerk, and his excuse why 
they are not sent into the Exchequer is that he has not had time 
to examine the estreats with the enrolments; the enrolments 
coming in so late and being so numerous. 

I do here most humbly observe to your Lordships that the 
enrolments froin the 3lst year of King Charles II. have not 
been transmitted regularly into the Petty Bag, that is to say, they 
have not come into the Petty Bag year after year in order of 
time as they ought; but have been transmitted thither in broken 
years as the several Six Clerks did despatch their enrolments. For 
I particularly find that in June 1704 (and not before) many 
enrolments of the 17th, 18th, 19th, 20th, and 21st years of 
King Charles I. came into the Petty Bag, and there are several 
other instances of the like nature. And the reason of this 
irregularity, I conceive to be from the great arrear of the enrol- 
ments in the several years of the former Six Clerks, particularly 
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in the times of Sir John Marsham and Sir Robert Marsham 
whose enrolments have been supplied and made up by M: 
Suffield, the present Six Clerk that succeeded them. 

From these particulars it will appear to your Lordships, as 
most humbly conceive, that there are now wanting but four years 
enrolments to this time, viz. :— 

The enrolments of part of the last year of King William, an 
part of the first year of her Majesty’s reign, which are nov 
actually in hand, and will be completed, as I am assured, in si: 
weeks’ time. 

The privy seals of the last three years being in the hands of th 
late Lord Keeper’s seal bearer; the Six Clerks that were th 
Riding Clerks have promised me that, as soon as they come t 
their hands, they will fall upon the enrolments, which I hop: 
may be completed in twelve months, and I will use my endeavou 
that the Petty Bag clerk shall examine the enrolments an 
estreats in his hands unexamined forthwith, and send the estreat 
into the Exchequer. And when this is performed, I hope, for th 
future, the enrolments may be duly and regularly made ever: 
year, as the old course was. 

There are likewise in the Petty Bag Office special commis 
sions to inquire of estates forfeited to the Crown, inquisition 
and traverses thereupon from the 13th of King Charles I. t 
this time. 

Also inquisitions and decrees of commissioners upon _ the 
Statute of the 43rd year of Queen Elizabeth of Charitable Use 
and proceedings thereupon from the time of the Statute to thi 


> time. 


Also extents and re-extents and other proceedings upon th 
Statute Staple from the 17th year of King Charles I. to this time 

Also, under the head of brevia regia, there are the returns upot 
the writs of ad quod damnum; the commissions to master 
extraordinary in Chancery ; dedimus potestatems for taking thi 
oaths of sheriffs’ writs for choosing of coroners and viridars 0 
forests; writs of inquiry of damages and writs for the call o 
serjeants and such like, from the 10th year of King Charles I 
to this time. 

Also adjudications of sewers, viz., one bundle of the reign 
of King Charles I., and the adjudication of sewers in the reigt 
of King Charles II., concerning the Great Level of the Fens 
called Bedford Level. 

Also judgments upon seire facias, and also upon declaration: 
for and against officers of the Court of Chancery from th 
12th year of the reign of King Charles I. to this time. 

Also commissions and inquisitions of lunacy from the las 
year of King Charles I. to this time, 

Also the returns of Parliament writs and indentures from th¢ 
12th year of King Charles II. to the second year of her Majesty’ 
reign; most of which ought to be transmitted into the Chape 
of the Rolls. 

Here are also the certificates of all such as have receivec 
the Holy Sacrament, in order to take the several oaths, anc 
subscribe the several declarations by law required, since , the 
25th year of King Charles II. ‘They are all filed and num 
bered, and bundled up in forrells to preserve them. Als¢ 
the rolls in parchment of such as in court make the declarations 
aud take the several oaths required, with their names or mark: 
subscribed, according to the directions of the severals Acts o: 
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Parliament, and these are now enrolled and perfect to this time, 
though when I viewed them the enrolment was no lower than 
the second year of her Majesty’s reign, But the court rolls 
were well and fairly kept, and the several names transcribed 
into a paper book. But all is now perfected and, I hope, will 
be no more neglected. The records in this office, I conceive to 
be well kept. 


THE RECORDS IN THE JWXAMINER’S OFFICE. 


I look upon this office to be within your Lordsbips’ Order, for 
though it be a Paper Office, yet the decrees of the Court of 
Chancery are grounded upon the depositions here taken. And, 
although all the depositions are taken upon paper and 
nothing is upon parchment except the schedules of interrogatories 
in every Oause, yet, with humble submission to your Lordships, 
I take the original examinations here taken upon paper, to 
be as much records, within your Lordships’ Order, as if they 
were upon parchment; the examinations being taken before 
the Examiners and their examining clerks who are all sworn. 
These examinations differing much from the examinations 
taken upon commissions in the country, those commissioners not 
being upon oath. 

The examinations in this office begin with Edward VI., 
though there are some odd papers that are higher. They seem 
to me to be regularly kept from the beginning of Edward 
VI’s time downwards by years and forms with labels; the 
Examiners having books and tables whereby to find out any 
examinations readily. 

This office and the Petty Bag Office are kept in one building. 
The late winds have shattered the tiling and roof, which has 
been repairing. And I conceive these papers or records to be 
carefully and regularly kept. 


THE RECORDS IN THE OFFICE OF ENROLMENT OF DEEDS AND 
RECOGNIZANCKES. 


The office is executed by two deputy clerks of enrolments, 
under the Nine Clerks of Enrolments ; but they are first approved 
and sworn by the Lord Chancellor or Lord Keeper. 

These deputy clerks enrol all deeds and recognizances, and 
the enrolments thereof are in due time transmitted into the 
Chapel of the Rolls and are there called the close rolls and 
recognizance rolls. They enrol upon the Queen’s parchment, 
but at the charge of the subject. 

The last enrolments sent from this oflice into the chapel are 
the close rolls of the last year of King James IL., and this 
office is now ready for another transmission into the chapel, 

This office is kept under the Six Clerks Office, and I humbly 
conceive that it is very diligently and carefully kept, and in 
so very good order and method that any enrolments may be 
readily found out by their books. 


THE RECORDS IN THE OFFICE OF THE SIx CLERKS AND IN 
THEIR CUSTODY. 


These records consist principally of bills, answers, depositions 
of witnesses and other pleadings and begin with the first year 
of King Charles II’s reign, viz., anno 1649. The records antil 
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that time being removed to the Tower, by the warrant a 
Sir Harbottle Grimston, dated the 24th of July 1671. 

When I first came to be Master of the Rolls, these record 
were very ill kept, and in confusion, so that the search to fin 
out any record was difficult. I then viewed the places wher 
they were kept, which was in the cellar of that office and i 
vaults. I then declared to the Six Clerks that I thought th 
keeping of them in that manner was very detrimental to th 
records, and that in a short time they would be obliterate 
and perish, if they were not removed to a more convenient placé 
Whereupon, the Six Clerks resolved to remove the record 
into the uppermost rooms of their building, and accordingly 
at a considerable expense, they divided the same into severe 
rooms, and made very convenient shelves therein for keepin 
the records; whither the records were accordingly removec 
where they are now kept. 

Every Six Clerk has his particular record rooms there, fo 
the records of his particular division, and each Six Clerk ha 
a particular record keeper of the records of his division. 

I have viewed all those record rooms and how the record 
lie therein, and do most humbly jay before your Lordships, the 
the said records, which are all in parchment, are disposed int 
bundles according to order of time, viz., into years and term: 
They are placed conveniently upon shelves and to the vie 
seem to be well kept and dry. 

The records in some of these divisions are disposed into 
better method than others, according to the ingenuity of th 
record keeper, some being well labelled, and others only marke: 
upon the outermost parchment, and some forrelled and other 
not. But every record keeper has alphabetical books to find ou 
the records upon any search, though some, I conceive, are mor 
perfect than others. 

The record rooms are very convenient, and I conceive, i 
good repair. 

- The weight of these records is very great being all in parch 
ment, containing the records of above fifty years. 

The Six Clerks did, the last year, apply to me, that a grea 
part of these records might be removed to the Tower, informin; 
me, that the weight of the records was very dangerous to th 
building, and so I have been informed by others, though th 
building is strongly built. 

I then desired the senior Six Clerk to discourse therein [ with 
the Clerk of her Majesty’s Records of the Court of Chancer 
in the Tower; and as the senior Six Clerk has informed me 
the Clerk of the Tower answered, he had not then any convenien 
place to receive the records in, but was making applicatio; 
for more room to be allowed him, and better conveniences. Th 
senior Six Clerk went again, as he informs me, to the Towel 
about the laiter end of last summer, but there was not any roor 
or conveniences then prepared for the reception of the records. 

If your Lordships shall think fit that some part of these record 
should be removed, it will take up some time to put the record 
so to be removed into such an order as the Clerk of the Towe 
may receive them; and then it will be an easy matter to pu 
the rest of the records that shall remain here into a perfect orde 
and method, whereby upon any search they may be readily foun 
out. And T am well informed by very good clerks that, in on 
long vacation, with the diligence, industry and eare of ingenuou 
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record keepers, the records might be brought into a good 1704, 
method. — 

If the roof of the building and the windows be kept in good . No. 2029. 
repair to keep out the weather, I humbly conceive the rooms 
wherein the records are now kept are very proper and convenient 
for that purpose. 

Having thus laid before your Lordships the true state and 
condition of the records in the several offices above mentioned, 
T shall humbly conclude this tedious report with observing two 
particulars to your Lordships which seem to me to be very 
material. 

First, the enrolments of patents, &c., and secondly, the 
records of the court, as the bills, auswers and pleadings in the 
care of the Six Clerks. As to the enrolments of the patents, 
I humbly crave leave to mention in short to your Lordships, that 
the enrolments with their privy seals and estreats to the last 
year of his Majesty’s reign have been brought into the Petty Bag 
and are now there. 

That the evrolments and estreats to the 11th year of his late 
Majesty’s reign, are examined and the estreats sent into the 
Exchequer, and the rest are now under examination. 

That the enrolments of part of the last year of his late 
Majesty’s reign, and part of the first year of her present Majesty’s, 
are in hand. 

That the privy seals of the three last years are not delivered 
over to the Six Clerks, as I have before mentioned. 

Tbat when the enrolments in the Petty Bag shall be delivered 
into the Rolls Chapel, and the rest of the estreats sent into the 
Exchequer, which I intend shall be done tke next vacation, 
I do most humbly, with all submission, lay before your Lordships, 
that the enrolments will then be more complete and perfect, than 
at any time these thirty years last past, and I do not know, 
or have been informed of one privy seal lost. 

As to the records of the court, as bills, answers, &e., in 
the care of the Six Clerks, I do most humbly, with all 
submission to your Lordships, conceive that they are now better 
kept and in a better method, than they have been these thirty 
years last past and upwards. The records in some of the record 
rooms cannot, I conceive, be better digested, and the others may, 
in a short time, be made more perfect. 

The Lord Chancellors and the Lord Keepers, in whose time 
I have had the honour to serve, have not, neither have I myself, 
been wanting in calling for the enrolments, or in charging the 
Six Clerks to take care of the records and pleadings of the 
court, 

This is the best account that I can give of your Lordships 
commands, and, if your Lordships shall please to Jay any further 
commands upon me, I shall most readily obey them, with all 
diligence and integrity.

William’s portion, having been purchased by Humphry or his wid 
their son Matthew inherited two-thirds of the property and settled 100 
year from it upon his wife for her jointure. When Matthew died his v 
was a Innatic and is so still. The third brother, George, sold his port 
to Allen Foster for 6002. down and an annuity of 120J. 

This annuity was secured by an agreement between George Scott : 
Foster and Richard Bradshaw. By this agreement a third of Geo 
Scott’s property was demised to Bradshaw for 99 years, but the arran 
inent was to be void if Foster or his heirs paid Scott the 120/. for 
life. Foster, however, did not covenant to pay the annuity or taxes 
repairs. On the death of Bradshaw, this demise was assigned to Willi 
Campion in trust for George Scott. By another agreement George Sx 
conveyed the same third part of the property to Foster for G00J. do 
and 120/. a year secured in the same way and covenanted agai 
encumbrances except the lease to Bradshaw. The reversion of this th 
part subsequently came to Matthew Scott. 

George Scott knowing that his security was insufficient to answer | 
120/. set to work to get his aunuity paid out of the whole estate, a 
during his nephew’s infancy, got into his custody the counterpart of 
first deed (so that his nephew could not know how the annuity 1 
secured) and concealed it for about 33 years, pretending that his annt 
was charged on the whole estate and had been granted to him by Matth 
Scott’s mother. None of the parties suspected the fraud and so did - 
oppose his receiving the 1207. from the estate ; but Matthew Scott and 
wile were thereby forced to live in a low condition because the 12 
devoured their two-thirds and the Petitioner Frances Stevenson’s inh 
tance is almost swallowed up by the arrears due to the lunatic for | 
jointure. She, therefore, warned the tenants of the estate not to | 
George Scott unless he would allow the taxes or show his title to exen 
tion. George Scott was then forced to produce his writing, and it \ 
for the first time discovered by the Petitioners that he hadin his possess 
documents which showed the part of the estate which was charged with | 
annuity. He confessed that only one-third of the estate was chargeal 
and a deed was executed by him and the Petitioner Stevenson sett: 
out that fact with a proviso saving the rights of the Petitioners in the th 
part. After George Scott’s death, however, in spite of this agreement, 
executor kept possession of the third part of the estate, pretending t 
494/. arrears were unpaid. Asa matter of fact, the residue of the te 
unexpired at his death was less than the sum which he owed to 
Petitioners. 

The Petitioners then brought a bill in Chancery against ‘Thon 


. Frewen, the executor, and Campion his trustee, to have an account of ; 


money wrongly paid to George Scott and of receipts since his death ¢ 
to get possession of the third part. The Cause was heard and it y 
referred to one of the Masters to ascertain what payments had been ma 
He reported that George Scott had received 1,861/. more than the va 
of the third part of the property. Frewen appealed to the Lord Kee; 
and a re-hearing was ordered, 

On Frewen’s death, this Cause was revived by his executor Jo 
Frewen and Henry Campion, executor of William Campion. On 1 
re-hearing, the Court declared that there was no fraud used by Sc 
and ordered Petitioner to pay arrears due at his death clear of tax 
together with costs of suit and repairs, and to have a re-conveyat 
of the term of ninety-nine years, or in default his bill to be dismis: 
with costs. Appeals against this decree and prays that proceedings u

It was agreed that Sir John D’Oyly, Chomley’s father, 
ould settle his estate, including a jointure of 500/., upon Elizabeth and that 
ie should make a settlement of her estate and give to him 6,000J. as her 
arriage portion. Accordingly, her estate was conveyed to trustees for 
)O years, the trust being declared to be for raising the 6,000/. The 
arriage then took place. Subsequently, on a re-settlement of the property 
yon the right heirs of the survivor of Cholmly and Elizabeth, several 
cumbrances on the property were made, including mortgages to John 
hort and John Cholwick ; and a property inherited by Elizabeth from 
ar uncle Samuel Cabell was settled upon Cholmly D’Oyly and his heirs. 
n Cholmly’s death, however, it was discovered that, six months before 
ie pretended marriage, he had married Margaret, daughter of Andrew 
eedham, and that he had left a son by this marriage and it was, there- 
re, evident that the marriage to Elizabeth Cabell and all the articles, 
eeds, &c., executed in consideration of that marriage were void. 

The Petitioner Elizabeth, therefore, brought a billia Chancery to set 
side the settlements, &c., as being founded on fraud. The Cause was 
eard and a trial-at-law was ordered whether Cholmly D’Oyly was ever 
arried to Margaret Needham. ‘The jury found that the marriage never 
ok place; and, though the Petitioner moved for a new trial, her bill 
as dismissed with costs which she is advised were excessive.

In 1675, 
Double brought a bill in Chancery to redeem the prior mortgage, and soon 
afterwards Plummer brought a bill to foreclose both Double and Bennet, 
unless they paid what was due to him. The two Causes were heard on 
3 May 1676. Sir Andrew Hackett, one of the Masters, was directed to 
state what was due to PJummer and Double for principal, interest and 
costs, and it was decreed that Double should be at liberty to redeem 
Plummer, and that, if Bennet did not pay Double what was found to be 
due to him, together with what he bad to pay Plummer, he should be 
absolutely foreclosed. ‘The Master reported that 4714. 3s. 4d. was due to 
Plummer from Double, and 1,136/. was due to Double from Bennet. 
Double paid his debt to Plummer, but Bennet neglected to pay Double, 
and consequently Double and those claiming under him, held the premises 
in question as foreclosed estate. Bennet made no claim or disturbance, 
although he lived until April 1698. In Nov. 1702, the Appellant 
exhibited a bill of review against the Respondents, who ure the represen- 
tatives of Double, to reverse the former decree. The Defendants 
demurred, and, on 12 May 1704, the bill of review was dismissed by 
Lord Keeper Wright. From this decision the Appellant appeals, alleging 
that Bennet up to the time of his death was a close prisoner and destitute 
of money, and was, therefore, unable himself to appeal against the original 
decree.

It is as 
ows :—To the Right Honourable the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
Parliament assembled: May it please your Lordships ; In obedience to 
iw Lordships’ Order of the 31st. of October last, requiring us to give 
ir Lordships an account of the state of the trade of the Kingdom, since 
last Session of Parliament, we humbly take leave to lay before your 
rdships the substance of what has fallen under our consideration, since 
- last representation to your Lordships,* in reference as well to matters

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of trade and commerce, as to the state of defence of our plantations, ¢ 
which the trade of this Kingdom does so essentially depend.* 

Russia.—Having been directed by her Majesty to consider a memori 
presented to her Majesty by Monsieur Vryberg, Envoy Extraordina 
from the States General of the United Provinces, relating 1o the bett 
and more secure management of the trade from Archangel, and desiri1 
her Majesty’s concurrence in applying, jointly with the States to the Cz

Spanish trade.—Some time after her Majesty’s declaration of w

reasonable that the obedience paid by her Majesty’s subjects to the pr 
hibition of trade should not be so strictly exacted as to occasion so gre 
prejudice to this nation in depriving them of the Spanish trade whilst 
gives others the opportunity of engrossing it to themselves, we offer 
our opinion that letters might be written in her Majesty’s name to sever

Newton, master-worker of the Mint, prepare the draft of a pro- 
iation, which is hereunto annexed, for settling and ascertaining the 
ent rates of foreign coins in the plantations, which her Majesty was 
sed to order to be passed under the Great Seal, printed and published, 
to direct us to transmit the same to the several governors and 
yuietors in America, which we did accordingly. And, in order to 
rent any doubts or difficulties that might arise in the plantations, we 
transmitted to the said governors the following computation, viz. : — 
‘omputation according to which all foreign coins may pass in her 
esty’s plantations, in proportion to the rate limited by her Majesty’s 
‘lamation for pieces of eight of Seville, Pillar and Mexico.

were, therefore, of opinion that for redress of abuses in the Cou 
of Admiralty in the plantations and for the more regular disposit 
of the proceed of prizes, his Royal Highness be pleased to give ord 
to his Vice-Admirals, Judges of Admiralty and other Officers concert 
in those Courts, that they do proceed in all cases before them, accord: 
to such instructions as his Royal Highness shall think fit to g 
them, and to her Majesty’s declaration for the encouragement of | 
ships of war and privateers with relation to prizes. And we furtl 
humbly offered that her Majesty do repeat her Royal orders to |

having been pleased to direct accordingly, we did, in pursuance there 
prepare letters for her Majesty’s Royal signature, to the several govern 
in America, as well relating to the Court of Admiralty as to t 
distribution of prizes, which were accordingly despatched. 

Navigation of English ships.—In order to a due observation of 1 
Act past the last Session of Parliament for raising recruits for the la 
forces and marines, &c., permitting our ships to be naviguied by c¢ 
moiety of the mariners English,* we prepared drafts of additional instrt 
tions to the several governors in America, which, her Majesty approvit 
were accordingly despatched and sent. 

Commissions for trying pirates.—And whereas commissions havi 
been granted by his late Majesty to all the governors in America | 
the trial of pirates, in pursuance ot an Act of Parliament passed 
the year 1700, for the more effectual suppressing of piracy,t dive 
objections and reasons have been offered to us from thence why, up 
the demise of his late Majesty, no proceedings can now be had up 
those commissions.

Attorney-General, who was of opinion that it is necessary that a ne 
commission be issued out in her Majesty’s name, pursuant to the s: 
Act, we humbly represented to her Majesty that such commissio

proceedings, and transmitted the several proposals made to us by 
rs persons relating to that matter to be laid before her Majesty. 
gave a more particular account that, Sir Matthew Dudley and other 
tioners for a charter for producing the said stores in New England 
agreeing to a clause which we had inserted in the draft of such 
tharter to prevent stock-jobbing, we proposed to the petitioners 
,in lieu of the said clause, they might give personal security for 
brting the quantities of masts, pitch, tar and hemp specified in the 
draft of a charter which they had likewise declined. We received 
roposal from Mr. Thomas Byfield and others offering personal 
irity in two thousand pound sterling for the importation of eighteen 
dred barrels of pitch and tar in two years from Carolina, and to 
tinue a yearly increase of that quantity, provided her Majesty would 
eased to grant them a charter not exclusive of others, which we 
zing a proper method of importing naval stores, prepared the draft 
» charter, and offered the same to her Majesty with our humble 
tion that her Majesty might be pleased to grant the same, which 
icular matter is yet under consideration before her Majesty in Council. 
likewise received another proposal from Mr. John Bridger, a person 
ly employed in New Engiand, for the improvement of naval stores, 
cing to import fourteen thousand barrels of pitch and tar in five 
’S, Viz., two thousand barrels of tar and one thousand barrels of 
h by the last of December 1705, and the like quantity yearly till 
‘said fourteen thousand barrels shall be completed, at the prices 
ywing, viz., the tar at 36 shillings per barrel, and the pitch at 
shillings per ewt., to be delivered at Deptford (the danger of the 
and other accidents excepted) and to give the usual security that 
iken by the Navy Board in the like cases. But, upon our objecting 
it might be inconvenient for her Majesty to be obliged to take 
paid stores before it were known whether they be fit for the use 
ne Royal Navy, Mr. Bridger had made us another proposal, offering 
, if her Majesty would grant him and others a patent for making 
otashes in the plantations (where none have yet been made but by them) 
lusive of all others for seven years, they would import the foresaid 
ntities of naval stores at their own proper charge and risk, without 
gation upon the Queen to receive the same, which proposal for 
shes insisted on by the said Bridger, for his greater eucouragement 
\dventure in the producing of naval stores, is at present under the 
sideration of Mr. Attorney-General. 

We likewise received from Mr. Jennings, secretary of her Majesty’s 
ny of Virginia, who is attending us in reference to the settling the 
s of that colony, a memorial informing us that about 3,000 barrels 
far are usually made every year in Princess Anne county and part 
Norfolk county, in Virginia, those lands abounding in pine and not 
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being fit for planting of tobacco; that the tar is made of knots a 
pieces of fallen trees; that, if they had a certain vent, treble that quanti 
would be made out of trees felled on purpose, which, as to its qualit 
would be proper for all uses; that the tar is sold from 10 shillings 
12 shillings, and pitch double that rate per barrel; each barrel at lea 
containing 30 gallons; that it is usually disposed of to masters of shij 
or sent to the more southern parts of America; that 14 of these barre 
may be computed to a Virginia ton, the freight whereof to Englai 
may be about 12 pounds in war and 6 pounds in peace. Whereupo 
we were humbly of opinion that Colonel Nicholson, governor of Virgini 
should be directed to inform her Majesty what is necessary to be do 
to promote the making of pitch and tar in those parts, and that in # 
meantime he should give all pussible encouragement for increasit 
and sending those goods for England, which was accordingly don 
and we have the more reason to. expect a good effect from then 
for that we find in the naval accounts of that province an entry ma 
there, and sent us by the last fleet, of 228 barrels of pitch tor tk 
Kingdom. 


Mr. Partridge, a gentleman who has long been an inhabitant of #] 
province of New Hampshire and experienced in matters relating — 
shipping, navigation and naval stores, having attended us in matte 
relating to New England, we informed ourselves from him of wh 
pitch and tar might be produced in that country and endeavoured 
engage him in some undertaking for the importing those commoditi 
from thence, and having acevrdingly had the proposal which is hereun 
annexed, we transtvitted the same to be laid before her Majesty, wi 
our humble opinion that, if the Navy Board would think fit to comp 
therewith, we conceived that an encouragement given to the sa 
Partridge might be a proper means to give a beginning to this trade fro 
the colonies above-mentioned. 


Having laid these particulars before the Queen, her Majesty h 
been pleased so far to consider them, that, as we understand, orde 
have been given to the Navy Board that they shall encourage t] 
importation of those goods from our plantations and purchase su 
naval stores brought from thence, upon trial of the goodness therec 
as her Majesty’s fleets may stand in need of. According to our dut 
we represented that if the above-mentioned proposals were accept 
and agreed, great quantities of naval stores would by this method | 
imported from her Majesty’s dominions; but that these tempora 
supplies thus to be had by particular contracts might be improv 
for giving encouragement to a continued supply hereafter, and makir 
it a fixed trade, we further offered that her Majesty would be pleas 
to grant such a premium to any persons that should import these good 
as might induce merchants and traders to turn their stock and though 
to trade in these commodities, because the extraordinary charge | 
freight and dearness of labour on these goods from the plantatio 
being far above what is paid for the same sorts when brought fro 
the Eastland countries, it will always give these latter the advanta: 
of being afforded cheapest at the market, and by that means hind 
the importation of those from the plantations, unless some premiu 
or other encouragement be given to enable the traders to cope wi 
those that bring these commodities from the Eastland countries. WV 
further added our opinion that these commodities thus imported -fro 
the plantations might be exempt from the duties to which they a 
now liable ; for though these duties were but low in the book of rate 
viz.,7 or 8 shillings per ton, yet when it shall be publicly known :

Laws.—The several governors in America having had instructions to 
se the laws of their respective governments and to transmit unto us 
mplete collection thereof so revised, with such alterations and amend- 
ts as might be most for her Majesty’s service and the particular 
are of those colonies and the trade of this Kingdom; Colonel Nicholson, 
present governor of Virginia, has transmitted unto us a collection of 
» compiled by a committee of council and assembly there, by which 
many laws of that province are brought into a more proper form, 
th bills we have had for several weeks under our particular examina- 
, and have been attended therein by Mr. Jennings, secretary of 
rinia, sent over by the governor for that end, and have consulted the 
missioners of her Majesty’s Customs upon such of those bills as 
te to trade; as also her Majesty’s Attorney-General in point of law. 
, having received their opinion and made such alterations as we 
ed proper, we humbly offered that the said bills might be remitted to 
governor of Virginia, that the same might be laid before the council 
assembly, in order to their being passed into Acts in the usual manner, 
th her Majesty approving, was pleased to direct us to do accordingly, 
we are preparing to send them back by the first convoy. We are 
to observe to your Lordships that a complaint having been brought 
nst Colonel Nicholson, governor of Virginia, by certain inhabitants 
iat province, we have examined the same and having made our report 
eupon to the Queen in Council, her Majesty has been pleased to 
ire the said governor to return his answer to the matters wherein he 
arged. 

Maryland.—As to the province of Maryland, Colonel Blakiston, the 
governor, having desired leave to return home, and Colonel Seymour 
ng been commissioned to succeed him, we have received letters from 
of his arrival there, and that he had published his commission and 
ened the assembly. He transmits to us several laws, and informs us 
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that, at the next meeting of assembly, he hopes to be able to complet 
a body of laws to be revised and sent over, pursuant to his instructions 
by which means a better regulation will be made in the government an 
trade of that province. 


New York.—We have received several letters from the Lord Cornbury 
governor of New York, dated the 17th, 22nd, 24th and 26th of June last 
relating to the accounts of the late Earl of Bellomont and Capt. Nanfaz 
with regard to the four companies that her Majesty maintains in tha 
prevince, as also a letter, dated the 13th of June, by which we are give 
to understand that he was in expectation of the arrival of the governors ¢ 
Virginia and Maryland, in order to consult with them concerning th 
joint interest of those colonies and particularly the settling a post throug 
the continent for a safe and more regular correspondence in matiers ¢ 
trade in those parts. 

And whereas her Majesty has been pleased to direct that a quota ¢ 
assistance be settled between several colonies on the continent, with whie 
some of them failing to comply, her Majesty thought fit to renew he 
orders therein, which accordingly have been sent to the Lord Cornbury 
his Lordship informs us that he has distributed the said orders to th 
neighbouring colonies, and promises to transmit their answers by the firs 
opportunity. He likewise gives us an account of the approach of som 
French Indians towards Albany, which shows the French from Canad 
intend an invasion upon her Majesty’s dominions in those parts. Where 
upon, his Lordship has given the necessary directions for defending th 
frontiers, and would be ready within four days to go in person against th 
enemy for the security of the province. 

Massachusetts Bay and New Hampshire.—In relation to the defen¢ 
of the Massachusetts Bay ; having received letters from Col. Dudley givin 
us an account of the present state of the provinces of the Massachusett 
Bay and New Hampshire under his government, we humbly oo 
to her Majesty the most material part ‘thereof, Viz, :— 

That the Indians lying to the eastward of New England havin 
contrary to their treaties with Col. Dudley, made war upon her Majesty 
subjects in those parts, he had been obliged during last winter to kee 
about 600 men in several parties in the woods; that, in February las 
while those forces were abroad, the French, in conjunction with som 
Indians, about 200 in number, came directly over the lakes from Montre 
(a French settlement on Canada river) and fell upon a town calle 
Deerfield, a frontier settlement in the Massachusetts government, whel 
they fired several houses, and, notwithstanding that in the end they wel 
repulsed with the loss of 30 men, they killed 20 English and carried o 
70 women and children prisoners. He added that he was preparing th 
last spring to send out 700 men to range the coast from Casco Bay to tk 
river St. Croix, in which parts those Indians plant and fish, in ord 
to distress them in their provisions against the winter; that he ha 
intelligence from a French privateer, who was driven on shore in h 
government and the men seized, that the French were drawing togeth 
about a 1,000 men to fall upon "Piscataway, the place from whence h 
Majesty’s Royal Navy is furnished with masts; that he hoped to hay 
force there ready to receive them, having besides the inhabitants i 
300 men in garrison there, lately entertained 100 Indians from Connectic 
colony; that by continual keeping out of parties and entertaining 
Indians in her Majesty’s service their small arms were very much was 
and, therefore, he humbly prayed that her Majesty would be pleased 
order 500 small arms to be distributed in his- governments of 
Massachusetts Bay and New Hampshire which we humbly offered wo 
be of great assistance to the friendly Indians who cannot purchase them, a 
give encouragement to her Majesty’s subjects to defend themselves agai 
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French and their Indians. He again complained that, instead of 
ving assistance from Rhode Island, a neighbouring charter government, 
eolony did harbour some hundreds of the young men fittest for service, 
eil as seamen who fly from his governments thither where they pay 
uties or taxes, as in other her Majesty’s governments; so that, if the 
continue in those parts, there will in a little time be few men fit to 
arms left in her Majesty’s provinces of the Massachusetts Bay, or 
‘Hampshire, where they are under an obligation of contributing to 
common defence. The like complaint we have from Lord Cornbury, 
Majesty’s governor of New York, relating to the colony of Connecticut, 
her charter government. Whereupon, we humbly observed that, in 
, 1694, the then Attorney and Solicitor-General did report in the like 
to his late Majesty. ‘That upon an extraordinary exigency happen- 
¢ through the default or neglect of a proprietor, or of those appointed 
‘him, or of their inability to protect or defend the province under 
eir government and the inhabitants thereof in times of war or 
minent danger, his Majesty might constitute a governor of such 
ovince or colony, as well for the civil as military part of government, 
id for the protection and preservation thereof and of his subjects 
ere”; which upon this occasion has been humbly submitted to her 
ssty’s consideration. The governor complained that having laid 
re the assembly her Majesty’s letters relating to the building of

themselves the power of erecting any such court, with intimation that, if 
sy make any the like attempts for the future, her Majesty will direct that 
ey shall be prosecuted to the utmost rigour of the law, upon these and 
2er complaints, as their not furnishing the quota directed by her 
-jesty’s Royal letters, their protecting fugitive servants from the neigh- 
uring colonies, &c. Her Majesty has at present under consideration 
> appointing a governor during the war over this colony, and that of 
nnecticut, as tending to the defence of her Majesty’s subjects, and to 
, suppression of illegal trade in those parts, 


Connecticut.—In relation to the charter colony of Connecticut, a 
mplaint having been made to us in behalf of the Mohegan Indians, 
at the governor and company of the said colony had unjustly taken 
m the said Indians a tract of land, of which they were legally possessed ; 
dit having been represented to us that the said Indians had always 
ed in a friendly manner and entertained a good correspondence with 
» English in those parts, and that having often applied to the governor 
d company for relief without being able to obtain any redress, they 
uld be tempted to withdraw their obedience from her Majesty and j join 
th the eastern or French Indians, which would be of evil consequence 
her Majesty’s subjects in those parts, we represented the saine to her 
sjesty with our humble opinion that her Majesty would be pleased to 
et a@ court within the said colony to do justice in this affair, and her 
ijesty was accordingly pleased upon the further opinion of Mr. Attorney- 
neral in point of law, to grant a commission to the governor of the 
issachusetts Bay and others empowering them to do justice in this 
tter, and transmit their proceedings to us, which we hope will 
xetually prevent the defection and revolt of these Indians to her 
\jesty’s enemies of Canada. 
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Newfoundland.—In relaticn to Newfoundland, having discoursed with 
Captain Richards, her Majesty’s engineer, who was then lately arrived 
from thence concerning the state of the fortifications there, we humbly 
represented to her Majesty that we had been informed by him, that the 
fort was in a good condition at the time he left it, and that there were 
40 guns mounted there. And, whereas we understood that the said 
engineer, being otherwise employed in her Majesty’s service here, was 
not to return to Newfoundland ; we humbly offered that another able 
engineer might be appointed for that service, with directions from the 
Office of her Majesty’s Ordnance that he take care to do all that is further 
necessary for perfecting the fortification and keeping the same in due 
repair, the said fort being of the greatest importance for securing the 
fishery in those parts. And we humbly offered that the like orders be 
given, asin former years, for the seamen on board her Majesty’s ships 
of war to assist therein during their stay in those parts, in such manner 
as may not be prejudicial to the sea service. And, upon the sending the 
usual convoys thither, we humbly laid before her Majesty the particulars 
of what appeared to us to be wanting for the support of the company of 
soldiers there, in pay, clothing and provisions wherein care has been 
accordiugly taken. And, in order to the better performance of whatsoever 
may be necessary for the security of the place and the protection of the 
trade and fishery, we further humbly offered that the commander of the 
colony to be sent thither this year may have the like commission to 
command in chief the soldiers in pay there and the forts, as has in 
former years been given to others, and that he may be ordered to take 
an exact muster of the soldiers in the fort and harbour of St. John’s 
and to bring the rolls with him to England, with an account of the state 
of the company and their fitness for service as usual; as also of the con- 
dition of the fortifications and what may be further necessary for so 
important a place; upon all which her Majesty was pleased to give the 
necessary directions. Upon information that the Coventry man-of-war, 
convoy to the Newfoundland fleet, on board of which was the money for 
a year’s subsistence for the soldiers there, had been taken and carried to 
Brest, with several of the ships under ker convoy; we humbly reported 
that the said money be immediately replaced, lest the soldiers, for want 
thereof, should all desert. Whereupon the necessary directions have 
been given for the supply of that money. 


Jamaica, Port Royal and Kingston.—As to Jamaica, her Majesty 
having referred to our consideration two petitions from that island, as 
also one from the merchants of Bristol trading thither against some acts 
passed in the general assembly there, for removing the seat of trade 
from Port Royal (which place had been lately destroyed by fire) to 
Kingston, we did several times hear the petitioners, as well as the 
merchants and planters, who appeared either for or against the said acts, 
and having heard their several allegations and arguments, and having 
likewise had the concurrent opinion of his Royal Highness’s Council and 
of the several Vice-Admirals and chief officers who have been latest at 
that island, as also of the principal merchants and traders who have 
resided there; upon the whole, we gave our opinion that as well Port 
Royal as Kingston might each of them equally enjoy the privilege of a 
port, and have all the immunities and advantages thereunto belonging, 
which, as we conceived, tended most to the safety and preservation as 
well of her Majesty’s ships as of her subjects at Jamaica, preserved the 
property and estates of the several persons concerned in the petition and 
gave the largest scope to the freedom of the trade from that island. Her 
Majesty having been pleased to appoint Colonel Handasyd [Handyside } 
captain-general and governor-in-chief of Jamaica, we prepared his com- 
mission aud instructions accordingly. 
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Intelligence had in France by letters taken on board plantation ships. 
—Upon the extract of a letter from St. Malo, giving an account that the 
rench were informed of the condition of the plantations and particularly 
f Jamaica, by letters from the planters to their friends in England, taken 
m board of ships coming from the plantations, we represented to her 
Majesty that, upon the first declaration of war, we had given directions 
o all the governors in America that they should strictly charge all 
nasters and others to sink such packets as they received from them, the 
rovernors, in case of imminent danger from the enemy, which we doubted 
\ot was constantly observed by the said governors. but, as this complaint 
alates particularly to merchants’ letters, we sent for the agents and 
nerchants principally concerued in that island, and advised them to 
vrite to their friends that they be very cautious in giving any account 
elating to the public state and condition of that island; and that masters 
f ships bringing letters from Europe should have directions from them 
o sink their letters likewise, in case of danger from an enemy ; with 
vhich proposal they complied and have written accordingly to their 
orrespondents. 

further naval force necessary for defence of the island, and land 
4rce.—And upon this occasion the said agents and merchants desiring us 
o represent their fears that the Jamaica trade would decrease, and the 
pprehensions of their correspondents that the island itself would be 
reatly endangered without a further naval strength and a recruit of 
and forces, we accordingly laid the same before her Majesty. Where- 
pon, her Majesty was pleased to direct us to consider of the present 
tate of that island and what increase of naval strength and land force 
ve thought needful for its security. In obedience whereunto, we humbly 
epresented to her Majesty: That, as to the land force, there were then 
wo regiments in that island, consisting of ten companies each, and those 
f thirty private men in each company, besides servants; that, according 
o the establishment, two entire companies were to be added to each 
egiment, and the several companies now there to be made up 59 men 
7 each, servants included; so that 420 men were wanting to complete 
he same, as also four entire companies; and we humbly offered that 
s well the necessary recruits as the said additional be despatched 
pither. 

' As to the naval strength, we represented that there were then two 
ourth rate, one fifth rate and one sixth rate men-of-war, and that having 
iscoursed with the agents and other persons principally concerned in 
hat island, they did propose that ten ships of war be appointed for the 
onstant guard of that island during this time of war; but we humbly 
ubmitted that matter as beiug most proper to be judged of and 
termined by his Royal Highness the Lord High Admiral. We further 
ffered that the ships of war to be sent thither have their highest 
omplement of seamen, that they may not be obliged to take off men 
or their supply from that island, such great numbers both of seamen and 
nhabitants having been forced and frighted from thence by the pressing 
f the captains of the ships of war, that the island was thereby greatly 
odangered. 

Officers and soldiers complain of grievances.—Her Majesty having 
een pleased to refer to our consideration several papers relating to the 
rievances the English forces in Jamaica labour under, we represented to 
er Majesty that, upon a former complaint of the like nature,* we did send 
or the agents of that island and represented to them the hardships 
uffered by those officers and soldiers in reference to the small allowance 
hey had from the island, and the want of certain quarters by the liberty

civen to the planters of refusing to quarter soldiers upon their paying 
them 5 shillings per week, which occasioned the debauchery of the soldiers 
by spending that money on strong liquors instead of applying the same to 
provide themselves with other quarters. To which the said agents did 
answer that, upon the arrival of a single regiment at Jamaica, the t assembly 
had given them greater allowances till the manner of their subsistence 
might be settled from England; but that, there being two regiments now 
there, the people were unable to continue the same allowances to them 
both. So that now each officer has 10 shillings a week, and each private 
soldier and non-commission officer 5 shillings per week, allowed by the 
island, over and above their English pay. And the said agents promised 
to write to their correspondents that they might endeavour to persuade 
the members of the assembly to secure and ascertain quarters to the 
officers and soldiers instead of money, by a clause in some subsequent act, 
which, nevertheless, has not yet had its effect. But we further offered 
that in our humble opinion nothing can be better for the officer and 
soldier for her Majesty’s service and the security of the island, than 
the building of barracks in proper places where the regiments may 
be lodged under fitting regulations, as in Ireland, and in several garrisons 
of England, and wherein “the officers may have due care of the health 
of their soldiers, by restraining them from many extravagancies they 
are subject to in open and distant quarters. We likewise added that upon 
the building of such barracks fresh provisions might be distributed to the 
officers and. soldiers daily from the stores that may be brought from 
the northern plantations, either by undertakers, or officers to be appointed 
by her Majesty for that purpose, which provisions (freight and convoy 
being supplied by her Majesty) may be furnished at as cheap rates 
as in England. And we did not doubt but that the assembly of Jamaica 
might be induced readily to contribute a considerable sum towards 
the building of such barracks, if her Majesty would be pleased to assist 
and enable them in the carrying on of this work. As to the advantages 
or privileges to be allowed the soldiers at Jamaica, we humbly offered that 
they ought to be the same at least with those enjoyed by soldiers 
elsewhere, viz., to be admitted into Chelsea Hospital after 20 years’ 
service of the Crown or being disabled in the service, unless it shall! 
please her Majesty to shorten the term of service for those that go 
to the West Indies, after which they may be admitted into the said 
Hospital, or have « pension equivalent thereunto. : 

As to the trade of Jamaica, we have received from the most con- 
siderable planters and merchants trading to that island, the following 
estimate of the quantity and value of the several commodities, gold, pieces 
of eight and bullion shipped off yearly from that island to Engiand, viz. :—

Barbados—Her Majesty having been pleased to refer to our considera- 
ion the petition of James Cows, of Barbados, setting forth that he had 
net with great delays ever since the year 1693, in his proceeding for the 
ecovery of a portion given to his wife by her father William Sharp, late 
if the said island, deceased, by his last will, and that, having filed a bill in 
he court of chancery in Barbados against William and John Sharp, sons 
the said William Sharp, deceased, he had not been able by reason of the 
wathority and power of the said William Sharp, who is a member of the 
‘ouncil, and a judge of the court of chancery there, to obtain an answer, 
ior the usual process out of the said court, for compelling the defendants 
hereunto, We humbly reported that her Majesty might be pleased, by her 
etter to the governor and council of Barbados, to take notice of the delays 
nd obstruction of justice frequently complained of in matters where any of 
he council or judges of any of the courts of that island are concerned, as 
n the petitioner’s case, and to require the governor to take care that the 
ministration of justice be expedited in this particular in such manner as 
he law requires, and that her Majesty be further pleased to declare that 
f the said William Sharp or any other of her Majesty’s council or judges, 
lo or shall for the future, under the protection of that authority, impede 
he course of justive in any case whatsoever, the governor do suspend such 
yersons from the said council or place of judge, until the cause in which 
uch persons shall be concerned be determined, and that the said governor 
ve directed immediately to give her Majesty an account thereof that, in 
ase any wilful delay shall appear to her Majesty from such councillor or 
udge in the proceedings of justice, her Majesty might remove the said 
udge or counsellor accordingly. Whereupon, her Majesty was pleased to 
lirect us to prepare the draft of such a letter and to lay it before her 
Majesty in Council, which we did accordingly. A petition from seven of 
he members of the assembly of Barbados, complaining against Sir Bevil 
ranville, governor of that island, as also a petition of four of the council 
f that island, suspended by the said governor from their places, praying 
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to be restored, having been referred to us, we several times heard the 
persons who appeared for the petitioners, and have received several papers 
trom them. And whereas in the course of our inquiry we found that the 
late disorders on that island which have given rise to these complaints 
have been occasioned by an usage or custom there requiring 15 members 
to make a quorum, the whole number of the assembly being but 22; 
of ‘which usage 8 of the members of the said assembly taking advantage, 
and intending thereby to defeat the passing ofa bill brought into that 
house, did wilfully absent themselves from the assembly, notwithstanding 
the frequent admonitions of the governor and council, as well as of the 
president and council (before the governor's arrival) and their being 
censured for such absence even by those counsellors who appear in 
opposition to the governor ; and, notwithstanding the endeavours of the 
major part of the assembly to reclaim such absenting members and te 
bring them back to their duty, this evil practice having so far prevailed 
in Barbados that, from the 27th of October 1702 to the 24th November 
following, and from the 7th January 1702-3 to the 2nd March following, 
the assembly was forced to adjourn themselves by five several adjourn- 
ments before the arrival of her Majesty’s present governor, and since that 
time so frequentiy that there has been and yet was at the coming away of 
the last packet, as appears by the minutes of the council transmitted from 
thence, a total cessation of business in the assembly; the absenting 
members having publicly before her Majesty’s governor and council 
declared as follows, viz.: That when any bills were before their house, 
that they did believe for the service of the country and her Majesty’s 
honour, they would attend, and, when they did believe the bills to be 
otherwise, would again leave the house ; which implies an unwillingness 
in them to trust her Majesty’s Royal power of repealing laws in the 
plantations, if unfit or unduly made, and has greatly endangered the 
safety of the island by the discontinuance of the usual revenue, and 0! 
necessary provisions for the public security against the will and endeavour: 
of the major part of the assembly, and will entirely obstruct the coursé 
and administration of the government. Upon which, we humbly offerec 
our opinion that the same may be in a great measure prevented for the 
future by her Majesty’s reducing the quorum of the assembly of Barbados 
to 12, being the major part of the whole number, no law appearing to us 
upon the strictest examination, to have passed in Barbados, to hinder thi: 
exercise of her Majesty’s Royal prerogative, by which the methods anc 
forms of government are established in her Majesty’s plantations. The 
consideration whereof has been referred to her Majesty’s Attorney anc 
Solicitor-General to report the best remedy against so great a mischief 
And, as to the complaint against the governor, her Majesty has beer 
pleased to order a due examination thereof. 

We, having in September last received a petition from the planter: 
and most of the merchants in England trading to that island, together 
with a memorial from the Royal African Company, and having heard th 
said persons thereupon, humbly represented to her Majesty that the} 
had acquainted us that they should have at least 20 ships ready in October 
to sail to Barbados, besides several to the Leeward Islands, with utensil: 
and goods necessary for the present supply of those islands, provided tha 
they might be assured of a convoy to be ready for them by that time. Tha 
70 days after the arrival of the said merchant ships at Barbados, they woulk 
be ready to return with the effects from that island, as several ships woul 
likewise be from divers of the other plantations, upon notice of such : 
convoy being ready to return; and that, in consideration thereof, the} 
prayed that the said outward bound convoy might consist of one fourtl 
rate and another lesser ship of war, which might remain as a guard t 
Barbados, and that 2 of the ships of war now upon that service might b 
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rdered to return with the homeward bound fleet, and such ships as shall 
e ready from the other colonies at the time aforementioned. Whereupon 
er Majesty was pleased to refer our said representation to his Royal 
lighness the Lord High Admiral’s Council to take such care therein as 
hall be found most convenient with regard to her Majesty’s service. 

The particular state of the trade of that island will best appear from 
he accounts we have received from the governor for the last year, being 
1 daily expectation of the like account “for the present year by the fleet 
ow coming home.

And upon this occasion, the said governor having pre 
sented to us a particular of the ordnance, arms and stores of war wante¢ 
for the Leeward Islands, we sent to the Board of Ordnance, and di¢ 
receive from them an estimate thereof, amounting in the whole t 
2,749/. 4s. 5d. Whereupon we humbly offered to her Majesty that the 
said stores, or such part thereof as her Majesty should direct, be sent witl 
the said governor, which her Majesty was pleased to order accordingly. —

One David Roch was master of her 
en, as they reported. He says he saw about 5 or 6 English and Irish 
tips at Rochelle, and 4 at St. Martin’s, but knows not their names; and 
e saw a ship of 80 tons at Bordeaux, belonging to London, but knows not 
sr name, nor the master’s. Asked whether he knows any of the men 
wit belong to the Wriendship? He says he believes but one of them 
now in town, though four of them were taken up by the Secretary’s 
arrant. One of them is called David Roch; another is Patrick Hayes; 
third is Charles Craven. Francis Lavie was aboard this sbip and before 
ie Court of Admiralty and made an affidavit there, but was not in 
istody. He remembers not the names of the two masters that gave the 
‘ivateers notice of the strength of the fleet under Sir G. Rooke when 
i¢ King of Spain sailed for Portugal. Thomas Trump was one of the 
0 prisoners that came with him.

He says he has seen at St. Malo two Irish brigantines, 
but knows not what they brought; but heard one of them was going 
to the West Indies. Richard Hodge, sworn. Asked what he knows 
of the French trade?

He says one,—White, an English merchant, 
lives at Bordeaux, and one ——- Lavie, near Ludgate, is his partner. He 
gave further account of one Gordon loading with wine at Bordeaux 
for Scotland. He is directed to put in writing what he has now informed. 
George Smith, the proctor, attending, is called in. Asked why he called 
Benjamin Edwards “informing rascal” in the Court of Admiralty?

(a!) Paper endorsed, Explanation of the papers delivered to the 
Lords Committees, relating to Sir George Rooke’s expedition 
to the Straits. The paper contains the questions put to Prince 
George of Denmark, Lord High Admiral of England, by the 
Select Committee on 27 Nov. (see the principal Paper above), 
with the following answers. 


1. Wherefore, as to the first question, their Lordships wil 
please to be referred to the bundle, marked (A.), wherein i 
contained extracts of all matters of moment that passed betwee 
the Admiralty and Sir Geo. Rooke to the time that Sir Geo, 
Rooke last sailed for Portugal, with relation as well to advices, 
as other matters. 


2. In the second bundle, marked (B.), their Lordships wi 
find copies of what instructions Sir Geo. Rooke received fron 
his Royal Highness, before he sailed from England, But here 
it is to be observed that the Queen was pleased to direct Si 
Geo. Rooke should be ordered to follow such instructions as her 
Majesty might from time to time think convenient to send him 
the which this Office has no cognizance of. 
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3. The paper, marked (C.), will inform their Lordships what 
strength and number of ships (both English and Dutch) he 
sailed with from England. And, as for the gunners and 
boatswains’ stores he carried with him, their Lordships may 
please to be informed that ships which are sent abroad are 
commonly furnished not only with eight months boatswains’, 
but also carpenters’, stores. Besides which, the Content hulk, 
which accompanied the fleet, was laden with stores of this 
kind, And, as it is not doubted but Sir Geo. Rovke did 
cause the stores on board the ships to be kept complete till 
the time of his sailing, so are the principal officers of the 
Ordnance best able to inform their Lordships what quantities 
of gunners’ stores were on board the fleet when they sailed ; 
the Lord High Admiral upon ordering ships to be fitted out 
for foreign voyages always writing to the Master General of 
the Ordnance, to cause them to be furnished with such stores 
of that kind as has been usual, and are proper on such 
service. 

4. As for what additional orders and instructions were sent 
Sir Geo. Rooke, the papers contained in the bundle, marked 
(D.), will shew their Lordships what were sent from this Office 
since his sailing from England. 

5. Touching the additional number of ships Sir George Rooke 
desired, or received; the extracts of his letters, herewith 
delivered to their Lordships, will show what he wrote about 
this matter, and the paper, marked (E.), gives an account what 
ships were sent from hence to him, and when. 

6. As to the advices he sent hither, the aforesaid extracts 
of his letters, marked (F.), will make appear; as also the copy 
of all such letters or papers as were sent to him from the Prince 
of Hesse, Mr. Methuen, or others, which he transmitted to this 
Office. 

7. Concerning the advices or intelligence he received, either 
from England or Lisbon; those from Lisbon are (as is already 
said) contained in the bundle, marked (F.); and their Lordships 
will please to refer themselves to that marked (G.), wherein 
are contained the councils of war which he called thereupon, 
and what was determined to be attempted. And, for the advices 
sent from hence, the bundle, marked (H.), has extracts of 
such letters as were sent to him from this Office, from the time 
of his last sailing to Portugal. 

8. The paper, marked (I.), will inform their Lordships what 
ships were detached from the fleet under the command of 
Sir Geo. Rooke, at what times, and by whose orders, as far 
as the same can be collected in this Office. 

9. In answer to the 9th question, their Lordships will please 
to be informed that there were no transactions between the 
Lord High Admiral and the States General relating to their 
ships that were to join Sir George Rooke. But Sir David 
Mitchell being ordered by her Majesty to transact that matter 
in Holland, it is not doubted but he gave a particular account 
of his proceedings therein to the principal Secretary of State. 

10. Lastly, as to the quota of ships the Dutch were to furnish ;

Rooke :—The Queen having thought it for the interest of Europe 
to assist the King of Spain with forces by sea and land, in orde 
to the asserting his right against the Duke of Anjou and 
putting himself in possession of his dominions, and his Majesty 
being now on his voyage upon this enterprise, and desirous 
to prosecute it with all speed, I do hereby direct and require 
you, a8 soon as you arrive at Spithead, and that the land forces 
ordered upon this service are embarked, to proceed with the 
squadron lately put under your command, and named in the 
margin, and what yacht you shall have a mind to carry with 
you, to Lisbon, in company of the Dutch men-of-war appointed 
by the States General for this expedition, and with such transports, 
merchant ships, and other English and Dutch as shall be ready 
to sail along with you, taking care to convoy his Catholic 
Majesty and them safely thither, and causing the said land 
forces to be put ashore in such part of the King of Portugal’s 
dominions as he shall desire. And you are to use your endeavours 
to annoy the enemy in all parts, and take, sink, burn or otherwise 
destroy their ships wherever yeu shall meet them. And, her 
Majesty having promised in her late treaty with Portugal to 
have a squadron in those seas to endeavour to annoy the 
enemy and protect her friends and subjects, you are to appoint 
such of the ships that go along with you, as you shall think 
proper to remain at Lisbon, giving them such instructions as 
you shal] judge most for the service, and putting them under 
the command of Sir Stafford Fairborne, Vice-Admiral of the 
Red, or Thomas Dilkes, Esq., Rear-Admiral of the White, and 
with the rest of the men-of-war, transports, &c., return forthwith 
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to England, coming yourself to Spithead with such men-of-war 
as you shall think may best be refitted there, and sending 
the transports and trade round into the river, under a proper 
convoy. And whereas I have sent my orders to Sir Cloudesley 
Shovell to leave four or six 3rd or 4th rate men-of-war at 
Lisbon, if he has any with him in condition to cruise thereabouts 
next summer, without coming home now to be repaired, you 
are hereby authorised and required to pitch upon such sbips 
of Sir Cloudesley Shovell’s squadron, not exceeding the number 
of six, as you shall find the fitter for this purpose, if you 
meet Sir Cloudesley either at Lisbon, or on his way home, and 
he has not appointed the said ships before you join him, Sir 
Clo. Shovell being hereby required to observe such orders as he 
shall receive from you in this behalf, or any other relating to 
her Majesty’s service. It being also necessary that the ships 
thus left should be kept in a condition fit to be employed for 
the services to which they are designed, you are to order the 
Content, hulk, to remain at Lisbon with such proportions of 
naval stores as I have directed the Commissioners of the Navy

merchant ships, and fearing it would be a tempestuous night, as 
it has effectually proved, having been exceeding violent with 
extreme bad weather, with the advice of Admiral Callemburg, I 
bore away for this place, which I do not judge to be a proper one 
to remain in, since the Dutch transports, as well as our own, will 
want a supply of provisions, before they can sail again. But this 
being the place of rendezvous, I came in here to pick up the 
scattered fleet, and do desire I may have his Royal Highness’s 
orders, or approbation, for my repairing to Spithead, to supply 
the men-of-war and transport ships with provisions, or what else 

; they will want, and it will be necessary to have the speediest care 
possibly taken for bringing to Portsmouth what may be wanting 

' from the river. The King continues in health, but seems more 
dejected by this disappointment than I have yet seen him on any 
other occasion, and I believe he intends to address her Majesty 
that he may have some clean ships to transport him and his 
family to Lisbon, so soon as may be, and that the troops shall 
follow after him, which sort of passage does entirely agree with 
my own opinion. This ship proves a very heavy sailor and 
leewardly, but very easy in the sea. We have lost our long-boat, 
as I doubt several of our ships have done, it being impossible to 
preserve them in such winds and seas as we have had. The ships 
in the margin (Humber, Leopard, Lark and Newport) are all 
that came in to-night with us, though the Content, Peregrine and 
Jeffreys, hospital ship, were by us when we bore away. Dated

The wind 
serving me to get out on the 8th, it brought in the Exeter ai 
Yartar from Smyrna, in want of provisions, which I ordy ¢

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them, and the first to join the Hapedition to strengthen the 
convoy for the transports, and the other to be cleaned and to 
remain with the fleet, till H.R.H. shall please to order other small 
frigates to supply the want thereof. The 9th, I put to sea and 
stood away S.S.W. with a fresh gale at N.W., and the next day, a 
little before noon, as we were hauling in towards Cape St. 
Vincent, a Dutch privateer came down to us from the southward, 
whose captain told me he had seen the night before a Spanish ship 
of about 60 guns, another of 50 odd, and one about 30, with a 


small dogger, bearing then S. about 10 leagues distance, upon - 


which I immediately made all sail we could, and sent away the 
Suffolk, Panther and Lark, 8S. by E. and §.S.E., standing myself 
S.E. with the rest, believing by that course they could not well 
escape us, or the Dutcli, who came out the same evening after us, 
but had not yet joined us, and we supposed might be nearer the 
shore. By the signals the Suffolk and Panther made in the 
evening I presumed they had sight of them, and, therefore, sent to 
Rear-Admiral Dilkes to continue the chase with the Kent, 
Bedford and Antelope, and that I would stand with the rest to 
Cape Spartel, that by cruising from thence to Cadiz, and covering 
the Straits’ mouth, I might the better intercept any that should 
escape them. The next morning, it blew very hard at W.S.W. 
and continued to all day and night, and we lay a tray under a 
mizen; and, on Sunday, it being more moderate, we made the 
Capes Spartel and Trafalgar, and cruised off those places till 
Thursday morning without seeing anything besides a small 
Spanish ship of about 70 tons, which the Montague took under 
Cape Spartell on Tuesday. She is laden with horse-shoes, nails 
and some rosin, and the master says he came from St. Sebastian 
17 days before, in company with three Spanish men-of-war, two of 
60 guns and one 30 odd, whom he left about 25 leagues from 
Cadiz on Friday night lying by, and he supposes [they] might get 
in the next day, being bound thither, and having bombs, carcasses 
and other ordnance stores abroad, so that had not the captain of 
the Dutch privateer been much mistaken as to their bearing, we 
might probably have met with them in their way to Cadiz, though, 
as the weather proved, we could not (if we had) [have] done 
much with them. The 17th, in the evening, we came off Cape 
St. Mary’s, where the Swallow joined us, as did yesterday 
morning the Leopard and Charles, galley, who, since they had 
been out, met only with a French ship of 30 guns and about 
300 tons, which they forced ashore upon a sandbank near 
Ayamonte, where they suppose she was soon bilged and Jost, for 
they were obliged to stand off, the winds being very fresh out of 
the sea. Last night, I received a letter from Baron Wassanaer, 
by the Veere, a Dutch man-of-war, which returns with this to 
Lisbon, wherein he acquaints me that the storm on Saturday had 
so disabled their ships, that only 3 of their worst sailers were in a 
condition to keep the sea, and that he was returned to Lisbon to 
repair them for the summer’s service. But my intentions are to 
cruise in this station till I meet or hear of Rear-Admiral Dilkes, 
and, if the ships with him are in no worse condition than these 
here and the rest of the officers are of the same opinion with me, 
I may continue out to the latter end of this month, or to the time 
agreed on by the council of war of the 29th ult.; and, in that 
case, I shall go or send to Tangier, to gain intelligence, if I can, 
of our Turkey ships, who possibly, if they are got towards the 
_ Straits’ mouth, may put into Tetuan Bay for provisions. Dated

Sir George Rooke, an, 
separated from him the next day, as by the enclosed diary of m 
proceedings will appear (see next paper). On the 12th inst 
I had the good fortune to meet with 3 Spanish ships, whereo 
Sir George Rooke had received advice by a Dutch privateer 
and thereupon sent me in quest of them. ‘Two of them prove 
to be galleon men-of-war called the Porta Cieli and Sta. Theres 
of 60 guns apiece, the other a merchant ship of 24 guns calle 
the St. Nicholas. ‘They came from St. Sebastian laden wit 
bombs, guns, iron bars, &c., bound for Cadiz, where they wer 
to be fitted for the West Indies, the Commodore Don Dieg 
Bienna having a commission to command all the flota designe 
thither. On the 19th instant, I sent her Majesty’s ship Panthe 
to join Sir George Rooke in the place of rendezvous, to giv 
him account of my proceedings from the time I parted fro1 
him, and to advise him that in respect the prizes were ver 
leaky and disabled and on board a great number of prisoner: 
the number taken being near 700, I thought it for the servic 
to make the best of my way hither to secure them, and likewis 
to get her Majesty’s ships with me repaired, their defects bein 
as follows, viz. :—

Theresa, was unfortunately lo 
in the North Catchup. As yet I could not learn particular! 
the occasion of her miscarriage, but am informed that sever: 
of the men that were in her, both English and Spanish, a1 
saved, and amongst them the lheutenant of the Suffolk, wh 
commanded her; it is said that in the night he mistook tk 
light of St. Julian’s Fort for mine, and steered for it. So soo 
as J have a surer account hereof, I shall communicate it t 
Vice-Admiral Leake or Sir George Rooke, if bere. I expect h 
will be in very speedily, this being the place of rendezvous afte 
the 30th instant. On my arrival here I found Vice-Admir: 
Leake in the Newark was driven down as far as the bay of Ware 
[Jerez] by the late stormy weather, which has held ever sinc 
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we went out hence. I applied to Vice-Admiral Leake and the 11704, 
agent for prizes about getting our prisoners landed, but find ss 
there is not as yet any reception for them ashore, so that we No. 2058. 
are obliged to distribute them among her Majesty’s ships here 
till Sir George Rooke’s arrival. The S¢. Nicholas, prize, is not 
yet come in, the winds having been westerly that she could not 
weather the Rock, but I look for her in this day.

Extract from his journal from Capt. Culliford, Commander 
of H.M.S. the Leopard, commencing Ist April 1704, viz. :—The 
Ist April, in the afternoon, we saw the land, and about four made 
it to be Cape St. Mary’s, bearing W.S.W. about 4 leagues distance, 
and stood close in to some fishing boats, and, at night, made sail 
along shore. Seeing a sail to the westward of us under the Cape, 
which at first we supposed to be one of our ships, and having a 
small breeze, raised her apace, and about eleven came pretty near, 
at which she tacked and stood as we did. The Lark, being some- 
what ahead and to windward of me (we then having but little 
wind) sent his boat to make what he was. Thinking him within 
shot, I tired wide of him to cause him to bring to for the boat; 
he taking no notice of the shot, the Lark fired another, and the 
Newport a third, which I suppose alarmed him very much. The 
boat hailed him, and they answered: The S¢. George, of London: 
and asked what we were. Those in the boat replied : The Lark, of 
Whitehall. ‘The other answered they should not come aboard at 
their peril, so the lieutenant caused a musket to be fired, which 
was a signal to the ship they were enemies, at which the Lark 
and the St. George exchanged several shot. ‘The latter tacking 
to the eastward fell upon me, and I received him as well as 1 
could, and when I got the length of him I tacked. Then the 
St. George lay to, plying his shot hard at me; I lay to by him, 
making him as good returns as possible for three quarters of an 
hour, which caused him to abate very much of his fire. Then the 
Lark came up between us, and laid him aboard til! he called for 
quarter. I must say the Newport came in for a share when he 
could avoid firing into our ships. When we lay so near each 
other, my master, fancying she was an Euglish ship, called several 
times in my speaking trumpet that we were English, but they 
took no manner of notice of it, nor of the Lark, though on board 
him, till he was so disabled that he could do no more. We found 
him to be a Swedish merchant ship belonging to Gottenburg, but 
last from Cork, commanded by Captain George Pickering, one of 
the King of Sweden’s captains, but an Irishman, and had English 
colours hanging over the taffrail, which we suppose he fought 
with, and Swedes’ colours hoisted. Captain Fotherby ordered 
his lieutenant with some men on board to secure the ship, and I 
sent ten men more. My lieutenant brought Capt. Pickering on 
board me. I asked him how he came to be so imprudent not to 
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1704. let our boat come on board him, since he had but 24 guns an 
a 74.men. He replied he took us for Turks, for 6 sail gave hit 
No. 2058. chase in the evening, one of which had flag at main topmast heat 


and that he never knew an admiral of England, France or Hollan 
with so few ships; and hearing the men hail him in Englis 
confirmed him the more in it, believing they were renegadoes, « 
slaves sent on purpose, and that they were resolved to die to th 
last man rather than be taken. Of his 74 men, there was n« 
above 8 or 10 left that was fit for service. It proved calm all th 
latter part of the night, and but very little wind the next day, s 
that we took that opportunity of fitting the ship as well as w 
could. nclosed with the preceding paper.

At 7 o'clock, it blew extreme hard at S.W.; we hand 
topsails and laid to under a mizzen, having lost sight of the Dut 
privateer, which had brought to to the westward of me two hout 
before. I made the signal for the other ships to leave otf chas 
that I might speak with them. ‘The weather was so stormy thi 
no boats could pass, but the captain of the Panther informed n 
tbat the chase was in the east south east. I believed we hi 
outrun them, having extreme thick weather I brought to, to tl 
southward. At noon per reckoning was in latitude 35 d. 32 1

expresses I sent ashore, here in Catalonia, to the city, and the 
deputation officers of this country which, in answer thereto, 
despatched two persons on board to communicate to me, bot.

this oceasion to declare their good intention they always had for 
the interest of the King of Spain, with the methods to be used in

Sir, I am very sorry I can give you no better account of o 
expedition up the Straits than you will find in this letter ; thoug 
when I consider how near the enemy were joining their fleets 
Toulon, and cutting us off from our retreat, I think we are ver 
happy in getting thus far clear of them. In my last of 29tl 
April, off Lagos, I gave you an account of our being so f. 
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advanced towards the Straits, leaving orders there for Rear- 
Admiral Wishart to follow us, and detaching Rear-Admiral 
Dilkes to haul in upon the coast of Spain with a small squadron 
of ships, to observe what ships the enemy might have in Cadiz, 
and to join us again off Cape Spartel, as he did on the 2nd May 
in the morning, giving me an account there were no ships in 
Cadiz but some few merchantmen. That night we passed the 
Straits’ mouth, and ordered Rear-Admiral Dilkes with the afore- 
said detached squadron to haul in with the shore and round the 
bays, while the fleet kept in the mid sea. We continued our 
course up the Straits with little winds and without any accidents 
till the 8th May at 2 o’clock in the afternoon, being hazy 
weather, a squadron of 6 French ships of war fell in with us off 
Cape Paul. I immediately ordered the ships in the margin 
[ Somerset, Yarmouth, Cambridge, Grafton, Berwick, Burford, 
Tiger, Lark] in chase. of them which ran the fleet out of sight 
before night. On the 10th, in the evening, we came to an 
anchor in Altea Bay, where we found Rear-Admiral Dilkes, and 
at night the squadron which went out on the chase came in and 
joined us. I called a council of flag officers on the account they 
gave, whereas you will see by the enclosed paper, marked No. (1), 
that the Prince of Hesse was, from the encouragement he 
received from the people of this country very intent and pressing 
with us to go to Barcelona which the Dutch strongly insisted 
upon, urging that the loss of that kingdom by the fleet not 
touching there would be a great reflection upon us after so much 
assurance and so fair a prospect of success. The Suffolk, which 
was one of Rear-Admiral Dilkes’s squadron put ashore and burnt 
near Almunecar a French merchant ship of 36 guns, laden with 
bale goods from Marseilles bound for Cadiz and so to St. Malo. 
The accounts the captains gave of their chase of six French men- 
of-war, not agreeing nor being satisfactory to me, 1 shall the 
first opportunity inquire into, and try it at a court martial. 
‘On the 11th, we sailed from Altea and, on the 17th, at night, we 
came to an anchor in Barcelona Roads where the Prince of Hesse 
had some people come off the shore to him, upon whose encou- 
ragement the Prince made me another proposal, as you will see 
by the papers, marked No. (2). But that night he had other 
people come off from the shore with assurances from the deputies 
of the country and principal men of the town that if there were 
but some few forces landed, and a show made of a bombardment, 
they would certainly rise, declare for King Charles III. and 
receive his Highness into the town; which being a matter of so 
great importance to his Catholic Majesty’s service, we came to 
the resolution which you will see in the paper, marked No. (3). 
Pursuant to which, on the 19th, at noon, we landed about 1,200 
marines and the Dutch about 400 of their men, but after they 
had been one night ashore and that the Dutch had bombarded 
the town, the Prince was convinced of his mistake, and that all 
his assurances and hopes must end in a disappointment; so that 
the Prince proposed the re-embarkment of our men, as you will 
see by the copy cf his letter, marked No. (4); which was accord- 
ingly done on the 21st, at break of day in the morning, where we 
left many heavy hearts, for the people were doubtless very 
inclinable to rise, and most certainly would have done so, had 
they any prospect of a force to support them; but, as it is, I 
take it for granted that this successless attempt has done the 
King of Spain’s affairs more hurt than the loss of a battle. On 
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the 18th, Rear-Admiral Wishart came in and joined us in Barce 
lona Road, he having met with the same 6 ships in the ni h 
much about the same place they fell with us, who, when th 
perceived they were superior in force to him, gave him chase, but 
did not continue it long, though 3 of them gained upon him wi 
their sail. The Rear-Admiral had the ships named in the margin 
[ Montagu, Hampton Court, Antelope, Panther, Phenix, fir : 
ship] with him and the enemy’s were ships of 60 and 70 guns 
least. On the 21st, soon after embarking our men, we weighet 
from Barcelona, and, with the wind at S.W., steered away to th 
FE. for the isles of Eres [Hyéres], but crossing the gulf we we 
taken with a hard gale of wind at N.N.W. and N.W., whic 
dispersed the fleet, and split most of our sails, our Englis 
canvas, as usual, flying away like dirt, the continuance of whic 
you may expect at cone time or other will be the ruin and destru 
tion of your fleet. On the 24th, that part of the fleet with me w 
fair in with the isles of Eres, whence I sent in our boats to gai 
intelligence ; and seeing some ships in the offing we bore off to 
them. On the 25th, in the morning, the boats I sent withi 
the isles of Eres returned with some prisoners, who gave us th 
intelligence you will see in the paper, marked No. (5), and soo 
after Rear-Admiral Dilkes and several other ships who we 
separated joined us, as also the Charles, galley, which broug 
me the enclosed letter from my Lord Ambassador Methuen, 
marked No. (6), which, with the intelligence I received, I 
immediately communicated to a council of flag officers, who camé 
to the resolution you will see in the paper, marked No. (7). I 
the evening I sent the Charles, galley, on to Villa Franca, wit 
an account of all these matters to Mr. Hill, and at night w 
steered away to the S.W., which course we continued, with ve 
little wind between E. and S.E. till the 27th at 8 at night, o

I slways was, and still am, of 
opinion that marines are very useful forces in the service of "the 
navy, but I must on this occasion say, the reduction of the place 
is entirely owing to the bravery of the English seamen and their 
officers. ‘The town is extremely strong, ‘that is, much more so 
than when | used the place in a cruiser, and, if they had had a 
garrison but of 1,000 men to have defended their works, our attempt 
must have been ineffectual; but they had only two Spanish 
regiments consisting of about 40 men each. ‘There are above 100 
guns mounted, all “facing the sea and the two narrow passes to 
the land.

which the said two Kings have sent to me severally. And I have 

that of the King of Spain’ s, signed by the Almirante, and that of 
the King of Portugal’s by a Secretary of his. This resolution 
was taken upon the sight of your letters and the resolutions of the 
councils of war, and upon the consideration that at this time such 

a force as your letter mentions and so furnished for the siege of 

Cadiz cannot be spared, while the Duke of Anjou’s army is in the 

middle of the country, and upon this further consideration that 

} before such a force could be so provided, the Spaniards will have 

time to put what force they please in Cadiz. It is not, therefore, 

expected now that you should besiege Cadiz, or any other place, 
it being true that for such a purpose such things as you mention 
are necessary. But it is earnestly desired that you will, as soon 
as possible, alarm and attack Cadiz and the other ports of 

Andalusia in such manner as the fleet is capable of doing it, and, 

when your enterprise should not have the success we desire, yet it 

will certainly have this great effect to draw away a great part of 
the force that the enemy have in this Kingdom.

Admiral :—May it please your Royal Highness, We having ha 
an engagement with the enemy’s fleet, and the sharpest I ever saw 
I think it my duty to give your Highness a short account of th 
action. On the 9th inst., returning from watering our ships on th 
coast of Barbary to Gibraltar with little wind easterly, our scout 
to windward made the signals of seeing the enemy’s fleet whicl 
they gave me an account consisted of 66 sail and were about te1 
leagues to windward of us. I called a council of flag officer 
where it was determined to lie to the eastward of Gibraltar t 
receive and engage them, but, perceiving that night by the repor 
of their signal guns that they wrought from us, we followed then 
in the morning with all the sail we could make, and continue: 
so till the 12th. Not hearing any of their guns all night, no 
seeing any of their scouts in the morning, | was jealous they migh 
make a double, and by the help of their galleys slip. between u 
and the shore to the westward, so that I calied a council of wa 
where it was determined, as you will see by the enclosed copy 
that, in case we did not see the enemy before night, to make th 
best of our way to Gibraltar ; but, standing into the shore about 
we discovered the enemy’s fleet and galleys to the westward nea 
Cape Malaga going away large. We immediately made all th 
sail we could after them and continued the chase all night, O. 
Sunday the 13th, in the morning, we were within three league 
of the enemy who brought to with their heads to the southwards 
the wind being easterly, formed their line and lay to receive u: 
Their line consisted of 52 ships and 24 galleys. ‘They were ver 
strong in the centre and weaker in the front and rear; to suppl 
which, most of the galleys were divided into those quarters. I) 
the centre was M. Toulouse with the white squadron ; in the va 
the white and blue; and the rear, the blue. Each Admiral ha 
his Vice and Rear-Admirals, Our line consisted of 53 ships; but 
ordered the Swallow and Panther, with the Lark and Newport an 
2 fireships, to lay to windward of us, that in case the enemy’s va: 
should push through our line with their galleys and fireship: 
they might have given them some diversion. We bore dow 
upon the enemy in order of battle till a little after ten o’clock 
when, veing about half gun shot from them, they set all their sail 
at once and seemed to intend to stretch ahead and weather us 
so that, after firing a chase gun at the Admiral to stay for me, o 
which he took no notice, I was obliged to put the signal out an 
begin the battle, which was continued with very great fury o 
both sides. But, within three hours, the enemy’s van gave way t 
ours, which was commanded by Sir Clo. Shovell and led by Si 
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Jno, Leake, as their rear did to the Dutch towards night; but, 1704. 
their body being very strong, and several of the ships of my own, = 
Rear-Admiral Byng’s and Rear-Admiral Dilkes’s divisions being No, 2058. 
forced to go out of the line for want of shot, the battle fell very 
heivy upon my own ship, the St. George and the Shrewsbury. 
This want of shot was occasioned by our expense at Gibraltar, 
and though every ship was supplied to 25 rounds two days before 
the battle, which was judged sufficient, and would have been so, 
if we could have got so near the enemy as I intended, yet every 
ship that was on that service wanted ammunition before night. 
The battle ended with the day, when the enemy went away by 
the help of their galleys to leeward. In the night, the wind shifted 
to the northward, and, in the morning, to the westward, which 
gave the enemy the wind of us. We lay by all day within three 
leagues of one another, repairing our defects, and at night they filled 
and stood to the northward, On the 15th, in the morning, the 
enemy was got four or five leagues to the northward of us, but, a 
little before noon, we had a breeze of wind easterly with which we 
bore down on them till 4 o’clock afternoon. It being too late to 
engage, we brought to and lay by with our heads to the north- 
ward all night. On the 16th, in the morning, the wind being 
still easterly, hazy weather, and having no sight of the enemy 
or their scouts, we filled and bore away to the westward, 
supposing they would have gone away for Cadiz; but, being 
advised from Gibraltar and the coast of Barbary that they 
did not pass the Straits, we conclude they have been so 
severely treated as to oblige them to return to Toulon, which will 
preserve Gibraltar from any attempt this winter, will prevent 
their putting any succours, &c., into Cadiz, and hinder them from 
insulting the coast of Portugal, and constrain them to a winter’s 
passage to west France, if they intend any of their ships thither this 
year ; and these advantages, I hope, may be improved to the benefit 
of his Majesty’s service, by having her fleet early at sea next year. 
I pray God send us well home this [time]; for we are in a miserable 
condition here, not being one spare top-mast or fish in the fleet. 
The flag officers of our van and rear do say the enemy did not 
behave themselves well in those stations, but I’m sure those in 
the centre did their duties very heartily and with great bravery ; 
and I must say that every officer in our line did his duties with- 
out the least umbrage for censure or reflection; and I never 
observed the true English spirit more prevalent and apparent in 
our seamen than on this occasion. And as every one has acquitted 
himself well on this service, I doubt not but vour Royal 
Highness will believe I have done my duty, as [ ever shall do in 
my service to her Majesty and your Highness. I shall send Mr. 
Clarke a list of the ships coming home with me, and of those 
going to Lisbon under the command of Sir Jno. Leake, as also the 
copies of all the resolutions of councils of flag officers, to be laid 
before your Royal Highness ; which being all I have to trouble 
your Royal Highness with at present, 1 do remain, with the 
greatest respect and duty, Great Sir, your Royal Highness’s most 
obedient, humbly devoted servant.

ships named in the margin* and to make the best of your way 
with such of them as are here to Lisbon, trom whence you are to 
send the Yarmouth, Swiftsure, Assurance and Monck to convoy 
to England such ships of her Majesty’s subjects or her allies that

proper surveys could be taken by the officers of the ordnance. 
But those ships that were on the service of the battery of 
Gibraltar were all supplied, before the battle with as much shot 
as made them up, by their captains’ accounts, to 25 rounds at the 
least. The ships which left the line in the time of battle were 
those named in the margin [viz., Kagle, Nassau, Grafton, 
Montague, Kingston, Firm, Centurion, Monck, Triton], and 1 
must observe to H. R. H. that, by the 24th article of the fighting 
instructions, no commander is to leave his station without the 
permission of the flag officer to whose division he belongs, who

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has always the reason first brought him; and the first 5 ¢ 
these ships went out for want of shot, and the others, by bein 
disabled, were obliged to go out to stop their leaks ; but the officer 
of those ships will satisfy H.R.H., as they have done me, the 
the accounts they gave of their want of shot were just.

(e) 15 Dec. Account of quotas of ships furnished by the State 
General last summer. The States General were to furnish 1 
ships of the line for the foreign service last year, and accordingh 
6 of their ships were left at Lisbon in October 1703, and th 
other 12 were sent with the King of Spain, and all of then 
continued to act in conjunction with her Majesty’s fleet till abou 
the 28th of July last, at which time 5 of them were, by th 
Dutch admiral, sent back to Plymouth, together with 1 other o 
their ships, which joined those 5 at Lisbon, for convoying th 
recruits which the States were sending for their troops in Portugal 
which service they performed, and are gone with Sir John Leak 
to Gibraltar. 10 of her Majesty’s ships and 6 of the States’ wer 
to be employed for observing the Dunkirk squadron, and ther 
were some English and Dutch ships for some time in a prope 
station for that purpose, till it was known that the French ship 
were gone out of Dunkirk, after which there was no furthe 
occasion for attending that service. Sir David Mitchell, wh 
was employed by her Majesty to negotiate with the States fo 
settling the quotas for the several services, insisted to have 1: 
of the States’ ships for the Channel service, to join with 20 0 
her Majesty’s ships, but the States could not be brought to ai 
agreement therein, but declared that, if her Majesty would pro 
vide for the Channel, they would do the like for the North Seas 
and though Sir David and her Majesty’s envoy at the Hague di 
all along insist to have 12 of the States’ ships for the Channel 
yet the States did, as often as they were pressed, declare tha 
they could not comply with it, but would send an equivalen 
strength to the northward, in which service none of her Majesty’ 
ships were employed. Endorsed as brought in this day by th 
Lord Treasurer, and read on 22 Dee.

See also 
Notes above Part I., 5 and 6 Dec. The instructions are as 
follows, viz. :— 


(1) Instructions for our Right Trusty and Wellbeloved 
Counsellor Sir George Rooke, Knt., Vice-Admiral of England, 
and Admiral of our Fleet designed for Portugal. Given at 
our Court, at St. James’s, the 30th day Noveinber 1703, in the 
second year of our reign :-—Whereas by the 19th and 20th articles 
of the treaty with the King of Portugal, it is agreed that all our 
auxiliary ships which shall be sent to the said King, pursuant 
to the said treaty, shall be subject to the orders of the King 
of Portugal and in the transmarine provinces and dominions 
of Portugal, shall also act what shall be enjoined them in the 
King of Portugal’s name by his viceroys and governors; and 
that when there shal] be occasion of joining such auxiliary ships 
with the ships of Portugal, the commander of the fleet, or ships 
of Portugal, whose right it may be to carry the flag, shall give 
the signal, &c., summon a council of war, to be held on board 
the admiral’s ship, and that by the commander himself of the 
fleet, or ships of Portugal the orders shall be despatched for 
executing what shall be resolved in the council; and whereas, 
in pursuance of our orders, our minister at Lisbon has endeavoured 
to obtain such an explanation of them as was more agreeable to 
former practice in like cases with other Kings, or at least that 
the execution of these articles might be made so easy, as that 
it might not be derogatory to our honour. And our ambassador 
having lately assured us of the King of Portugal’s willingness 
to comply with us in this matter, as the said King’s envoy here 
has also assured us that his master was well disposed to prevent 
any dissatisfaction to us on this account ; you are, therefore, upon 
your arrival at Lisbon, to speak with our said ambassador there, 
and concert with him such measures as may be proper to be 
insisted on for the preservation of our own dignity and the advantage 
of us and our allies, and preventing all inconveniences which 
may arise from the construction of these articles; taking care 
in the meantime to avoid, as much as may be, all occasions 
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whereby our own honour may be lessened or any disgust may bh 
given to the King of Portugal, to whom we are willing to sho 
as much respect as our predecessors have shown to him, or an 
other King.

(2) Order to Sir George Rooke, as follows:—Our will an

Instructions from the Queen to Sir G. Rooke, as fol- 
lows :— Whereas, by our order of the 14th inst., you are required, 
in case you have intelligence from the Duke of Savoy, or 
Richard Hill, Esq., our Envoy with the Duke of Savoy, that 
the French are about to attack Nizza, to proceed to the relief of 
that place with the English and Datch ships under your com- 
mand, without staying for the other ships which are designed to 
be sent to you from hence, And whereas it is uncertain whether 
you can receive such intelligence timely enough for you to come 
to the relief of that place, and that also, though there were no 
such occasion, the service which you may do in the Mediterranean 
may be of great importance to the interests of the Kings of 
Spain and Portugal, as well as of the Duke of Savoy; we do 
hereby require you to call a council of war of English and Dutch 
officers and therein consider of all such matters as may relate to 
the public service in which our fleet may be useful, especially of

the interest of the King of Spain and of the common cause, making 
a plain distinction between those who shall be willing to acknow- 
ledge the King of Spain, and those who shall adhere to the Duke 
of Anjou and the French interest, in favouring and assisting the 
first as friends, and pursuing and destroying the other as enemies. 
In case you proceed further up the Mediterranean, which you 
are to do if you see cause for it upon advice at a council of 
war consisting of English and Dutch flag officers, you are to 
demand of the Grand Duke of Tuscany satisfaction and repara- 
tion for the injuries and losses sustained by Plowman and other 
our subjects concerned in that aifair, the state whereof you will 
understand from our envoy at Florence, unless by the accounts 
you receive from him, and which we have directed him to send, 
you shall understand that that matter is accommodated and finally 
concluded. You shall, in conjunction with the Dutch, endeavour to 
destroy the French in the Adriatic, and you shall take a proper 
time, during your stay there, to demand satisfaction of the 
Venetians for the losses and injuries sustained there by our 
subjects not already repaired, whereof our consul will give you 
an account and particularly for the ship burned by the French at 
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Malamocco and that taken by the French at Rovigno. And y 
are likewise to demand that all seamen, our subjects in th 
service, or on board any of their ships or galleys, be set at liber 
and permitted to embark freely on board our ships, or the shi 
of any of our subjects or allies, and that for the future no 
be entertained in their service. And herein you are to gove 
yourself, according to the nature of the several affairs, with mc 
tenderness, if that state is really entering into the comm 
alliance, and it appears that pursuit of this demand will frustre 
or obstruct the treaty. You shall take all Italians, althou 
subjects of a neuter prince, whom you shall find serving 

board any prize ship belonging to our enemies and treat them 
prisoners of war, and you shall thereupon require of such neut 
prince whose subject shall be taken in our enemy’s service, tl 
he issue such severe prohibitions and give such order for t 
observance of them as may prevent the like practice, and t 
same demand you shall likewise make, in case you are certair 
and particularly informed of such Italians engaging in t 
enemy’s service, although none of them be taken by you. Y 
must endeavour the best you can to prevent the Fren 
from joining their fieet, whether the same be attempted by thi 
ships from west France into the Mediterranean, or from Toul 
into west France; and, in order thereunto, you are to use 

proper means to gain intelligence of their preparations in th¢ 
ports, and of their designs. And, in case the stations and servic 
on which you shall be employed pursuant to these or any otl 
instructions which you shall receive from us, should preve 
your using such endeavours as might be requisite to prevent t 
Toulon ships from getting out of the Straits and you shall ha 
good intelligence that the ‘Toulon squadron is passed the Strai 
you are then to follow them without respect to any of the si 
vices mentioned in these or any former or other instructions, a 
endeavour to destroy them, leaving the execution of the r 
until a more proper season.

(11) Instructions from the Queen to Sir G. Rooke, as f 
lows :—Whereas, by our former instructions of the 14th, 24 
and 28th of March last past, you are directed to succour Ni:

Italy and France, and we have since received several advices tl 
the French have at present laid aside their design against Ni: 
and Villa Franca and that their recruits for Italy are alrea 
transported thither, and that by reason of the ill condition of 1 
Imperial troops in Italy we have at present no prospect of a 
assistance from those troops to co-operate with our fleet in th 
parts, nor has the Duke of Savoy a superiority of troops suflicic 
to make any attempt out of his own country at present in ec 
junction with our fleet; you are, therefore, to concert with 1 
ministers of the Kings of Spain and Portugal such measures 
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be taken with our fleet and their troops either for taking of Cadiz, 1704. 
or for supporting the Catalonians or any other of the provinces — 
of Spain that are well affected to the House of Austria, or for No. 2058. 
transporting of troops for their assistance, or in doing any other 
services as may most. effectually conduce to the reduction of 
Spain, that being at present the main and principal service we 
have in view. However, if you shall hereafter have certain 
advice, either from the Duke of Savoy or Mr. Hill, our Envoy at 
his Court, that Nizza or Villa Franca is attacked, or in danger of 
being so, by the French, you are to notify the same to the Kings 
of Spain and Portugal, and, with their consent, to proceed 
immediately to the relief of the said towns; but, in case when 
you receive such advice you shall be advanced into the Mediter- 
ranean on any other service, so far as that you cannot give them 
such notice, without losing so much time as may hazard the loss 
of the said towns or either of them, you are forthwith to call a 
council of war, and therein consider of the most effectual means 
to relieve the said towns, and to proceed accordingly to their 
assistance. And whereas we have received several advices that 
the Comte de Toulouse is at Brest and ready to put to sea with 
26 ships of war, if he be not already gone, in order to join the 
Toulon squadron, you are to use your best endeavours to prevent 
that junction, and to take all opportunities to attack, sink, burn 
or destroy either of those squadrons. And, though they should 
happen to join before you can have any opportunity of meeting 
with either of them separately, we doubt not but when you are 
reinforced by a squadron from Sir Cloudesley Shovell, you will 
be superior to all the strength of the enemy and consequently in 
a condition to seek all opportunities for attacking them with 
advantage. For the better effecting whereof you are to take 
such measures as shall be thought most proper in a council of 
war.

the stores of shot of the said ship, that the Lord Archib: 
Hamilton had snfficient reasons to acquaint the admiral with — 
want of shot in the late engagement with the French fleet, < 
that his retiring out of the line of battle was by the admir: 
permission; and accordingly the court does acquit the said Le 
Archibald Hamilton, the commander, and the rest of the officers 
the Hagle as to this charge. 


Resolved that it has appeared to the court, by evidence uy 
oath, and also by calculation of their stores of shot, that Ca 
Dove, commander of the Nassau, had also sufficient reasons 
acquaint the admirals with his want of shot, in the late enga 
ment with the French fleet, and that his retiring out of the ] 
of battle was by the admiral’s permission, and, therefore, t 
court does acquit the said Capt. Fra.

over her ballast, which occasioned their pumping, and hinde1 
a perfect search to the bottom of the shot lockers, by 1 
permission of his flag the said Capt. Acton went out of the li 
and, when they had freed the ship of all the water, they found 
the shot lockers in hold about 10 rounds for their guns, thou 
Henry Marleton, the gunner of the said ship (who, at the shi 
drawing out of the line, was slain) had affirmed to his capt: 
that all the shot in the ship was fired away. ‘The court do 
therefore, think fit to acquit the said Capt. Acton and the otl 
officers of H.M.S. Kingston as to this charge. Signed by all t 
members of the court martial.

was killed) did send the admiral an account of the several defects 
of the ship, and the loss of men by battle, and that the admiral 
sent his permission to the said Lieut. Saule to go out of the line; 

Saule 
end the rest of the officers of the Grafton as to this charge.

September 1703, I was going to Nevis, commander of a merchant 
ship, and near Antigua I was taken by two French privateers 
and carried to Martinico. In October, I was sent with two other 
prisoners in a French merchant ship bound for Bordeaux in 
France. The first port we came to was Belle Isle where I saw 
3 English ships bound home from Nantes. The beginning of 
December, we arrived at Bordeaux where [ got my liberty to 
walk the city giving bail to the commissary for my appearance 
when called for. While I stayed there, I observed sundry 
English and Irish ships come in, some with lead and corn, and 
others with beef, pork, butter, cheese, leather and tallow, which 
they there discharged and loaded wine, brandy and other French 
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goods for England and Ireland. At length, through the solicit 
tion of Monsieur Montauban, the commander of the ship th 
brought me to Bordeaux, I got leave from the commissary to- 
directly for England in one of those ships; upon my promise 
endeavour to get a French master exchanged for me when I ca 
home. Then I applied myself to Mr. White, an Irish mercha 
living there, to whom several of those ships were consigned, a 
desired a passage in one of them, which he refused when he und 
stood J was a prisoner, and went with some others and desired t 
commissary to put me in prison and detain me during the w 
alleging if I were suffered to go home I should ruin them by d 
covering their trade, and, therefore, I thought it safer to obte 
a pass to St. Malo, upon which i forthwith came to Trimbale 
[Tremblade], where I found a Swede loading salt, who promis 
to land me in England, with whom I came to Rochelle wher 
stayed till the latter end of February, seme of which time we | 
in “ Pallice ”’ Road and some time in St. Martin’s Road. Duri 
our stay there [ went in Swede’s habit, and going often on sh: 
J saw many English and Irish ships come laden as aforesaid, so 
of which I saw put their loadings, being about 12,000 barre 
on board the French ships-of-war who lay there, in order to join 1 
Count De Tholans [de Toulouse]. Several others went to Rochef 
and discharged their cargoes on board the ships of war there, w 
were to the number of 8 or 9 capital ships. While I stayed 
Rochelle, there came 2 ships who had put into Plymouth whi 
they got an account of the strength of our fleet under Sir G 
Rooke which was then riding at Spithead waiting for a wind 
carry the King of Spain to Portugal. I followed the said mast 
and the captains of 2 French privateers who then lay in - 
Road, to a coffee house, where I heard the said masters tell - 
privateers where and when they might probably meet that fl 
and that out of so many ships they might get some straggl: 
transport. Accordingly they went out the next morning and 
six days they met with 3 transports who lost the fleet in | 
weather whom they brought in with them. This way of gain: 
inteiligence is always practised by them. I have heard them 

the privateers what men-of-war cruised in every station rot 
the coast of England and Ireland ; what force they had and h 
they sailed. Likewise what merchant ships were expected hon 
and who going out, whither bound and what convoys they b 
which is of very ill consequence to our trade. The beginning 
March, I with my two fellow prisoners came on board the Sw 
and sailed for England where we arrived in three days, and se 
time after I came to town I gave Mr. Secretary Harley a 
account of that trade, who approved of my information : 
desired me not to go to sea, but wait the arrival of any one 
those ships which he apprehended would make a full discov 
of all the rest; which accordingly I did, and in June last oni 
those ships arrived laden with wine, brandy, &c., of whicl 
acquainted Mr. Secretary Harley and got her seized with 

master, super-cargo and others of the said traders, who w 
again discharged, but for what reason I know not; but 

merchants paid them their money and sent them away. I h 
reason to believe they are gone to France again. ‘The ship : 
cargo were referred to the Court of Admiralty, at Doct 
Commons, near five months since, where I have most earne; 
solicited with all my power to get a trial, but could never 

obtain it. Instead of doing justice they in the open Court cal 
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me informing rascal. I have as often complained to Mr. Secretary 11704. 
Harley as I have been delayed and abused by them, but to no — 
purpose. I likewise informed him how, in my opinion, that No. 2058. 
trade might be effectually stopped without any considerable 
charge, which he promised to get done, yet has not prevented 
them, but left them an opportunity to victual the French fleet for 
the next campaign. Though I offered to raise money on my own 
account, he would not consent to it. This ship now in question 
did betray another merchant ship, coming from Portugal, into 
the hands of a French privateer, as appears by the master’s 
affidavit in the Court of Admiralty, which should be produced 
with all other affidavits and papers. ‘There are some men in 
town that can prove all I have said, but the merchants concerned 
have them on their sides. But I humbly conceive when they are 
subpoenaed they will appear and declare the truth. I have the 
names of sundry of those ships, with what ports they belong to, 
and who are the principal men concerned, which I shall prove, 
with other their clandestine practices not mentioned here, for the 
same trade was carried on in many -other places in France, as 
might be fully proved if there were an order to oblige some men, 
whom I could name, to attend any court or committee to be 
examined on the premises. Signed Benjamin Edwards. 

(m) 4 Dee. Letter from Stephen Thompson, addressed to Mr. Ellis, 
at Mr. Secretary Hedges’s Office, at Whitehall. About 12 months 
before the death of the late King, he sent over sea to Bordeaux 
one Mr. Charles Craven, son of Sir William Craven, deceased, 
and younger brother of Lord Craven, who had been apprenticed 
to him as a merchant and had resided there ever since with 
Messrs. White and Lavie, the writer’s factors. In the winter of 
1701-2, Thompson sent from London a large quantity of palm 
sack in bottles, with some butter from Ireland, which fetched 
1000/. ; but the money will lie there unless he take the returns 
in wine brought by way of Portugal. The wine would then be 
put into Portuguese pipes, as the growth of that country, and 
would pay only 22/. per tun, but would be liable to have it 
seized, and besides he would wrong the Queen of her duty by 281. 
pertun. At least three trials will commence in Exchequer this term 
about French wines brought via Portugal and seized. He begs Mr. 
Ellis’s assistance, assuring him that all his effects shall be brought 
in wine. If he can obtain leave of the French Court to buy an 
English ship of 70 to 80 tons and procure from their prison 12 
or 14 mariners taken during this war, he wants a pass to bring 
his effects to London, together with Mr. Charles Craven, which 
will bring the Queen 4000/. or 5000/. in customs. 

The Petitioner also states that he has not sent any goods to 
France since the war commenced. He is informed that some 
Spanish merchauts have obtained a vessel to fetch their effects 
from the Canaries, which pay 22/. per tun customs against 50J. 
paid by French wines, and he is further informed that one 
Mr. Robert Gordon, a Scotch factor at Bordeaux, has obtained 
liberty to go from that place with his effects in wine to Scotland, 
and this done within seven months’ time.

(n) + Dec. William Fowle’s information, as follows ;—By virtue 
of an Order of the Lords Committees appointed to inquire into 
the complaint of Capt. Benjamin Edwards, I do inform their 
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Lordships in the case as follows ;—I being sent a prisoner fron 
Martinico the 3rd day of Jan. 1704 in the St. Michael ol 
Bordeaux, and bound for Bordeaux. March the Ist, we wert 
forced to put into St. Anderos, in the Bay of Biscay, and lay 
there till the 3rd of April, and then sailed for Bordeaux, bu 
missing our port, and bore away for Rochelle. April the 7tt 
going in between the islands of Oléron and St. Martin, we 
met coming out 6 sail of French men-of-war and about 40 sai 
of merchant ships and tenders some bound for the coas 
Guinea and some for the West Indies, amongst which (I under 
stood by our men who went on board the French commodore’ 
were several English or Irish vessels, one of which, being ¢ 
ketch, came so near to usas I heard them on board her talkin 
English, one to the other. I called and asked where the ketcl 
belonged to; they told me to Ireland. I then asked where shi 
was bound; they answered for Ireland. I desired a passagy 
with them, and told them TI was a prisoner and came fron 
Martinico, and the captain would put me on board; the answe: 
I had from them was, I might go to prison and be damned 
The same ketch, I am informed by one that saw her, went ther 
to Bordeaux and loaded there for Ireland. April the 8th, wi 
anchored in Rochelle Road, where lay 2 Danes and 1 Swede 
and 3 Irish or English ships. I saw their boats row by u 
several times, and heard them speak English to one another 
There lay at the mouth of the river of Rochefort 6 sail o 
French men-of-war, which the men told me were 3 of then 
three decked ships and the other 3 were eighty gun ships boun 
for Brest to join the Count De Toulouse; and that the 3 Irisl 
ships above mentioned had discharged their beef and butter, &c, 
on beard them. Our men whilst I was on board in Rochell 
(which was three days) were always laughing and jeering m 
about it. April the 10th, came an order on board for my bein; 
gent on shore, and, about noon, went on shore in our ship’s boa 
and saw several ships in the pier, which the men told me wer 
Irish ships that brought beef and butter. I saw likewise a shij 
of about eighteen guns, which they told me belonged to London 
her sides painted timber colour and green head, as I remember 
When I landed, I was sent with a guard to the common jai 
and turned in amongst thieves and murderers, and had nothin; 
allowed us but black bread and brackish water to live upor 
Our bread, if we had no money, we were forced to give to li 
on a straw bed, or else lie on the bare boards. Here was, whe: 
I came in, Capt. Josiah Frances and about twenty Englis! 
prisoners more. April the llth, came into the prison to se 
us one Michael Brown, master of a ship belonging to Galway 
and one Mr. Lutteridge, an Irish merchant. Here I was tol 
that one of the ships in the Road was the Angel Gabriel, of Ros 
one — Roch, master. There was likewise a sloop belonging t 
Cork, with the timber heads painted red and her stern blue 
with a green curtain. April the 13th, I got leave to go ov 
of the prison, with Capt. Frances and one of the guard, t 
buy me a pair of shoes to travel with, being to be sent tha 
evening towards Nantes, and going along the quay, I saw abou 
two hundred barrels of beef, and some butter lying on th 
quay by a pink’s side belonging to Dublin, and one standin 
by it, to watch it, whom I knew very well; he was about tw 
years ago coxswain of her Majesty’s ship Arundel; his nam 
is William Williams, he lives in Dublin, who told m 
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(Capt. Frances being by me) that their ship did belong to 
Dublin, to Alderman Bell, and that there was then in Rochelle 
14 or 15 sail more belonging to Ireland, which is all [ heard or 
saw at Rochelle. April the 17th 1704, we arrived in Nantes 
and were carried directly to the castle, but I having a letter 
of credit, two or three days after I asked leave of the governor 
to go out to one Mr. Gillorey, to get what money my letter 
mentioned to supply my wants; so I got leave to go out with 
Capt. Josiah Frances and with a guard, but with orders not to 
go near the quay. But, by treating our guard, we went there. 
There were several Irish ships in the river we understood, 
and we met with two of the Irish masters. The first was 
James Hoare, master of the Bridget, of Ross, in the river of 
Waterford. Capt. Frances spoke to him, but he pretended he did not 
know him till he told him his name, and then he knew him, 
but told him he was in haste or else he would have drunk a 
bottle of wine with him. The next we met with was one 
Thomas Day, master of a small barque belonging to Youghal, 
him I drank withal, and at last persuaded him to go into the 
castle with me, where he desired us to take no notice of his 
being in France. He said he had two sons in the Queen's 
service, and that he was loaded and bound for Youghal, where- 
upon Capt. Frances sent a letter by him to his father, which 
he says his father received. This is all I saw or heard of at 
Nantes. I asked the governor several times leave to go out, but 
could not obtain it; and when I asked the reason, I was told, 
by the governor’s order, that the Irish masters and merchants 
had complained of us, and told him if we were suffered to go 
out into the town, we should see their ships and so ruin their 
trade. This is all the account I can give, which if of any service, 
I hope your Lordships will consider, for I am sv well known 
both in Ireland and France, that if ever I go to either of them, 
T must expect to be knocked on the head for discovering of 
them. I have been some years command[er] of a ship in the 
merchant service, but am now willing to serve her Majesty 
in any part of the world. Stgned Will. Fowle. 


(0). 4 Dec. Josiah Frances’s information, as follows :—In December 


1703, I was coming from Barbados, being then commander of a 
ship and bound to Plymouth, but was taken by a Martinico 
privateer near the island of Antigua and carried to Martinico, 
where I stayed till the 23rd January and then was sent in a 
merchant ship bound for Bordeaux, but by contrary wind put 
into Rochelle, where I was put on shore in March. Soon after- 
we anchored in the Road, a boat came on board of us with four 
Irishmen, one of whom was John White, of Ross, in Ireland, 
who told me they did then belong to the ship astern of us, which 
ship I knew to be the Angel Gabriel, of Ross, being about 50 
tons burden, of which one Nicholas Roch, whom I afterwards 
saw sundry times on shore in Rochelle, was master ; the ship 
does belong to Maurice Neale and Mr. Brown, of Ross. I saw 
James Me.Cray, of Dublin, on the quay of Rochelle who is com- 
mander of a galley which was then lying in Pallice Road 
with sundry other Irish ships, which I did not know, which 
waited there for a French convoy, they being bound home. The 
said Mc,Cray’s ship belongs to Alderman Bell, of Dublin, as I 
was informed, and had made two or three voyages to France 
since this war. ‘There was a sloop belonging to Ireland came in 
and discharged her loading of provisions at the quay of Rochelle, 
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which I was told did belong to Mr. John Lucas and Thom 
Crocker, merchants, in Youghal, of which one Jonathan Rober 
was then master. The day we were coming away I met wi 
William Williamson, who was taking account of provisions th 
landing there, who told me he did then belong to a pink belon 
ing to Alderman Bell, of Dublin. The said Williamson told 1 
there were 15 English and Irish ships at that time in the po 
who all waited to go out with 7 or 8 ships of war which lay 
the Road, and who were generally reported to be victualled, a: 
some of them laden with provisions, by the aforesaid ships. T 
aforesaid Roch and Mc.Cray caused me to be close confined 
prevent my seeing any of their trade. The aforesaid persons tc 
me and all other prisoners there that there was no cartel ! 
exchange of prisoners, and that it would be best for us to ta 
service with them or the French, which is their common practi 
One Quen, an Irishman, who goes every year to Martinico 
buy New England built ships for the Irish trade, offered me t 


' command of that ship I came from Martinico in, if I would ta 


ap oath to bring her to France again. I asked him how tl 
trade could be carried on in safety. He told me the governme 
winked at it in England and Ireland. One Michael Brow 
commander of a pink belonging to Galway, came to the pris 
with a merchant of my acquaintance, who is also one of the 
traders. In May last, I came to Nantes, where, having liber 
from the governor to go to a merchant of my acquaintance to 
credit, I met with Thomas Day, commander of a ship fr 
Youghal, who told me he was in the same ship as when I s: 
him last, which ship does belong to Messrs. Lucas and Crock 
of Youghal, and that Jonathan Roberts was then with a slo 
belonging to the same owners at Rochelle, which I take to be t 
same I saw at Rochelle. I inquired of him if any more shi 
from Ireland were in that port. He answered, my old acquai 
ance James Hoare was there, who some days afterwards [ s: 
upon the “force” of Nantes. Capt. William Fowle was th 
with me, who saw me take him by the hand. I inquired whe 
his ship was; he told me down the river. He further said | 
ship was called the Bridget, of Ross, and was owned by Lu 
Bryan, of Ross,—which are the most material passages I can 
present call to mind.

I saw also another ship, about 
100 tons, come in from Ireland, but I cannot tell what loading 
they brought. About the same time one Richard Murphy came 
in with a ship of about 90 tons, who, being one time on board 
the ship I belonged to, and in discourse with Mr. Craven and 
sundry masters who lay in the river, I heard him boast he was 
“once coming from France, but, being stopped and examined from 
whence he came, he answered, From port to port, which the 
persons who examined him thought to be the harbour of Port a 
Port in Portugal, but he confessed his meaning was from one 
port to the other. They desired him to take his oath, which he 
accepted, but kissed his thumb instead of the book; and I heard 
of others come with provisions to Rochelle, who were expected to 
come to Bordeaux. A little before we sailed, the master desired 
us to take an oath to be true to him and the merchants, and not 
to discover the ship as coming from France, all the casks being 
all made Portuguese fashion, and having a false pass and 
clearance from Viana; but we refused to do it. So we sailed 
with some merchant ships for Rochelle to get a French convoy ; 
but we could not fetch in to that port. So we made the best of 
our way to Glasgow, where we arrived without opposition.

so much encouraged by the Court of Admiralty who have had 
one Cause before them four months and no definitive sentence 
ecun be gotten; but, instead of doing justice, they deride and 
abuse such as endeavour to procure it, by which the managers 
of that trade see plainly how easy they may get estates by the 
ruin of others, which delays of justice give not only time for 
those that are already concerned to secure those ships now 
actually employed in that trade, but hopes of an uninterrupted 
correspondence for the future, when, ou the contrary, if this 
ship now in question had been condemned, according to law, 
in as little time as might have been, I could have taken most 
th[at| were then, or are now abroad, which would have 
discou[raged] them from attempting the like abuse to their 
country for the future. I cannot tell how far the character 
of Mr. Thompson’s being an honest man and fair trader may 
moderate the severity due to such practices, but it is very plain 
he has but little respect to that principle in the present business, 
since he claimed the whole ship and goods to be entirely his own 
effects, which was in France before the war; but, when he comes 
to prove it, he owns in his account that near eleven thousand 
livres belong to Mr. Henry Lavie, which sum I can prove 
by many witnesses is more than the ship and cargo cost, as 
wines were sold at that time. This Lavie is a subject of the 
French King, his family living now in Bordeaux, where he 
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is partner with an Irish merchant. JI can prove them concerne 
in several French privateers, as well as trading ships; therefor: 
I hope your Honour will not suffer Mr, Thompson, under pretence 
of withdrawing effects where he had none, to supply our enemie 
and colour a clandestine trade carried on jointly with th 
French King’s subjects.

Copy of a letter to the Lord Treasurer, as follows :—May 
please your Lordship, My Lord, The happiness that this natic 
enjoys under the prudent care of your Lordship is so obvious th 
I cannot refrain giving you this trouble to lay before you, as f 
as I can, the proceedings of the Canary petitioners, in relation 
a trade with that part of Spain, About a year and a half sinc 
Mr. Robt’ Raworth was very solicitous to obtain leave to send 
ship to bring effects from thut island, and upon the great intima 
and long acquaintance with my Lord Nottingham, he was 
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confident of prevailing, that he encouraged one Mr. Cattlin 
Thoroughgood to buy a ship, and agreed a certain price and 
promised him the benefit of being concerned with the said 
R{obert} R{aworth] and Mr. Nathaniel Maxey, but told withal 
that he would not adventure to send any goods, but would send 
a letter of credit on his correspondent at Madrid, but, not being 
able to obtain leave that time, about a year after be attacks his 
Lordship more speciously and tells him he desires but two ships 
for all the traders to the Canary Islands to bring off their effects 
and to give her Majesty’s subjects an opportunity of getting out 
of an enemy’s country to their own nation. When he prevailed 
so far as to get his Lordship to approve of his petitioning her 
Majesty in Council on behalf and in the name of all the Canary 
merchants, as aforesaid, which her Majesty’s clemency con- 
descended to, for the ease and relief of those her subjects. But 
this was kept so private, that the first account any merchant had 
of it was received from the Canaries, that Mr. Raworth and Mr. 
Maxey had leave for two ships. When upon inquiry the grant 
was [found to be] general. By which means those gentlemen have 
engrossed the trade, and brought in 1,000 pipes of wine, under 
pretence of bringing home effects, although Mr. Raworth has 
not, for these nine years before, had above 100 pipes of wine in a 
year, on his own account. Now, with submission to your Lord- 
ships, these wines not being brought according to the grant or 
licence given by her Majesty, [I] do not see any reason why that 
should be any protection to so foul and wicked a deceit; for 
these wines are so far from being the product of debts due from 
Spaniards, that it is a concerted affair between the said Raworth 
and Maxey with one Mr. Polden, of the Canaries, that he the 
said Polden had bought 500 pipes which he declared was to be 
shipped on the account of the said Raworth and Maxey three 
months before these ships arrived at those islands. And, to 
enable him to comply with their orders, corn and several mer- 
chandizes were remitted from Lisbon, and Mr. Maxey, a relation 
of the ‘forenamed, carried letters of credit to complete the whole. 
Besides which, Don Miguel Olasso, the general of those islands, 
is partly concerned in the trade, and this Don Francisco Breones, 
who is come over under pretence of going to complain of the said 
general at Madrid, is to receive the product of Don Miguell 
Olasso’s part and to remit the same to the Court at Madrid, so 
that had they sent goods from England of our manufacture they 
had, although without leave, been in a higher measure more 
innocent than I now ean conceive ; for by this means the French 
are enabled to sell them woollen goods without being obliged to 
take wines in return, and a considerable remittance is made to 
Madrid. Besides all which, Mr. Robt. Raworth has maintained 
two of the Marquis D’Assialcassa’s sons in the French army, 
against her Majesty and her allies, all this war. I suppose some 
of the wines are effects on that account, so that it is to be hoped 
that every person will be obliged to enter his own wines at the 
Custom House, and to make oath himself that the wines are 
wholly on his own account the produce of debts owing before the 
war, and that no Spaniard is any way directly or indirectly con- 
cerned in any part of them, and that no Jetter of credit or bill of 
exchange or goods sent from Lisbon, or sent or to be sent from 
any neutral port, or any contract whatever given in payment for 
them. 1 cannot question but your Lordship will take such 
measures as will be suitable to so ill a practice, and such an

(w) 12 Dec. Information of Robert Masters. In Calais, on 11 June 
1704, he saw an English pink brought in a prize by a Calais 
privateer; but the master showing the French King’s pass, the 
pink was sent fo sea again the same tide, bound to London, 
Deponent came to Dover on 22 June; rode post to London, and, 
on 24th, showed Capt. John Edwards the ship at Smart’s Quay, 
near Billingsgate, he being a man whom he knows to be very 
serviceable to the Queen and Government in making discoveries. 
Edwards told him he was engaged with Capt. Benjamin Edwards, 
whom they then met at the Red Cow, in East Cheap, and all three 
went to Mr. Secretary Harley’s and gave information. There- 
upon a warrant to arrest the ship and master was given to Mr, 
Peter Brown, the Queen’s messenger, who at midnight went with 
the other three in a coach to the Exchange, and went down to 
Billingsgate, where, together with the constable of the watch and 
some watchmen, they boarded the pink at Ralph’s Quay. Brown 
set three broad R. upon the mainmast, and then they went into 
the cabin, where they found Mr. Hayes asleep. Stgned Robert 
Masters. ndorsed as read this day.

(x) 12 Dee. Information of Capt. John Edwards. This is to the 
same effect as the preceding information, but it states that the 
pink about which Capt. Masters spoke to Captain John Edwards 
was the Friendship, laden with wines and brandy, and was entered 
at the Custom House from Viana in Portugal. Two of the 
pretended masters of the pink were seized, viz., Patrick Hayes and 
Charles Craven, the former on board, and the latter at Thompson’s 
house, and were kept in the custody of the messenger from 25 to 
29 June. The cargo consisted of 84 tuns of wine, 54 bundles of 
cork, some brandies, and seven boxes with liquors and essences. 
John Edwards took an account of the contents of the pink and 
kept possession of the vessel itself until a trial should be had ; but 
Mr. Thompson, upon giving security to the Court, got an order to 
dispose of the wines, &c., and to sell the sbip by inch of candle, at 
Lloyd’s Coffee House; and, on 16 August, it was sold by Mr. 
Cheek and bought by Mr. Wm. Forster in Burr Street for 254/., 
which was paid into Court. The trial was on 21 and 22 Nov. 
1704. John Edwards proves the loading of the wines, &c., at 
Bordeaux by the following witnesses:—Mr. Samuel Merren, a 
passenger, Robt. Poulson, boatswain, Caesar Devon and Francis 
Dear, belonging to the said pink, and John Campion, commander 
of the Barkly, galley, of Plymouth, who was taken by the /rvend- 
ship’s men’s information to a French privateer, and his brother 
taken out for the ransom to France for 8002.

Information of Richard Burrowes, as follows :— In 
August and September 1702, the St. Catherine, of London, 250 tons, 
with 20 guns, having a letter of marque, Charles Devenish, master, 
being in the Thames, was laden by John Cross, Robert Elliott, 
Benjamin Nicholls and George Fettiplace, merchants with English 
woollen goods, pipestaves, beeswax, saddles, iron hoops, iron ware, 
candles, haberdashery and Sheffield ware, Russia leather chairs, 
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butter, and ship’s stores for Lisbon and the Madeiras, and, afte 
taking on board some pilchards at Plymouth, sailed thence with th 
Lisbon convoy on 14 Feb. 1702-3. After four or five days, when i 
sight of Cape Finisterre, she left the fleet, and bore away for th 
Madeiras ; and, when in sight of that place, the captain brok 
open sealed orders to sail to Teneriffe, where he arrived on 1 Marcl 
off Potato Bay; he hoisted a Swedish antient [ensign] at th 
mizzen peak, and a Spanish boat came off, showed him where | 
anchor, and took off Mr. Lawrence Shee, the supercargo, to M 
Bernard Walsh, the merchant, to whom the ship was consigne 
and no one else was allowed to go ashore. Part of the cargo wa 
by Mr. Walsh’s orders, unloaded and replaced with Canary win 
and, while the ship was stili there, H.M.S. Hampshire arrive 
with a flag of truce to demand the merchants there, and, on tl 
general refusing to let them go, took a Spanish ship as priz 
Devenish declared he was more afraid of the Hampshire or « 
any other English man-of-war than of any French or Spanis 
ships of war. After the Zampshire with her prize was gon 
Devenish sailed his ship: round from Sia. Cruz to Oratava in th 
same island, and there unloaded all her outward bound carg 
They then took on board 3880 odd pipes of wine. Deponen 
having been hired as steward of the ship for Lisbon and th 
Madeiras, had taken with him 85/. of merchandize proper for thos 
places, for his own private adventure ; but, seeing the ship b 
trayed to an enemy’s country, he was forced to barter three fourth 
for Canary wines, to save his goods from being thrown overboar 
as threatened by the master. On her way home, the St. Catheri1 
put into St. Ives, where she was seized as trading to Spain ; 
time of war, and both ship and cargo were cleared at Doctors’ Con 
mons. His wine cost him over 20/. to clear in the Admiralt; 
besides half having been embezzled to fill up the merchants’ wine 
and only lees given him instead, He had, moreover, besid 
charges of Commissioners and Doctors’ Commons, to pay over 2 
for the full rent of the warehouse, though it was filled with tk 
merchants’ wine, and 45/. duty, so that he might have bought < 
much wine in England for the cost of recovering his due, and a 
because he. declared the truth. If the ship had gone to Lisbe 
or the Madeiras, as agreed, he would have made 40/. or 50: 
instead of losing over ]00/. and almost a year’s time in waiting o 
the Admiralty. When H.M.S. the Mary, galley, came to tl 
Canaries to demand the English merchants there of one Poulde: 
an Englishman, but an utter enemy to the merchants, Poulde 
got some of the men of that ship privately into a room, sifted the:

the general of Teneriffe that he would not let the merchants go;

(z) 12 Dec. Information of John Waller, as follows:—At Cor 


and Kinsale, he often heard of trading with the French, am 
when fitting his ship at Kinsale, he was told by Mr. Michell, « 
Cork, that there was such trading in Dublin, Waterford, Ros 
Cork and Limerick, Deponent offering him 20 guineas for 
sight of any vessel engaged in that trade, Michell in a day « 
two told him of a dogger in Oyster haven, Robert Flavy, maste 
which had come from France and had a large chain on bom 
which she used for mooring in the river of Nantes; for she ha 
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been employed in looking after the Protestants, that no ship 
should carry them away, and used to carry 8 guns and 6 pate- 
reroes, but had not so many now. So, on 11 July 1703, he manned 
his boat, his men being well fitted for such an undertaking, between 
10 and 11 at night, and by break of day reached Oyster haven, 
where they found the dogger, which they boarded without being 
discovered, They found two Kinsale Custom House officers and 
three fishermen on board, besides a man and a boy belonging to 
the ship, who said they were from Lisbon, the dogger’s name 
being the Providence, and the master and crew all from Cork. 
The chain was produced, after some hesitation, thus confirming 
the information deponent had received. After advising with his 
friend Mr. Ar. Keepe, of Kinsale, deponent brought the dogger 
round to Kinsale and the townsfolk wished him joy of his prize, 
especially Mr. Soulden and Mr. Bathewell Tuailer, of the Prize 
Office, and Mr. Mall, the landwaiter, who was a French Pro- 
testant; and all tasted the wine on board, and said it was right 
French claret. On going ashore, he met the master of the 
dogger, who said he had neither pass nor bills of lading but only 
a ransom bill, as he had been captured by the French. The 
reason he alleged for going into Oyster haven instead of Kinsale 
was his men’s fear of being pressed, and he said he had sailed 
from Rotterdam for Lisbon under Dutch colours, with a cargo 
of fish and prawns, and was bound for Cork. He had hoisted 
English colours off the coast of Ireland. The master later pro- 
duced a bill of lading received by his merchant at Cork, but it did 
not entirely agree with the cargo. The names of the owners of 
the cargo were Colwell and Hambelton, both of Cork. Deponent 
took the dogger’s boy before the agent of the Prize Office, to be 
examined, and, after some encouragement, the boy swore they had 
taken in the wine in the river of Nantes, at a place called Peubeef 
{ Paimbceuf ],and adhered to this in spite of his master’s efforts to 
shake him. He further said that his master had lived at Nantes, 
where he was married to the daughter of Mr. Punch, an Jrish- 
man; but that they now lived at Dungarvan. The master said 
he was born at Bilbao and lived at Dungarvan, and came from 
Lisbon. Michell said the dogger traded with France and 
belonged to France before the war. The master and Mr. Ham- 
belton, the merchant, threatened and challenged deponent, and 
he was offered 100 guineas to desist from further trouble, but he 
refused the bribe. The merchant then arrested him for stopping 
the dogger, but deponent gave bail, and delivered up the dogger 
to the Prize Office. Just before he sailed for Milford to load 
with corn for Lisbon, Michell told him the dogger’s consort had 
come into Castlehaven. She belonged to Ross, and was owned 
by one Capt. Butler. She had sailed from thence with butter, 
fish and tallow. He found the surveyor had seized her; but she 
was soon cleared, and sailed for Ross. Capt. Deering, commander 
of the Arundel, brought another small vessel which he tuok near 
Youghal, her crew having deserted her and left the merchant on 
board that came from France in her. She was laden with wine 
and almonds. ‘he captain told deponent that one of his consorts 
had been taken to Kinsale by a letter of marque man. The 
merchant said they had sailed. from Lisbon in company with the 
dogger. On his return from Milford, deponent put into Cork 
and found the dogger there laden with provisions for Lisbon ; 
but on his arrival at Lisbon, he found that, though the dogger 
had left Cork before him, no such vessel had arrived or unloaded

by the same management run in Ireland, as the wool is carried off ; 
and, as I am informed, most of the wines brought into Ireland 
before the war were thus purchased. 


4. This trade has, for some years, been carried on with success ; Fleece wool is 
fleece wool at this time being worth but 4d. per pound, and combed worth now but >, 
wool worth 10d. in Ireland; when in France the first is sold for #¢: #24 combed 
2s.

Mr. Knox’s report to his Grace the Duke of Ormonde, with 
observations in relation to the exporting of wool out of Ire! 
into France. 


May it please your Grace, In obedience to your Grace’s ¢ 
mands, pursuant to a letter from the Rt. Honble. the Lord E 
Treasurer of England, dated 12 May last, I have made a sui 
of the coasts from Arklow Head, in the county of Wicklow in 
east, to Dingle and the south side of the river Shannon in 
west, being about 320 miles coastways, and as that is the « 
coast that faces France and most contiguous to it, so is | 
plainly guilty of corresponding and trading with that country 


1. I find that all that coast, according to the memorial encl 
in the said letter, [is] full of little harbours, creeks and pror 
tories jutting into the sea, with many small islands not far from 
shore, and the inhabitants thereof generally Papists, and 
Custom House officers so few that guard it, and their station 
remote, that, as things now are, it is impossible to prevent bo 
correspondence and trade with France, And as nobody, I bel: 
doubts the inclination of the Irish that way, so their opportun 
are so fair, and the gain so great, quick and inviting, that 
temptation is not to be resisted, nor the trade stopped of sen 
wool thither, but by a care and charge suitable to the inju 
does the public. 


2. By discoursing with several of the riding officers on 
said coasts, I found it their chief care and business to prevent 
running of goods imported, duties on goods exported being 
inconsiderable, nor could I perceive them sufficiently appris« 
the mischievous consequence of sending wool and worsteds 
France, nor the offence the very suspicion of it gives Eng! 
Nor could I, upon the strictest inquiry, be informed of any p 
of wool or worsted being seized on these coasts, but once 
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four years ago at Cork, when the niggardliness of the merchant 
made the cooper that headed the casks in which it was enclosed 
and pressed discover the fraud. 


3. I have also discoursed with several of the inhabitants of the 
said coast and islands on the subject of sending wool into France, 
and find none of them that want a will to do it; on the contrary, 
they rather argue for it, and say, the prohibition made to their 
woollen manufacturers by England are so injurious to the country 
and the effect so plain by the great scarcity of coin they now 
labour under, that they must get money one way or other to pay 
their rents. And since this seems so natural, and it is not made 
matter of conscience, so [they] are not restrained that way, it is, 
with submission, I think, but absolutely necessary that it [the 
trade] should be {restrained in] some other. 


4, In my passage through Dungarvan and Youghal, I made 
inquiry for one Roch, and Hayes, masters of ships, and who for 
along time had carried on this clandestine trade with France (and 
the methods by which they did it are not unknown to me). They 
are both Papists, live now in that port, and have enriched them- 
selves by it; and at the same time I was informed that the two 
Trish ships lately taken by a Dutch privateer coming out of 
Rochelle and brought into Falmouth in May last, and which had 
carried both provision and wool into France, were not loaded out, 
though consigned thither, but were sent from other places which 
they acquainted me with. 


5. I have also been informed by several inhabitants of the said 
islands, that it is a frequent thing with them to have casks 
brought in great numbers and landed from the adjacent shores by 
parcels, as also to have others landed out of ships come from 
France, and as, they say, they took the former to be beef for the 
ship’s crew to save the custom, so they knew the latter to be wines 
and brandies to save the duty. And, on my journey to Dingle in 
Kerry, I met with several English sailors set ashore there by 
four French privateers, who were then in sight of that coast, and 
inquiring of them the occasion of that unusual kindness in the 
French, they told me that they believed they had something yet 
to do on that coast that they were unwilling to have them 
witnesses to. And this, one might easily imagine by their 
hovering so long amongst the islands; nor do I see how it is 
possible to prevent this practice, but by other methods than now 
used, which, if followed, the French could not take upon them, as 
they do now, to supply Spain with their thin stuffs in lieu of our 
baizes, &c., whilst so many hands stand still in both Kingdoms, 
and the poor want bread. 


6. As to combed wool and worsteds, which I find to be wrought 
up in great quantities in and about Ross, Waterford, Clonmel and 
Bandon-bridge, they pretend to send them to Dublin and Cork, 
and so for England, when, at the same time, I am very well assured, 
that little or no combed wool is sent for England, but that even 
from Dublin and near it great quantities are sent to France. 
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Which makes 
the inhabitants 
rather for it 
than against it, 
and they argue 
accordingly. 


Roch made

4 voyages in 
one year. 


To send wool 
from Ireland 
has been a long 
practice, but 
especially from 
the islands of 
the Saltee, 
which belong to 
Mr. Knox.

Knox was at 
Dingle, and 
from this coast 
are packets

measure, prevent the practice. : 


7. And to the having of French passes, it is most certain tl 
those who use this trade are not without them, and they : 
brought to them (as in the said memorial) by French privatee 
who sometimes carry off wool, and I have myself seen some 
them the last war, and was told how they were procured; | 
that being very criminal it is hard to be found out. But the 
who understand the nature of the Irish, know that for a sm 
reward they will betray one another, and this is perhaps one of t 
best ways to deal with them. But as it was now my busin 
rather to inform your Grace of the truth of the above practic 
than detect the criminals, so I do in no ways doubt but your Gre 
will in your wisdom make such use of it as may be for I 
Majesty’s service and the public good ; this being all matter 
fact, and the persons, as well as methods used, known to me. 


8. To prevent all which clandestine and pernicious practices : 
the future, I have, may it please your Grace according to yc 
Grace’s command, upon the view and survey of the said coas 
considered of the best and most proper methods of putting a st 
to them, and humbly propose that the same measures may 
taken upon the southera coasts here, as on the coasts of Ke 
and Sussex, and have, in order thereunto, drawn a map of the s 
coasts, with the proper distance to place officers in, for the bet 
guard thereof; with a scheme and estimate of the yearly chars 
all which will not amount to one third of what it costs annua 
England for the like service ; nor by computation the 20th part 
the yearly charge of those 12 armed ships and sloops appoiut 
by the Act of Parliament in England to guard these very coa 
from this mischievous traffic, and yet I am (with all submission) 
opinion will as effectually answer the end. 


9. I know that England, and |but justly, is extremely jealous 
this trade with France, and that they value no expense to hin« 
it, and that a more acceptable service cannot be done than ey 
the very endeavouring to prevent it ; and I am truly sensible tl 
for one pack of wool that goes from England now, there are s 
four from Ireland to France, and the masters of ships and ot! 
prisoners, who daily come from Brest, Rochelle and Nantes, me 
that matter so clear and evident that, as I am told, Capt. Her 
Baker, who is surveyor-general of the coast of Kent and Sus: 
to prevent the like trade with France, intends, in his own justifi 
tion, to lay this matter before the next Session of Parliament 
England, which information I do not in the least doubt, but yc 
Grace will by your prudent management prevent, and let not t 
whole Kingdom suffer for what is acted, and that clandestin: 
too, by only a part of it. 

This, may it please your Grace, is entirely left to your Grac 
consideration to act therein asin your wisdom you shall think m 
proper for the prevention of so growing an evil, and a practice 
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long continued and so very prejudicial to the service of the public.

A memorial for Mr. Secretary Southwell, being an extract of 
several laws made in HEngland to prevent the exportation of 
wool :—The title and the first half of the preamble of the Act of 
7 and 8 Will. III. c. 28, for the more effectual preventing the 
exportation of wool, and for the encouraging the importation 
thereof from Ireland, are then quoted, and the memorial then goes 
on as follows:—Soon after the passing this Act, Capt. Baker’s 
establishment was made, in order to guard the coasts of Kent and 
Sussex from the exportation of wool into, and hinder the corre- 
spondence with, France; and had the like been made here, many 
mischiefs and evils had been prevented, and the jealousy England 
entertains of this trade and correspondence removed ; and it is now 
hoped his Grace will put a stop to it by doing the like in Ireland. 

Anno Decimo et Undecimo Gulielmi III. Regis. An Act to 
prevent the exportation of wool out of the Kingdoms of Ireland 
and England into foreign parts, and for the encouragement of 
the woollen manufactures in the Kingdom of England.* 

Of which the said Lieutenant, Deputy, Lord Justices or any 
of them, being Chief Governors for the time being, shall once 
every year lay a particular account in writing, under his or 
their hands, before the King, his heirs aud successors, in 
Council. 

This clause shows that the Chief Governor of Ireland is 
obliged to take this matter of the exportation of wool into his 
particular care, and of which he is to give the Queen in Council 
a yearly account, and has in this a discretional power to act 
therein as he shall think necessary or proper for the service of 
the public. 

It was upon this clause that the examination of this matter 
was referred to his Grace, and as the preamble in the former 
Act shows the sentiments of England as to this pernicious trade 
aod correspondence with France, so the latter shows how great 
a concern his Grace has in endeavouring to prevent it. Szgned 
T.K. Dated Dublin, 11 Oct. 1703. 


A Memorial for his Grace the Duke of Ormonde, Lord 
Lieutenant General and General Governor of Ireland :—May 
it please your Grace, Mr. Secretary Southwell having com- 
municated to the Honble. the Commissioners of H.M.’s Revenue 
all papers relating to my survey of the southern coasts, and 
as they have, I hope, made no material objections, but left it 
to your Grace to do what you shall think necessary for the 
public good, I presume thereupon further to propose to your 
Grace that, if you shall be pleased to grant me a_ provisional 
commission to be surveyor-general of these coasts I have 
surveyed, as Capt. Baker is of Kent and Sussex, with such 
powers as are requisite for the executing of that office, and 
directions to the said Commissioners of the Revenue to be by 
their officers aiding and assisting in the several ports mentioned 
in the said survey, with an addition of such other officers as 
shall be thought sufficient, according to the scheme now lying 
before them, I do undertake for the future to prevent the

An extract of proofs of the sending 35 ships with provisions ar 
combed wool from the south coast of Ireland into France. 


1. Captain Joseph Brock (who at present commands tl 
Runner, privateer, of Jersey) proves that there were gre 
quantities of wool constantly exported from Ireland into Fran 
before the late war. 


2. The said Capt. Brock also proves that one Hayes, — 
Youghal, made 15 voyages during the time of the lute war, wi 
wool and provisions, from Ireland into France. 


3. The said Captain likewise proves that one Roch, 
Youghal, made four voyages in one year from thence to Franc 
during also the war, and that he cleared 2,200/. each voyage f 
the wool so carried; and this he had from the confessio: 
of the said Hayes and Roch when he was with them > 
Nantes. 


4, Capt. Brock likewise proves that, since this present ws 
there came in 9 ships, with provisions and combed wool, in 
Nantes, there being much lead and shot put into the barr 
with the wool, to make it bear an equal weight with the bee 
and this wool he saw unloaded when he was a prisoner in Nauté 
but had the liberty of the town. 


5. Mr. Benjamin Maris. made four voyages to France wi 
provisions and combed wool in barrels, during the interval — 
peace, and brought in return ankers of brandy and silks; ai 
as he shipped off this wool from the Saltee Islands, belongi: 
to Mr. Knox, near Waterford, so at his return he landed bo 
the brandies und silks at the same place, and the silks sent | 
England. 


6. Capt. William Nunn (now commander of the Ann, galle 
went from Wexford in Ireland, in August 1701, for Roche 
with 50 barrels of combed wool, and there was as many m 
in the same ship. She was entered at Waterford and took in 
beef and butter there ; but the wool was taken in at a creek, 
in return this ship also brought back brandies and silks, whi 
were also run, and the silks sent to England, |

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7. And, in May last, a Dutch privateer took two Irish ships 
coming out of Rochelle with wines, brandies, &c., bound for Ireland. 
They were consigned to Youghal, but loaded from Cork and 
Limerick with provisions and woo]. And this information Mr. 
Knox received when on his survey at Youghal. 


From all which it is very evident that a trade and corre- 
spondence is held by sending of wool from the south coast of 
Ireland into France, and that as well in times of peace as war. 
But, if the same methods were used there as here, it is not to be 
doubted but this pernicious trade might be prevented, and H.M.’s 
Revenue increased thereby.

An extract of Capt. Nunn’s letter to Mr. Knox, 8 June 1704. 


That, being commander of the Ann, galley, and in December 
last bound from Yarmouth to Leghorn with red herrings, he was, 
in the latitude of 46, attacked by a French privateer of 36 guns, 
and carried into St. Malo. 

That, being four months a prisoner there, he met with several 
Irishmen, masters of ships, and merchants, his acquaintance, who 
had lately come from the southern coasts of Ireland, with wool 
and provisions, for France, and that he had letters from several 
others who were arrived at Brest, Nantes, Rochelle and Bordeaux, 
upon the same account. 

That he was very much solicited, during his stay there, to 
engage in the same undertaking ; and, the better to discover the 
whole practice, he seemed inclined to it, but took the first 
opportunity to come for England to detect it. 

That he was formerly acquainted with this practice of sending 
combed wool from Ireland into France, and is satisfied that now 
it is more used than ever, and that chiefly by means of French 
passes, with which they are furnished, so that it is almost become 
an open trade. 

That he was at several of their woollen manufactories, where 
they were working up of slight stuffs to supply Spain, and that 
they confessed to him they could not make good their contracts 
with the Spaniards without our combed wool, and that there were 
mighty advantages and rewards to such that furnished it. 

And that he was told, and is well assured, that there were 
those in Ireland who had undertaken to furnish the French fleet 
with beef and butter the next season, and that there be many 
others that can prove the same. Signed Wm. N. 


A letter to Mr. Lowndes. 


Sir, I know not by what fate it happens that to many persons 
who, either conscious of the crime or willing to detect others 
(as you will perceive by the enclosed from Capt. Masterson), 
have made their application to me, by a discovery of the wicked 
trade of sending wool from Ireland into France, and yet I am so 
unhappy as hitherto not to be able to help myself or them. It is 
now above two years since J was first acquainted with that sec 
and, as soon as I could make myself master of it, I came for 
England, where, meeting fresh proofs of its certainty, I told 
you of it, and, by your directions, I made my Lord Treasurer 
acquainted with the whole proceeding. I have now attended 
eight months the prosecution of it, and hope Capt. Baker’s report 
will finish the inquiry ; and, if there wants other evidence to

Lords, What I humbly propose to your Lordships concerning 
the navy, is as follows. 

Perceiving by the Votes of Parliament that her Majesty is to 
have for this year’s service by sea 40,000 men, and by her 
Majesty each man is allowed one gallon of beer for every day, and 
to my knowledge no man can or does drink 3 quarts day by day 
in any of her Majesty’s ships, so iif your Lordships would be 
pleased to take it into your consideration, and order that we may 
have but 3 quarts a day, and Jet it be measured out three times 
every day by the order of the master and not by the pursers and 
his crew, for they neither value the Queen nor her poor sailors, 
they have no interest but gain, so betwixt the covetous purser 
and the careless sailors half of the beer is embezzled, or hove 
away, and by this means we very often come short of drink, and 
are forced to be content with one quart of water a day. I was at 
that allowance and less 4 months the last summer in H.M’s ship 
the Ipswich, in which I was a volunteer, and most times we are 
in necessity and very hardly used by the aforesaid reasons. I 
know it by woeful experience, for I have used the sea 35 years. 
If your Lordships would be pleased to take it into your considera- 
tions, and regulate it as I humbly propose, you will gain her 
Majesty and the nation every day 10,000 gallons of beer, besides 
the casks, which is considerable, and then we shall never want 
drink ; so we shall have 4 months beer when as now we have 
but three, and you will save every year 36,5007 in beer. Now 
we are forced to hire merchant ships to carry this beer, which is 
36,500 butts of beer.

Mr. De Foe’s proposal with regard to the 
manning of the fleet, as follows :— 
Of the seamen. 
Humbly craving your Lordships’ pardon if I mistake, I presume 
your Lordships’ commands are included in the following question, 
viz., How may the fleet be manned without the delays, expense, 
violences and other intolerable inconveniences of impressing 
seamen? It is my humble opinion that searching for the causes 
of, this evil will immediately direct to the cure. The true and 
ori, wal causes of the scarcity of, or rather the difficulty in 
procuring, seamen are these two. 
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1. The exorbitant, unreasonable and in all respects dispropor 
tioned wages given to sailors in the service of the merchant. 


2. Want of some due measures to procure able-bodied landmer 
on any emergency of State to embrace willingly the service ant 
thereby increase the number of seamen in time of war. The firs 
of these I humbly think to be the true, and perhaps the only. 
reason why our seamen skulk and hide themselves from the public 
service, since it cannot be expected the sailors should covet te 
serve the Queen at 23s. per month, when at the same time they 
ean have 55s. per month in the service of the merchant. Thi: 
premised, I humbly propose that an Act to limit the wages of 
seamen in the service of the merchant may be passed, wherein a 
fixed rate of wages per month, where the custom of trade is te 
sail per the month, and per the voyage, where they sail by the 
voyage, and per share where the sailors are paid by the share, 
may be appointed, proportioned to and limited by the rates 
now paid by her Majesty in the navy, or as near thereto, as 
to your Lordships shall seem convenient, with stated penalties 
both to masters, owners or seamen who shall give or take beyond 
it. If your Lordships command me to lay before you any reasons 
on the particulars, or schemes for the performing this, your orders 
shall be readily obeyed ; the proposer not presuming to offer those 
things without your Lordships’ special directions. 

For the supplying with landmen on any emergency of the State, 
the proposer humbly represents that the Act of Parliament em- 
powering the civil magistrate to list or enter men into the service, 
has this defect in it, that many thousands of able-bodied men, 
proper subjects for that Act and perhaps inclined enough to the 
service, are hindered from entering or at least are not obliged to 
enter as the law directs, the churchwardens, overseers, etce., 
screening them from the law, to prevent their wives and children 
becoming chargeable to the parish. To rectify this, the proposer 
humbly offers that a clause be brought in, empowering the proper 
officers of every parish, in case any man shall voluntarily enter 
himself into the service who has a family in the said parish, to 
take such care of, and make such allowance to, their said families, 
as shall be thought fit by your Lordships, during such time as the 
said person continues in her Majesty’s service, the same to be 
repaid out of the treasury of the navy or allowed on their taxes 
and discounted out of the pay of the person so serving. And the 
said payment, or such other pension or allowance as shall be 
thought fit, and for as long time to be continued to the said 
family, i in case the man should lose his life in the said service. 
This t’is presumed will not only encourage great numbers to list) 
but will remove the obstruction which now prevents the parish 
officers marking out those that are proper, and some methods for 
the making this yet more effectual shall be laid before your 
Lordships if your commands require them. 


By this method the proposer humbly supposes at least 
thousand able-bodied landmen may be raised on any emergeney 
for the public occasion without force, charge or oppression. 


Another method, every way as certain, and in all its ps 
superior to any yet practised either here or abroad is as 
follows :— . 

By an Act to cause all the seamen in England at once to be 
entered into the public service and immediate pay. 7

7. The seamen be pleased and thankful. 

8. A large sum of money raised annually for the service of 
the Government. 

The clauses of this regulation are too many to trouble your 
Lordships with here. An abstract of them the proposer humbly 
presents and shall at any time be ready on your Lordships’ com- 
mands to enter on the particulars ; 

1. That in proper offices in every port and subjected to 
the same powers now employed, all the seamen or seafaring 
men in the nation be immediately listed or entered into the 
Queen’s pay, in classes and degrees, according to the usage 
of the navy. 

2. That they shallall receive half-pay when out of employ- 
ment; 23s. per month in her Majesty’s service, 26s. per 
month in the merchants’ service, 36s. per voyage to New- 
castle and proportioned rates for other voyages and per 
month half-pay or other rates as to your Lordships shail 
seem fit. 

3. That the same provision be made for seamen maimed 
in the service of the merchant as in her Majesty’s service. 

That no man presume to hire, employ or carry to sea any man 
as a sailor but what he shall receive from the proper officers 

) appointed. 

That the merchant masters, etc., shall receive any number of 
men they want at eight days’ demand, with liberty of choice and 
refusing, showing reasons for it, without delay, fee, payment or 
any manner of consideration. 

That the merchant shall pay the Government not the seamen, 
,and the seamen be paid by the Government. 

In time of war the merchant to pay the Government 30s. per 
month for able seamen and no more, the overplus of 4s. per month 
to be reserved to make good the half-pay. 

A table of regulations, differences, averages, stoppage of pay, 
methods of discharge, rules of subordination, allowance to seamen 
abroad, orders for dismissal of men at delivering ports, trading 
voyages, rules for the seamen in case of the loss of ships abroad 
and all the proper niceties of trade, in such cases, the proposer 
shall be ready to offer to your Lordships whenever your com- 
mands shall require it. 

The sums the Government shall save are so great and will be 
so easily paid and so willingly by the merchant that no proposal 
on our marine affairs can equal, the particulars whereof I am 
ready to offer whenever your Lordships think fit. 

By this proposal the tax to be levied will be easy, because all 
that pay it will be gainers, and all the advantages proposed will 
be gained out of the present exorbitant wages of seamen, which 
is now the great and most destructive burden of trade, and which 
costs this nation at this time above a million per annum.

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Of the Coal Trade. :

(a) Breviate of the above Bill, as follows, viz. :—The Bill sets forth 
that in and by several Acts passed in the reigns of Queen 
Elizabeth, King Charles II., King James II. , King William and 
Queen Mary, and the late King William, divers Necessary pro- 
visions are made for the settlement, relief and maintenance of 
the poor, which laws are nevertheless in some respects defective. 
Wherefore the Bill enacts that in all extra parochial places within 
this Kingdom any two or more justices of the peace of any 
county, riding, city, town corporate, or precinct within which 
such place shall be, shall yearly at the usual time appoint over- 
seers of the poor for such places, and that the inhabitants thereof 
shall be subject to such payments as if such place was a parish ; 
save only that forty days’ residence after notice in writing to the 
said overseers shall gain a settlement there. It further enacts 
that the overseers of every parish or place as aforesaid, with the

accordingly any one or more such justices shall send them to the 
house of correction there to continue any time not exceeding 
days.

The Bill also sets forth that divers lands and tene- 
ments are and may be occupied by tenants who by reason of 
poverty are excused from any taxation to the poor. Wherefore 
it enacts that, after the (lay of , where any 
tenant shall he excused as aforesaid and yet pay rent, the over- 
seers, with the consent of two or more justices of such place, may 
charge such lands and tenements with such sums as they shall 
think fit, which sums the tenants may deduct out of the rents 
and pay the same to the said overseers, who upon refusal shall 
be committed to the common gaol until payment thereof, and the 
landlords are to allow such deductions upon the receipt of the 
residue of their rents. It further enacts that the overseers, with 
the consent of one or more justices of such place as aforesaid, 
having a stock may employ any poor persons of such place, 
paying them such wages as shall be settled pursuant to this Act, 
who upon refusal to work shall be sent to the house of correction 
there to be whipped and kept at hard labour any time not exceed- 
ing days. The Bill provides that any two or more 
parishes within the same county, by mutual consent, and with 
the approbation of the justices at their general quarter sessions 
for such county, may make a joint arrangement for setting the 
poor on work under rules framed by the overseers and 
the justices. The Bill further enacts that, if any persons 
who shall be set on work as aforesaid shall embezzle or for- 
sake the work, the overseers by warrant from the justices or

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persons to the house of correction, there to remain not exceeding 
days as they shall think fit, and the buyer of any such 
goods, knowing them to be such, shall suffer the same punishment.

And, because such commodities are often sold by persons not being known 
merchants, vintners or shopkeepers, it is enacted that all such persons 
having these prohibited goods in their possession shall suffer 

imprisonment without bail. And any ship or vessel importing the goods 
prohibited by this Act shall be forfeited, and the persons in charge of such 
vessel shall be subjected to twelve months’ imprisonment without bail, and 
every person assisting in unshipping the goods shall be liable to the same 
imprisonment or to be publicly whipped, and all conveyances for removing 
the said goods shall be forfeited, to be disposed of, part for the use of the 
poor of that parish and the other part to the use of the person who shall 
seize them. Rates for the prices of the goods are to be taken from the 
rates given in the book of rates made in the 12th year of Charles II and 
any which are not given shall be determined by the jury who shall try the 
Cause. And, for the encouragement of all such, whether officers of the 
Customs or others who shall seize such goods and prosecute the offenders, 
it is enacted that such persons shall receive part of the value of 
the goods. And, if any officer or person belonging to the Customs shall, by 
fraud or corruption, connive at the importation of prohibited goods, he shall 
forfeit , and be made incapable of any office or employment under 
her Majesty, her heirs-and successors, and also forfeit thegpenalties of such 
bonds wherein they stand obliged for the true performance of their trust 
as officers of the Customs. And, for the more effectual discovery and 
seizure of any of the goods, it shall be lawful for any person authorized by 
writ of assistance under the seal of the Court of Exchequer to take a 
constable or other public officer by day time into any house, shop, cellar 
or wareliouse, and, in case of resistance, to break open doors, chests, trunks 
or any other package. This Act shall not apply to any goods seized as 
lawful prize by any of her Majesity’s ships of war or privateers. [On 
19 Jan., the House ordered the Judges to prepare this Bill. The Bill 
was brought in and read 1* this day.

Sheriffs’ Bill Commons’ engrossment of an Act for the 
ease of sheriffs in the execution of their offices and in passing their aecounts.* 
Whereas the office of sheriff has been found by long experience to be very 
expensive and burdensome to the subjects of this Realm because the laws 
made for preventing unnecessary charges in that office and for ease in 
passing their accounts have not fully had the good effect which was 
intended and also for want of ascertaining the fees of officers before whom 
their accounts are to pass as well as other officers aud persons demanding 
fees from the said sheriffs as also for want of ascertaining the allowances 
that shall hereafter be made to sheriffs upon passing their accounts. And 
whereas sheriffs have been put to long and unnecessary attendance in 
passing their accounts, by reason of all which discouragements those 
persons in several counties who are most able and best qualified do use ali 
endeavours to avoid the same office from whence many inconveniences do 
and may arise to the public welfare of this Kingdom, be it, therefore, 
enacted, ete. : 

§ i. That from and after the first day of May which shall be in the 
year of our Lord 1705, if any sheriffs shall incur the penalty of two 
hundred pounds mentioned in an Act, entitled an Act for preventing the 
unnecessary charge of sheriffs and for ease in passing their accounts, made 
in 13 & 14 Car. II. and made perpetual in the first year of the late King 
James II., that it shall and may be lawful for any person whatsoever to

2116. Feb. 16. Poor Relief Bill—Commons’ engrossment of an Act 
r the relief, employment and settlement of the poor. The object of the 
ill was to consolidate and amend the laws then in existence for the 
lief of the poor. 

The main provisions of the Bill, which is of great length, are as 
Nows, viz. :— 

The parishioners of every parish and the inhabitants of every town 
e to meet on Haster Tuesday and nominate one or more substantial 
useholders to be overseers of the poor for the ensuing year.* The 
erseers are to be approved by two or more justices and are to hold 
fice for a year. The overseers are to find work for children whose 


* In the event of no such nomination by the householders, two justices are to 
minate the overseers for the year. If no overseers are appointed in any parish 
town, every justice within the division, and every mayor, alderman aud head officer 
any town, is to be fined 5/., to be used for the relief of the poor. 
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parents cannot afford to maintain them, and also for married a1 
unmarried persons who cannot maintain themselves. ‘The overseers are 
raise weekly or otherwise from the inhabitants of the parish, in proportic 
to their personal estate, such money as they may require for poor reli 
and also a convenient stock of flax, hemp, wool, thread, iron and oth 
necessaries with which to set the poor to work.

full reparation for the damage done, or wrong sustained. If any oversee 
neglects or refuses to bring in his account or to pay over and deliver t 
the new overseer the overplus of money or goods remaining in his hand:

All indentures of apprentices bound out by the officers of any parish 
ete., or place certificates of inhabitants of other parishes, etc., notes o 
persons coming to settle in any such parish, ete., and other parish paper 
must be kept by the overseers in the Church vestry or other usual plac 
of meeting in a box with two or more different locks.

If the overseers of any parish, ete., or any other person chargeable witle 
)payment of any sum to the poor rate of the said parish, etc., complain 
uny two justices that any person likely to be chargeable to the parish, 
., and not having his last legal settlement there, is come to settle in the 
1 parish, ete., in any tenement under the yearly value of ten pounds 
out having such certificate as is hereafter allowed, two justices after 
wnination of the said complaint may by their warrant cause such person 
be removed to such parish or place where he was last legally settled, 
ess he give sufficient security to the parish in which he has come to 
ide. Every overseer to whom such notice in writing as aforesaid shall 
lelivered must read the same, or cause to be read the sane, publicly in the 
veh or chapel of such parish or place immediately after divine service 
yn the next Sunday after the delivery thereof and cause the same to be 
istered in the book to be kept for that purpose as aforesaid. [f he 
slects or refuses to cause the same to be published or to be registered, 
shall, for every such offence, forfeit the sum of forty shillings to the 
of the aggrieved party, and the same sum to the use of the poor 
the said parish. 

No soldier, seaman, shipwright or other artificer or workman whilst 
oloyed in her Majesty’s service, and no person residing by virtue of a 
‘ificate only, shall have any settlement in any parish, etc., merely by 
wery or publication of this notice in writing. 

To enable persons to go into other parishes in time of harvest or to seek 
‘k without being a burden to the parish into which they go, the Bill 
vides that any person who goes to live in a new parish must deliver to 
overseers of the poor of the said parish a certificate from the overseers 
yny other parish stating that he is an inhabitant legally settled in that 
ish. Any such certificate must be attested by two or more credible 
nesses and allowed by two or more justices, and it must be registered 
a book kept for that purpose by the overseers to whom it is delivered. 
any person, who resides in any parish upon the strength of such a 
lificate, is forced to ask relief of the parish, then, and not before, it shall 
lawful for two such justices to convey any such person and his wife or 
ldren, even if they have been born in that parish, to the parish or place 
ere the said person was last legally settled, unless such person shall 
‘e hired in the parish in which he is residing a tenement worth ten 
nds per annum and occupied the same, or filled any official position 
he parish during one whole year. In case any person whose removal 
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has been ordered by the warrant of two justices refuses to go or does) 
not remain in the parish where he is sent, but returns of his own 
accord to the parish from where he has been removed, any justice may 
send the offender to the house of correction there to be punished asa 
vagabond, or to some public workhouse there to be employed in work or 
labour. If the overseers of the parish to which any person is removed 
refuse to receive him and to provide work for him, any justice is to bind 
any such officer to the assizes or sessions, there to be indicted for his 
contempt in that behalf. If any person is removed by virtue of this Act 
from one county, riding, city, town corporate or liberty to any other 
by warrant of two justices, the overseers of the parish to which the said 
person shall be so removed must receive him; and, if any overseer 
refuses or neglects so to do, he shall forfeit for every offence the sum 
of five pounds to the use of the poor of the parish from which the said 
person was so removed. Any two justices may compel the overseers 
of any parish to provide for any person or persons legally settled in sucii 
parish a convenient house or place of dwelling at such reasonable rate 
as shall be approved of by the said justices, or to give him or them a 
certificate at the election of the said justices according to this Act. If 
the overseers think themselves injured by the judgment of the said two 
justices, they may appeal to the next sessions whose determination 
thereon shall be final. No certiorari is to be granted or allowed for the 
removal of any order relating to the settlement of any person or persons 
into any Superior Court unless the parties prosecuting such certiorari shall, 
before the allowance thereof, find two sufficient sureties who shall enter 
into recognizance before-one of the Judges of the Court of Queen’s Bench 
or before one or more justices of the county, riding or place, where such 
order was made in the sum of twenty pounds with condition to pay unto 
the persons on whose behalf such order was made, in case the order so 
removed shall be confirmed by such Superior Court, such reasonable costs 
as shall be assessed by the justice or justices to whom such certiorart 
was directed within one month after the confirmation of such order. The 
overseers of any parish if they deem it convenient, with the assent of 
two justices, may bind any of the children of any person in receipt of 
poor relief to be apprentices to any seafaring man, or to any farmer, 
or to any other person or persons, until such children, if males, reach 
ihe age of twenty-four years, and, if females, the age of one and twenty 
years, or until they marry. Any persons to whom such children are 
bound as apprentices must receive and provide for them according to 
indentures to be signed and confirmed by the two justices. If any such 
person refuses to perform his share of the indenture, he is to forfeit 
for every such offence ten pounds to be applied to the use of the poor 
of the parish where such offence is cowmitted. Any master or mistress 
of any appreutice bound out by the officer of any parish aecording to the 
directions of this Act, if he or she leaves off his or her trade, or the 
executors or administrators of any master or mistress who dies before 
the expiration of the time of such apprenticeship, may, with the consent 
of two justices, by indenture assign over and bind such apprentice for 
the remainder of the said term to some other person, who must take and 
provide for such apprentice during the residue of the said term and 
execute the counterpart of such indenture under the same penalties as his 
or her predecessor. .

And, upon complaint that any charitable gif 
have been misapplied, the Bishop of the diocese and his chancellor and tl 
justices shall have power to inquire into such charitable gifts and redress ar 
wrongs that may have been done, And, in order that such poor boys mi 
be further educated, it shall be lawful for any corporation to give, beyor 
what is required for the maintenance of a school, to any college in tl 
Universities of Oxford and Cambridge a yearly rent (not exceeding ty 
hundred pounds to any one college) for the maintenance of any such po 
boy or boys.

1¢ place where they are born so that they defraud the impotent and aged 
oor, two justices are empowered to charge the mother and reputed father 
ith the cost of maintenance for such bastard child, and, upon their refusal 
» be security for such maintenance, the justices, at the next general 
ssions, shall commit such persons to the common gaol without bail until 
1ey shall give the required security. The justices shall also have power 
» commit any lewd woman who shall have any bastard child, chargeable 
1 the parish, to the house of correction. And, if the parents of legitimate 
; illegitimate children leave such children upon the charge of the parish 
though such parents possess sufficient estate to discharge the cost of 
ich children, the overseers shall have power to seize and dispose 
' so much of their goods as will defray the cost of maintenance. Any 
idwife or other person who is convicted of not giving notice to the 
verseers that an unmarried woman, being with child, is residing in her 
ouse, shall be liable to a fine of twenty pounds, one third to be given to 
1@ prosecutor and two thirds to the poor of,that place. 


Then follows a clause giving the definition of the term, sturdy 


eggar, viz.:—All persons going about begging calling themselves scholars, 
afaring men pretending losses, soldiers and mariners with counterfeit 
rtificates or licences, all idle persons using any subtle craft or unlawful 
ames or pretending to have knowledge in physiognomy or paimistry, all 
ersons who are proctors, precurers, patent gatherers or collectors for 
risons, gaols or hospitals, all fencers, bear wards, common players of 
iterludes and minstrels, jugglers and tinkers, all wandering persous and 
smmon labourers refusing work for reasonable wages, ull persons who 
ave run away leaving their family on the parish, all persons pretending 
sses by fire or otherwise, and all persons pretending to be Egyptians or 
sunterfeit Egyptians.—All such sturdy beggars shall be apprehended by 
constable and taken to the nearest justice who, after examination, may 
‘der them to be whipped or sent to the house of correction, and afterwards 
be sent to where they were last settled, or, if that cannot be discovered, 
| the place where they were born, or, failing that, to the place where they 
st passed through without being apprehended, and the officers of that 
ace may place them in gaol or in the house of correction and employ 
em in some work. ‘The justice who gives these orders is to make out a 
rtificate for the conveyance of such persons, in order that the constable 
ay be fully paid for his loss of time and expense in conveying such 
4rsons ; the money so expended to be paid out of the gaol and marshalsea 
oney, and, where that is insufficient, it is to be raised by the justices in 
ir respective counties, ete. If any such rogues are considered to be 
ingerous to the public or such as cannot be reformed, the justices, at 
eir quarter sessions, may order them to be banished from the Kingdom 
any of the plantations or any other places beyond the seas, which places 
all be assigned by the Privy Council or any six whereof the Lord 
hancellor or Lord Keeper or the Lord Treasurer is to be one.

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Any person having charge of a vessel coming to England from 
Ireland, Scotland, the Isle of Man or the plantations who knowingly and 
willingly brings in any rogue or beggar shall forfeit five pounds to the 
poor ‘of the parish where he is landed, and any such rogue or beggar 
shall be whipped and conveyed back to those parts from whence he came, 
and every constable, etc., neglecting to perform his duty, shall forfeit twenty 
shillings for every offence. A reasonable charge shall be allowed to every 
constable at the port from whence a rogue or beggar is transported to 
defray the cost of such transportation and the cost of maintaining such 
person before transportation, which sum shall be raised as provided in this 
Act for conveying such rogues from place to place in this Kingdom. 

No diseased or impotent poor person shall go to the city of Bath or 
town of Buxton, or other places where medicinal waters are used, upon 
pain of being treated as sturdy beggars, unless such persons refrain 
from begging and are licensed to go there by two justices, and the 
inhabitants of such places shall not be charged with the relief of such 
poor people. 

Every person who does not apprehend a sturdy beggar who seeks 
alms at his house shall be fined ten shillings and any constable or other 
officer who neglects his duties with regard to the provisions of this Act 
shall forfeit twenty shillings. 

Every person who hinders the execution of the provisions of this 
Act shall forfeit five pounds and be bound for his good behaviour. 

Every person who shall apprehend a sturdy beggar who has passed 
through any parish unapprehended shall be entitled to receive two 
shillings from the constable or other oflicer of that parish, and, if the 
latter should refuse, the justice may fine such constable, etc., twenty 
shillings for such neglect and recompense such person. 

And because the laws with regard to the apprehending of rogues and 
vagabonds have not been duly executed for the want of officers since the 
lords of manors do not keep court leets every year and do not swear and 
elect constables, it is, therefore, provided that, in case any constable, etc., 
dies or leaves the parish and another is not appointed at any court leet, 
any justice may appoint such officer who shall be approved at the next 
quarter sessions or another appointed; if any officer continues above a 
year in his office the justices in their quarter sessions may nominate 
another until the lord of that manor shall hold a court leet. 

No children under the age of seven shall be taken. to be vagabonds | 
within this Act. 

Nothing in this Act shall hinder the “mayor, eoanndnaliaa and citiventag 
of London from ordering and governing St. 'Vhomas’s Hospital. 

Nothing in this Act shall extend to prejudice: the rights of the 
heirs and assigns of John Dutton, of Dutton, in the county of Chester, : 
in relation to allowing minstrels in the county palatine and city of» 
Chester. 

Within every county of England and Wales (where there are not a’ 
sufficient number of houses of correction already built) one or more 
house of correction, together with all necessary implements to set the vaga- + 
bonds to work, shall be erected, and, in every county where this is not 
done, each justice for that county shall forfeit five pounds. ©The jusiices 
shall appoint governors of such houses and shail make the necessary 
orders and regulations for the management of the rogues and vagabonds; 
and such rogues shall not be chargeable to the county, but shall have . 
so much allowance as they shall deserve by their: own labours. The 
treasurers of the respective counties shall provide to the governors what 
is considered sufficient by the justices at their general or quarter sessions, — 
and, if the treasurers neglect or refuse to pay, the governors may. levy 
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8 same ip such manner and form as the treasurers by this Act are 
thorized to levy the weekly sums. 

If the governors or masters of such houses of correction do not 
nder to the justices at every general or quarter sessions a true account 
all persons committed to their custody, the justices shall impose fines 
they shall think fit. 

The Lord Chancellor or Lord Keeper or Commissioners of the Great 
al may, by virtue of this Act, direct commissions under the Great 
al to persons, giving them authority to examine what sums have been 
lected towards the houses of correction or stocks to set the poor to 
rk and to levy such sums which they find have not been duly employed 
¢ such uses either by distress and sale of the goods of such persons 
swerable or by imprisonment as they shall think fit. 

And, in order to prevent lewd and licentious persons from wandering 
out in all parts of the country under the name of soldiers and mariners 
’ whom outrages and robberies are frequently committed, it is provided 
at where any shipwrecked mariner or any soldier lawfully discharged 
5m beyond the seas shall apply to any justice of the peace, the said 
stice shall after examination cause such person to be conveyed to his 
ce of settlement in the same way as is provided for the conveying of 
grants.

The justices, at their general or quarter sessions, shall also set down 
hat sums of money shall be sent out of every county, etc., for the relief 

poor prisoners in Queen’s Bench and Marshalsea and also in the 
mmon gaols, hospitals and almshonses in that county, so that there 
y sent out of every county twenty shillings at least to each of the said 
isons of the Queen’s Bench and Marshalsea. ‘The justices are also to 
t down what sums shall be disposed towards the relief of soldiers or 
ariners disabled in her Majesty’s service, and these sums shall be rate- 
ly assessed upon every parish, ete., and collected by the petty constables 
d paid over to the high constables ten days before the end of every 
arter.. The high constables are to pay over the sums they receive to 
e treasurers of each county, At the Easter sessions, the justices shall 
arly elect two of themselves or other sufficient persons to be treasurers, 
ho shall continue to hold that office for one year and then give up 
eir charge with a due account of their receipts and expenditure to 
eir successors. ‘These treasurers are to pay over the money for the 
isons of the Queen’s Bench and Marshalsea to the Lord Chief Justice 
d Knight Marshal, taking their acquittance for the same, or, in default

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of the said Chief Justice, to the next most ancient Justice of the 
Queen’s Bench. If any petty or high constable fail to pay, he is to 
forfeit the sum of forty shillings, and, if the treasurer refuses to take the 
said office or misapplies the money so entrusted to him, the justices may 
inflict a fine of not less than five pounds, all such fines to be levied as 
provided for in other cases before mentioned. All surplus of moneys, 
as well as all moneys arising from fines, shall be distributed by the justices 
for the relief of the poor hospitals or for other charitable purposes as 
to the justices shall seem convenient. 

If the rate shall be thought insufficient for the various reliefs as 
aforesaid, it shall be lawful for the mayor, recorder and aldermen 
of London to rate such sums as shall be considered necessary, provided 
that no rate shall exceed more than three shillings weekly for any parish 
within the liberties of the said city. The treasurers shall keep a true 
book of all the accounts which they levy or receive and also a register of 
the names of all whom they relieve, and shall enter the certificates 
upon which they distribute relief and the reasons why they have not 
accepted any certificate. All persons, bodies politic and corporate, capable 
in law to make any purchase and contract shail have full power, by deed 
enrolled in Chancery, to erect or establish one or more hospitals, maisons 
de Dieu, etc., for the relief of poor people. Every such hospital, etc., shall 
be incorporated and called by such name as the founder, his heirs and 
assigns, shall limit, and shall, by its incorporation, have full power to 
receive and enjoy all goods, manors, lands, ete., of any persons whatsoever, 
so long as the same do not exceed the clear yearly value of five hundred 
pounds, the Statute of Mortmain or any cther statute to the contrary 
notwithstanding. Every such hospital, ete., so incorporated shall have 
full power to sue, plead, or be sued or impleaded, in any court of law, 
and to make, repeat or change any rules and ordinances according to the 
terms of its incerporation, so long as such rules and ordinances are not 
contrary to the laws and statutes of this Kingdom. Provided that all 
leases of twenty-one years or over shall be void, unless the rent is paid 
annually. 

No hospital, ete., shall be incorporated, unless the same be endowed 
with lands, tenements or hereditaments of the clear annual value of ten 
pounds or more. Any person aggrieved by any action of the overseers or 
other persons or of the justices concerning the relief of the poor may 
appeal to the justices of the peace at their general or quarter sessions, 
and, in order to prevent frivolous appeals, the justices may order costs to 
be charged against whom such appeul is determined. If the person 


‘ordered to pay such costs happens to live out of the jurisdiction of the 


court which gives such costs, then any justice of the county, etc., where 
such person resides, may levy such costs by distress, and, in default of such 
distress, may commit such person to gaol, there to remain twenty days. 
Nothing in this Act shall hinder the justices within the liberty of 
St. Albans from bearing and determining any appeals for the settlement 
of the poor which they might have done before the meking of this Act. 
All fines appointed by this Act, except as otherwise limited, shall gu 
to the use of the repairing and maintenance of the houses of correction or 
relief of the poor of the place where the offence was cominitted. The 
mayors, bailiffs and other head officers of every city, town or place, being 
justices of the peace, shall have the same authority by virtue of this Act 
as the justices of any county, etce., have; and no other justices are to enter 
or meddle therein.

Stuteville appea 
to the House of Lords against that part of the decree concerning the di 
of 800/., but the death of Lady Glenham stopped all proceedin 
Mr. Justice Dolben, after Lady Glenham’s death, on many occasic 
protested that he had no wish to foreclose, and, in proof of this, 
expressly devised 4800/. to his nephew, Gilbert Dolben, which was t 
exact amount of the debt at the time. Stuteville offered to pay the amot 
of the mortgages to Sir Gilbert Dolben, but still insisted that the 80 
debt was not chargeable. Upon Sir Gilbert refusing to account, Stu 
ville exhibited his bill and claimed to redeem the estate upon payment 
the mortgages. When the plea was heard, Lord Chancellor Som 
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vised the parties to arrange the matter amicably, but when Stuteville 
| into difficulties and did not pay the mortgages, his bill was dismissed.

In 1678, Appellant exhibited a bill in Chancery 
against the executors and representatives of ‘Thomas Bostock, of London, 
scrivener, deceased, for an account of a trust received by Bostock under a 
settlement made by Appellant’s father and also for an account of his 
father’s and mother’s personal estate, whereof 6,000Z. had been placed out 
at interest by Bostock. In July 1679, an account of the trust profits 
was decreed, but nothing was decreed as to the personal estate. In 
1686, Appellant stated his debt and costs to the amount of 2,416Z., but, 
by that time, the estate was shifted into other hands, so that after nine 
years’ prosecution Appellant was foreed to prefer a fresh bill for the 
Court to determine where he should have satisfaction. ‘This Cause was 
heard in 1688. The Court decreed that Hull and his wife, two of the 
Respondents, were answerable for the debt owing to Appellant and ordered 
that lands to that value should be sold and: that Langhorne and his wife, 
the other Respondents, should account for the rents since Bostock’s death 
over and above an sunuity for 200/. which was charged to Mrs. Hull.

Barbados.—Petition of John Lesley and Thomas 
flaxwell, Esquires, members of the late assembly of the Island of 
sarbados, and of John Kirton, Esquire, in the behalf of themselves and of 
nany other inhabitants of the saidisland. Petitioners having been greatly 
pressed by divers illegal acts and arbitrary proceedings of Sir Bevil 
tranville, Knt., the present governor of the island, to the destruction of 
he known rights, liberties and properties of Petitioners and uf many other 
nhabitants of the island, lately represented their grievances by petitiun to 
he Queen, and prayed to be relieved. Her Majesty referred this petition 
0 the Lords Commissioners for Trade and Plantations, requiring them to 
ear Petitioners and report. The matter being so heard, Petitioners, as 
hey apprehend, proved by divers credible witnesses, who were then in 
ingland, most of the particulars complained of, and, in order to make out 
ully the truth of the rest of the said matters by divers other witnesses, 
yho were then in Barbados, Petitioners prayed to be aided with a

(a) 23 Jan.1705-6. Particulars of the several grievances mentioned 
in the said petition (see principal paper above), viz. :— 
1. That the militia of the island of Barbados by the order of 
Sir Bevil Granville, the governor thereof, have been frequently 
commanded upon duty as guards, without the advice and consent 
of her Majesty’s council there first had therein, contrary to the 
laws and statutes of the said island, whereby divers inhabitants of 
the said island, especially the poorer sort, have been greatly 
, oppressed and reduced to great want and hardships. 
| 2. That the said illegal and unusual methods of placing and 
commanding the said inhabitants upon duty as guards have 
been contrived and practised on purpose to incline the assembly 
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of the said island to pass into a law, a bill brought into a lat 
assembly of the said island, by undue methods and designs of th« 
suid governor, (entitled, an Act for the security of the bays. 
towns and sea coasts of he said island from the insults o 
her Majesty’s enemies and to prevent the enemy’s gaining 
intelligence by the running away of boats) giving power ant 
authority to the said governor to raise by commission two 
companies of grenadiers, constantly to remain in the forts 
and fortifications of the said island under certain allowances and 
pay, which bill, if it had passed into an Act, would not only 
have proved destructive to the militia of the said island, but 
the governor thereby (in breach and evasion of her Majesty’s 
gracious letter of instructions and command restraining the 
governors from receiving any gifts or presents from the assembly. 
or any others, under pain of incurring her Majesty’s displeasure 
and of being recalled, her Majesty having advanced his salary to 
2,000/. per annum) would, during the continuance of such Act. 
have thereby gained at least 3,000/. per annum, as appears by a true 
calculation of the moneys which would have been raised by the 
said bill, would have amounted unto more than was necessary tc 
defiay the charges, provisions and other appointments mentioned 
in the said bill. 

3. That when the said governor had procured the said bill tc 
be brought into the said assembly, and the same on full debate 
was by a majority of the members thereof upon a third reading 
thrown out, the said governor thereupon declared that he would 
put all such members out of their offices, civil and military, who 
voted against the said bill or would obstruct the passing thereof : 
and accordingly several members of the said assembly who voted 
against the said bill and several other inhabitants of the said 
island, as also four of her Majesty’s privy council in that island 
who were esteemed by the governor to be of the same opinion, 
were, therefore, either suspended or turned out and discharged 
from their respective offices and places of trust, and are unjustly 
and for that reason only, charged and stigmatised by the said 
governor as being factious and turbulent persons, though they had 
for many years before continued without blemish in discharge of 
their several and respective offices and places of trust. 

4. That by the aforesaid violent and arbitrary proceedings of 
the said governor in displacing several colonels, lieutenant-colonels, 
majors and other inferior officers of several regiments of horse 
and foot, without the advice and consent of her Majesty’s council, 
or any just cause for the same, great confusions and disorders 
have frequently happened, whereby the said island has been 
exposed to manifest dangers and hazards if an enemy should have 
attempted the same, there being by such removal of officers scarce 
a complete regiment in the whole island. 

5. That the said governor has since, without the advice and 
consent of her Majesty’s council there, appointed other officers 
in the places of such as he had so turned out, as are wholly 
devoted to his private ends and interest, divers of which are 
unqualified and others of them are inexperienced and of mean 
estates and capacities, and, by such disposal of his favours and 
her Majesty’s commissions, some of the members of the said 
assembly have been so far influenced and prevailed on as to submit 
to the will and interest of the said governor that after some small 
and material alterations made in the said bill, the same being 
brought in again into the said assembly was voted and assented tc 
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by 12 of the 22 members whereof the assembly consisted, which 
design of the said governor your petitioners and several members 
of the said assembly apprehending did tend to the utter ruin of 
the said island, if not timely prevented, your petitioners, to hinder 
the passing of a law so destructive to the said island and promoted 
by such methods, did for that reason absent themselves from the 
said assembly, to express their dissent to such pernicious methods 
and practices, and not from any disobedience to or contempt of 
the laws or duty to her Majesty’s governor, or care and zeal for 
the public good and welfare of the said island. 

6. That the said governor, in breach of her Majesty’s gracious 
intentions and care, signified in her Royal letter from exempting 
her subjects from the burden of making presents to the governor, 
has since received as presents from the assembly of that island the 
several sums of 600/. and 5007. Soon after voting the said sum 
of 600/., the speaker of that assembly acquainted the house that 
the governor thanked them for the same, but did desire that there 
might be an alteration of the minute made thereof in the book of 
the said assembly, for that it would thereby too plainly appear to 
be a present; and accordingly to conceal the same from her 
Majesty’s knowledge, and that the governor might not incur her 
Majesty’s displeasure in the receipt thereof, there were no minutes 
regularly taken and entered in the said assembly’s books, as usually 
had been in other cases when such particular sums had been 
voted; but verbal orders being given to the treasurer, Charles 
Thomas, Esq., deceased, to make payment thereof, he did 
accordingly pay the same. 

7. That, contrary to her Majesty’s most gracious letter and 
command aforesaid, the nation of the Jews in the island have 
made several presents to the said governor, which have been 
received by him, or by other persons by his direction or privity 
to his use, and several other presents of considerable value as 
money, plate, negroes and horses have been received by him, or 
by other persons by his directions or privity to his use from private 
persons, especially from several of the natives of the kingdom of 
Scotland, who, by such means, have been advanced to the greatest 
places of trust, profit and honour, civil and military, in the said 
island, and have thereby the command of several fortifications, 
regiments and places of strength, and have also the custody of 
the records of the said island in breach of the laws, and to the 
great dissatisfaction of many of her Majesty’s English subjects, 
who live in great dread (the present circumstances of affairs 
considered) of the growing power of the Scotch in that island. 

8. That complaint being made against one Arthur Slingsby, 
chief clerk of one of tine courts of the said island, of several 
offences by him committed in the execution of his said office, by 
destroying of records, entering of judgments without warrant or 
order, and otherwise, and one Mr. Francis Lee being known 
to be a person that could prove the same, and the said Slingsby, 
being favoured by the governor, used divers methods to put off the 
hearing the said complaint till the time of the sailing of the fleet 
from Barbados; and then by the contrivance of the said Slingsby, 
and Alexander Skeen, Esq., secretary of the said island, the said 
Lee was forcibly carried off the said island on board her Majesty’s 
ship Dolphin, without suffering him to speak with any person, or 
take any care for settling his business in the said island, and was 
there by violence detained and brought from the said island. And 
though the said Lee did first apply himself to the said Alexander 
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Skeen (who has the honour to be one of her Majesty’s justices 
the peace of the said island) and was present when the said L 
was so violeatly assaulted and carried off, and afterwards ai 
before the fleet sailed by his friends represented the same 
Sir Bevil Granville, her Majesty’ s governor-in-chief there, ai 
humbly prayed to be protected from the said violence, yet the sa 
Skeen at first, and the said governor finally, refused to redress t] 
said Lee, or to give any orders for his release, the said govern 
only answering upon such application that he was an idle, inforr 
ing fellow, aud that it was better the said island should be r 
of hiin. 

9. That notwithstanding her Majesty’s positive directions th 
there should be but 3002. sterling per annum allowed for 
house for the governor’s residence, yet such methods are contriv 
that the house and buildings fitted up for that end will be « 
expense to the said island of at least 800/. per annum sterlin 
besides the loss of above 7,000/. sterling being expended - 
those buildings upon a piece of land held by a lease for a term 
years of Mr. Tho. Pilgrim, for which he receives 120/. sterlir 
per annum ground rent, and at the end of that term he may mal 
the advantage of the buildings to himself. 

10. That several new and unheard of methods are late 
introduced into the courts and offices of the said island, by meat 
whereof several sums of money have been extorted, and ; 
particular no master of a ship or vessel (though whole fleets ai 
bound away from thence) can have liberty to sail, with or withon 
a convoy, without petitioning the governor for leave so to do, fe 
which petition and order thereon 17s. 6d. is extorted from eac 
such petitioner, and paid to the secretary of the said island, whic 
could not be done without the consent and permission of tk 
governor. 

11. That one Nicholas Paston, about the month of Septem 
ber, in the year 1703, in behalf of himself and several other poc 
people, petitioned the present governor against Colonel Joh 
Holder, complaining of several cruelties and abuses done to tk 
inhabitants and soldiers under his command, which was rejectec 
unheard and unredressed. And the said governor, being presse 
by some gentlemen to hear and redress the same, answered the 
Holder had most part of the assembly in his interest, else h 
would have heard the same. 

12. That, in order to prevent your petitioners and others that vote 
against the said bill from being chosen assembly men, the freedor 
of several of the last elections was violated and indirect practice 
used, the said governor causing several freeholders who would no 
vote as he desired to be kept on guard the day of election, an 
others to be arrested and taken into custody on very trivial ant 
small pretences, and suffering only such to goto the election a 
would vote according to his mind. and absolutely refusing other 
to go to the poll, and turning some out of places and threatenin, 
others upon that occasion, expressly contrary to the Act fo 
preserving the freedom of elections. 

13. That the protection of the trade of the said island has bee: 
neglected and abused by the governor’s orders to her Majesty’ 
ships of war, by sending them to Tobago to cut timber, and b: 
the governor refusing to let them have orders to cruise agains 
the enemy, unless the commanders would agree to the governor’ 
terms in letting him have a share, and by stopping the convoy 
and a whole fleet which was about to sail, in or about the mont! 
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of May in the year 1704, upon the application and presents of a 1705-1706. 
particular person. 


14, That several prosecutions have been set on foot by order of No. 2217. 


the said governor against several inhabitants of the said island, 
npon pretence of the breach of some law or laws and otherwise, 
on purpose to extort from them several great sums of money, and 
when the persons against whom such prosecutions were brought, 
being in dread of the great power of the governor, have desired 
to compound the same, several large sums of money have been 
extorted from and paid by the said persons to the said governor, 
or to other persons by his directions or privity to his use, though 
the fines and forfeitures due and incurred for the said offences, if 
any were incurred, would have belonged to her Majesty and not 
to the governor, yet nevertheless he has taken upon him when he 
has so served his private interest, to order noli prosequi on the 
said prosecutions, to the obstruction of justice and defrauding of 
her Majesty. 

15. That the said goveruor, contrary to her gracious Majesty’s 
instructions which order and direct the said governor and every 
other commander-in-chief of the said island for the time being, 
not to suffer any person to execute more offices than one, by 
deputy, has permitted Robert Steward, Esq., who has the 
respective offices of the registrar of the court of chancery and 
examiner and clerk of the Crown in that isiand, to execute the 
said respective offices by his deputies. And, although the said 
Steward receives the whole profits of such offices, yet is permitied 
by the countenance of the said governor to practise in the several 
courts of the said island; and at a court lately held in the said 
island appeared as counsel against her Majesty upon several 
indictments drawn by his deputy, and appeared and pleaded as 
counsel for the persons indicted, and did move to quash the same 
indictments. 

16. That her gracious Majesty having been pleased by warrant 
under her Royal signature directed to the said governor thought fit 
to constitute Richard Downes, Esq., being a person well affected 
to her Majesty and her government, and to the interest and 
welfare of the said island to be one of her Majesty’s council of 
the said island, upon the next vacancy of a member which should 
happen, the said governor has sittce absolutely refused to admit 
the said Richard Downes into the said council upon a vacancy 
which has since happened. 

17. That the said governor, by his influences upon elections and 
in modelling the assembly of Barbados, has lately procured vast 
sums of money to be raised on the inhabitants of the said island 
and to be remitted from the public treasury there to his agents 
here in England to support and screen him against the complaints 
of the petitioner and the other distressed inhabitants of the said 
island. 

18. That several inhabitants of the said island who have 
lately, as they apprehend and believe, been unjustly prosecuted 
and convicted upon indictments brought against them have been 
denied by the said governor copies of the records of the pro- 
ceedings therein, to their great oppression and damage. Signed 
Jno. Kirton. Endorsed as read 25 January 1705.

(c) 7 Feb. Petition of the agents for the Island of Barbados. 
Petitioners being informed a petition signed by one John 
Kirton, has lately been presented to their Lordships in the names 
of Thomas [John] Lesley and Thomas Maxwell, Esquires, mem- 
bers of the late assembly in Barbados (who are now both in the 
said island), and also of the said John Kirton, and that such 
petition is mentioned to be on behali of themselves and many 
other inhabitants of the said island, desiring leave to lay before 
their Lordships certain complaints therein mentioned, and to be 
heard thereupon, your Petitioners, being appointed by the legis- 
lative authority of the said island to take care of the interest thereof, 
conceive themselves obliged in duty humbly to represent to their 
Lordships :—That several months before the arrival of the present 
governor, or his nomination to the government of Barbados, the 
general assembly of that island having appointed commissioners 
to examine the public accounts, the said Lesley and Maxwell, 
who were then members of the said assembly, in order to put a 
stop to such inquiry, together with six other members of the 
said assembly (which consists of 22 in the whole, and of which 
15 were reputed to be a quorum) wilfully absented themselves 
from the assembly, to the total obstruction of all business and the 
manifest subversion of the constitution of that island) ; that after 
the arrival of the present governor they continued the same 
practice for above twelve months, notwithstanding several pro- 
clamations and orders from the governor, requiring them to 
attend their duty, representing to them the hazard the island was 
exposed to by such their absenting, the fortifications of the island 
being out of repair, the coasts unguarded, the treasury exhausted, 
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and the public debts increasing, all which could not be provide 
for but by the legislative authority, which may more full 
appear to their Lordships from the minutes of the council an 
assembly of Barbados, the several addresses presented to he 
Majesty, as well from the council, the general assemblies, gran 


juries and other inhabitants of the said island, as from th 


petitions of the most considerable gentlemen in England, wh 
have estates there, likewise petitions of the African Compan 
and from divers merchants concerned in the trade and welfar 
thereof, and the report of the Lords Commissioners for Trad 
and Plantations; that the said persons being, for such their i 
practices, removed from their offices and employments, an 
several new assemblies since called, pursuant to the constitutio 
of the island, the meetings of the general assemblies have bee 
ever since regular; g good laws have been passed for the welfar 
of the island, the public debts provided for, the fortification 
repaired, and brigantines set out, at the public charge, to guar 
the coasts, as may appear by the minutes of the council an 
assembly transmitted hither. 


The said Petitioners, having no other way left to disturb tk 
public and gratify their private resentment, have since preferre 
several petitions and complaints to her Majesty (which have bee 
voted by the general assembly to be false, groundless and scands 
lous), all which have been referred by her Majesty to the Lord 
Commissioners for Trade and Plantations to examine the sam 
and to report to her Majesty what they conceived fit for he 
Majesty to do therein, and also to take the opinions of th 
Attorney and Solicitor-General; that the said matters of cou 
plaint were fully examined by the Lords Commissioners of Trad 
and the parties prosecuting the same (of which the said Wirt 
was one) were three several times heard by their Counsel ther 
upon, and the Attorney and Solicitor-General gave their opinio 
in writing, that the said members wilfully absenting themselv 
from the assembly, to the total obstruction of all business, wet 
guilty of a high crime and misdemeancur; ali which matte 
being laid before her Majesty in Council, her Majesty ws 
graciously pleased, the 20th of July last, to order in Council th: 
a letter should be prepared by one of the principal Secretaries « 
State for her Majesty’s Royal signature, declaring her Majesty 
approbation of the governor of the said island’s proceedings, wil 
directions to consider of some further remedy to prevent the lil 
evil practices for the future, as by the said Order of her Majest 
in Council annexed may more fully appear. 


Now, forasmuch as the matters of complaint laid before the 
Lordships are the same with those preferred to her Majesty i 
Council, which upon full examination have already received h 
Majesty’s determination, and fur that no manner of notice 
taken in the said petition or complaint of the said Order of h 
Majesty in Council, or that any application was ever made to h 
Majesty to alter the said Order or hear the parties complaining t 
their Counsel thereupon, Petitioners most humbly pray that, if 
should be their Lordships’ pleasure, the said John Kirton show 
proceed further before their Lordships upon the said petition an 
complaints, Petitioners may be heard by Counsel in behalf of tl 
said island, before any representation shall be made to her Majes 
by their Lordships.

Commissioners of Trade and Plantations to her Majesty relating 
to several petitions against Sir Bevil Granville, her Majesty’s 
governor of Barbados, for his having suspended four members of 
the council there, and removed from their respective places and 
trusts, divers members of the assembly who had absented them- 
selves from their duty in the said assembly, and for other matters 
mentioned in the said reports, as also a report from the said Lords 
Commissioners upon the petition of Richard Downes, Esq., com- 
plaining of his not being admitted of the said council by the said 
governor; and upon reading the two reports of Mr. Attorney 
and Mr. Solicitor-General relating to the said absenting members, 
her Majesty in Council was pleased to order, as it is hereby 
ordered; That as to the four suspended counsellors, one of her 
Majesty’s principal Secretaries of State do prepare a letter for her 
Majesty’s Royal signature, whereby the said Sir Bevil Granville 
may be acquainted with her Majesty’s Royal approbation of his 
proceedings in the suspension of the said counsellors, for acting 
with, and privately countenancing those members of the assembly 
from whose irregular behaviour and contrived absence from their 
duty her Majesty’s island of Barbados had greatly suffered; and 
by which letter the said governor may be empowered upon the 
application and submission of the said counsellors, or any of 
them, unto him, to re-admit the said counsellors or any of them, 
into her Majesty’s said council, if he shall so think fit ; and that 
the said governor be thereby further acquainted with her Majesty’s 
due sense of the great confusion and disorders that have hap- 
pened, and may happen, within her Majesty’s said island by 
members wilfully absenting themselves from their duty in the 
assembly, by which means the administration of her Majesty’s 
government may be entirely obstructed ; and that the said governor 
be thereupon directed to represent, in her Majesty’s name, to the 
council and the next assembly, such great inconveniences, and to 
recommend unto them the providing a sufficient remedy against 
the same, by an Act to be passed by them; and as to Richard 
Downes, Esq., whom the said governor has refused to admit into 
the said council, for divers reasons alleged by the said governor 
and represented by the said Lords Commissioners to her Majesty, 
with his answer thereunto, it is further ordered that the said 
governor be likewise acquainted with her Majesty’s approbation 
of his proceedings therein, with a declaration of her Majesty's 
pleasure, that he do not admit the said Downes into the council

(d) 8 Feb. Deposition of Edward Cordwent, as follows :—Edwar 
Cordwent, sworn at the Bar. Being asked what mone 
he gave to the governor of Barbados, or to any other perso 
to his use, for stopping the convoy to the merchants? He say 
that two ships came from London by the way of Lisbon t 
Barbados, and were bound for London, one of which did com 
to him. Whereupon, Mr. Ball came to him and asked him | 
he could give 50/., provided the ships might go with the 
convoy. He told him he would, and accordingly sent him 50 
by Richard Holland, the master, and Mr. Ball afterwards tol 
him he had received it; but, after that, Mr. Ball told hir 
that sum would not do, he must give 25/. more (in all 75d. 
which sum he also paid him, and we had a convoy, but he know 
not who had the money, but says Mr. Ball told him he gay 
it to Alexander Skeen, the secretary, who, he said, was 1 
have 10/., and Mr. Ball told him he was to give as much as f 
had given. He knows not how long the convoy was stoppe 
but he knows the man-of-war came out with us. Being aske 
whether he took any receipt for the money, he says, No, Bein 
asked whether any of the merchants or masters of ships petitione 
the governor for staying the convoy, and what reasons wet 
offered in the petition for staying the same? He says he know 
there was a petition to his excellency, and he signed it, br 
he cannot remember what was alleged in the petition. Bein 
asked how many persons signed that petition? He says kh 
can give no account, but he believes Mr. Ball signed it. Bein 
asked whether the governor’s order for stopping the conve 
was granted before the petition? He says he remembers tk 
convoy stayed after our petition, and went out with us, an 
the ships that went out before had no convoy. Being aske 
whether there was any order for stopping the convoy befo1 
the said petition? He says he believes the convoy would hav 
gone if the petition had not been presented. Being asked ho 
long he paid the money to Mr. Ball before the convoy w: 
stopped ? He says he cannot tell. Being asked what mone 
he or any other merchants paid for the sailing of the Ne 
England mereliantmen, and to whom it was paid? He sa: 
he knows not what others paid, but for petitioning he has pa 
17s. Gd. for each vessel for liberty to sail: this is paid — 
the secretary, but he knows not how long it has been so. ‘TI 
secretary demands it as his own fee, and he believes the govern 
has no part thereof. Being asked what he knows of the stoppa; 
of any New England ships and the occasion of such stoppas 
and what became of them? He says several ships and vess¢ 
(5 or 6 of which he was concerned in) were detained, and v 
petitioned to the governor for their sailing, and the govern 
said they should sail, but he remembers not the time appointe 
but they did not sail at that time. He says, he told the master 
with whom he was concerned, that he would go with them 
the governor for liberty for their sailing, which he did, ar 
desired Jeave of the governor that the ships might sail. TI 
governor asked him if he was willing they should go witho 
convoy; he answered he thought it was very hard they shou 
be detained there so long, and then to go without a convoy. ‘T! 
governor said he could not help it, he had no convoy, and he w 
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informed it was too late for them to go then; and he answered 1705-1706. 
if they did not go then they must stay four months longer. Then | __ 
the governor said if they would go they should go, and they No, 2217. 
accordingly did go, and two of them were lost on the 
coast of New England ; he believes they were so because 
they were kept so long, and two that he was concerned 
in were lost. Being asked how many men-of-war were then 
at Barbados and what condition they were in for sailing? He 
says to the best of his remembrance there were two: one of 
which was gone out and the other was in the port. The governor 
told him the ship in the port wanted men. Being asked whether 
any of the masters or merchants, concerned in the shipping that 
were ready to sail, signed the petition for staying the convoy ? 
He says he believes some of them signed it, but they did not 
stay for the convoy. Being asked whether the petition signed 
by the merchants for stay of the convoy or the money paid to 
Mr. Skeen occasioned the stopping the convoy, and what he 
knows or believes of that matter? He says he believes they 
were stopped on the account of receiving the money. Being 
asked whether he paid the money to Mr ‘Ball before he signed 
the petition? He says he cannot teli ; he remembers not whether 
it was before or after. Being asked by whose instigation he signed 
the petition of the merchants presented to her Majesty? He 
says Mr Holder showed him the petition, but he did not read 
it over. He told him it was a good character of the governor, 
and he says he knew not that there was anything therein 
reflecting on the petitioners, nor knows he any ill character of 
them. Being asked whether this petition was left with him for some 
time after it was signed ? He says Mr Holder left it in the coffee 
house unknown to him, and afterwards told him he forgot it; and 
he says he says he saw it lie on the table, but did not look into it.

Answer of John Kirton, Esq., on behalf of 
himself and also in behalf of John Lesley and Thomas Maxweil, 
Esqrs. (who are now both residing in the island of Barbados), 
to the matters suggested in the petition of Sir John Stanley, Knt., 
and Melitia Holder and Willian Cleland, Esquires, to the Right 
Honourable the Lords Spiritual and Temporal in Parliament 
assembled :—The said Respondent does deny that the said John 
Lesley and Thomas Maxwell, or any other, to his knowledge or 
belief, who were late members of the general assembly of the said 
island of Barbados, did, at any time before the arrival of Sir 
Bevil Granville, the present governor, in the said island of 
Barbados, or before his nomination to that government, wilfully 
absent themselves from the said assembly, or that the proceedings 
of the commissioners of accounts were obstructed thereby. And 
this Respondent further says that soon after the arrival of the 
said Sir Bevil Granville to his government in the said island, her 
gracious Majesty by a letter under her Royal signature, bearing 
date the 20th April, in the second year of her reign, directed to 
the said governor, being graciously pleased to signify that, 
whereas several inconveniencies had arisen to her government 
in the plantations, by gifts and presents made to the governors 
thereof by the general assembly, that her express will and pleasure 
was, that neither Sir Bevil Granville, nor any lieutenant-goveruor, 
commander-in-chief or president of the council of the said island 
for the time being, should give his or their consent to the passing 
any law or act for any gift or present to be made to him or them 
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by the said assembly, and that neither he nor they do receive an 
gift or present from the assembly or others upon any accour 
or in any manner whatsoever, on pain of her Majesty’s highes 
displeasure, and of being recalled from that government. An 
that whereas the salary of 1,200/. assigned out of the duty arisin 
in that island for the governor-in-chief thereof might not t 
sufficient for his support, her Majesty was graciously please 
to give directions that 800/. per annum sterling should be furthe 
added out of the said duty to the present salary of the govern¢ 
which, by such addition, would amount to 2,000/. per annui 
sterling, and would be a competent maintenance of the governo 
And that whereas, by this increase of salary to the governor, tk 
general assembly of Barbados would have an opportunity and | 
in a condition of applying those large sums which they usual! 
gave in presents to the governor by yearly levies towards suc 
other public uses as might be most necessary for the defence an 
safety of the said island, her Majesty did not doubt but that, i 
consideration of her care in exempting her good subjects from th 
customary burden of presents, the said assembly would be tl 
more easily induced to contribute in a more ample and effectu 
manner to their own safety and preservation, as by her Majesty 
gracious letter to which this Respondent refers himself ms 
appear. And this Respondent further says that, soon after t} 
reception of her Majesty’s said letter, in breach and evasion | 
her Majesty’s commands and gracious instructions, notified as afor 
said, a Bill entitled, an Act for the security of the bays, tow:

enemies, &c., was contrived and brought into the said assembd 
(which consisted only of two and twenty members) which Bill, if 
had passed into a law, would, as long as it remained in force, ha) 
been a standing present to the governor of 3,000/. per annu1 
and upwards, and would have been utterly destructive to tl 
militia of that island and a great oppression upon all tl 
inhabitants thereof; the carrying on of which said bill w 
zealously espoused and promoted before all other matters in tl 
said assembly by twelve of the members thereof to ingratia 
themselves with the governor. And this Respondent says th 
the said John Lesley and Thomas Maxwell, with some othe 
of the said assembly, to hinder the passing of the said Bill into 
law which would have been so destructive to the said island ai 
was promoted by illegal and unusual methods, did, for that reas: 
only, think fit to absent themselves from the said assembly, 

express their dissent thereunto, and to prevent the passing there 
into a law, and not from any disobedience or contempt of tl 
laws, or any want of care and zeal for the public good and welfa 
of the said island, there being no other business obstructed ! 
such their absenting from the said assembly, but only the passit 
of the said bill. And this Respondent further says that he do 
not doubt but to make it appear to your Lordships that it was 

the power of the governor at any time to have dissolved the sa 
assembly and to have called another which might have met for t: 
despatch of any public business within one month’s time after tl 
dissolution of the former. And this Respondent further says ths 
since the said assembly was dissolved, there have since been oth 
assemblies called by the governor, and vast sums have been rais 
from the inhabitants of the said island which have not be 
expended in the payment of the public debts of the said islan 
neither have the same been applied in repairing the fortificatio 
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of the said island, but have been extravagantly wasted and spent 
in the building of a house for the governor at the expense of 
8,0002. and upwards, and in other matters for the governor’s 
particular uses, contrary to her Majesty’s instructions in the 
aforesaid letter. And this Respondent further says that many of 
the inhabitants of the said island having been greatly oppressed by 
divers illegal acts and arbitrary proceedings of the present governor, 
this Respondent, on behalf of himself and of the said other 
inhabitants, did lately, by petition to her most gracious Majesty 
for relief therein, most humbly represent such their grievances, 
and her Majesty thereupon being graciously pleased to refer the 
consideration thereof to the Lords Commissioners for Trade, to 
examine and make their report therein, this Respondent did fully 
prove by divers credible witnesses then in England most of tlie 
particulars of the grievances complained. of, and would have 
proved the rest by divers witnesses in Barbados, if this Respon- 
dent could have had a commission granted for that purpose, 
which was denied him, and yet, nevertheless, the said Lords 
Commissioners proceeded and heard the matter of the said 
petition, and soon after having prepared their report therein, this 
Respondent and his agent did frequently apply to the said Lords 
Commissiouers for a copy of the said report, that, in case this 
Respondent should have discovered any omis-ions therein of what 
had been proved by his witnesses, he might have timely made 
application to the Lords Commissioners to have rectified the said

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hancellor of England, George, D, Albemarle, William, L. Craven, John, 
. Berkeley and others, their heirs and assigns, all the tract of land in 
‘orth America commonly called Carolina, to be held of the Crown of 
‘ngland as a County Palatine, with power to make laws for the good 
overnment of the colony, with the advice, assent and approbation of 
1e freemen thereof and the greater part of them, so as the said laws 
ay be consonant to reason and, as near as conveniently can be, 
greeable to the laws and customs of England; but all these privileges, 
‘ith others in the said Charter mentioned, are granted with an express 
wving of the faith, allegiance and sovereign dominion due to the King, 
is heirs and successors, and saving the right, title and interest of 
mglish subjects then planted within those limits, if any be.

In 1669, the Lords Proprietors of the colony settled the method of 
S government in several articles, which were called and so agreed to 
e the fundamental constitutions of the colony, whereby the colony was 
ivided into four estates viz., the Lords Proprietors or their deputies, 
widgraves, cassiques and freeholders, who are to make up their general 
ssembly or parliament, which is the legislature of the whole colony, 
ve Lords Proprietors or their deputies being in the nature of sovereign, 
1 lundgraves and cassiques being the nobility, who have an hereditary 
ight of session there, the freeholders representing the commons, who 
re to be chosen by the frecholders from among themselves by a 
lajority of voices. 

In the said fundamental constitutions there is an express provision 
hat no person should be disturbed for any speculative opinion in 
sligion, and that no person should on the account of religion be ex- 
luded from being a member of the general assembly, or from any 
ther office of the civil administration. The greatest part of which 
1id fundamental constitutions, and this provision among others, were 
1 1689 confirmed by the Proprietors, and every person, to be after- 
rards admitted into any office or place of trust, was to swear to the 
bservation of thei. 

- The said Charter being made soon after the happy Restoration of 
ting Charles II. and the re-establishment of the Church of England by 
he Act of Uniformity, many of the subjects of this Kingdom, who 
rere so unhappy as to have some scruples about conforming to the 
tes of the said Church, did transplant themselves and families into 
ye said colony, by means whereof the greatest part of the inhabitants 
here were Protestant dissenters from the Church of England, and, 
hrough the equality and freedom of the said fundamental constitutions 
f the said colony, al] the inhabitants there lived in great peace, and 
ven the ministry of the Church of England had support from Protestant 
issenters, and the number of the inhabitants and the trade of the 
aid colony daily increased, to the great improvement of her Majesty’s 
ustoms and the manifest advantage of the merchants and manufacture 
f this Kingdom, 

«In 1703, when a new general assembly was to be chosen, which by 
he constitution, is to be chosen once in two years, the election was 
yanaged with very great partiality and injustice, and all sorts of people, 
ven servants, negroes, aliens, Jews and common sailors were admitted 
) yote in elections. —- wy) 

_ The ecclesiastical government of the colony is under the jurisdiction 
f the Lord Bishop of London; but the governor and his adherents 
ave at last (which the said adherents had often threatened) totally 
bolished it; for the said assembly has lately passed an Act whereby 
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twenty lay persons therein named are made a corporation for the exercise 
of several exorbitant powers, to the great injury and oppression of the 
people in general, and for the exercise of all ecclesiastical jurisdiction 
with absolute power to deprive any minister of the Church of Englanc 
of his benefice, not only for his immorality, but even for his imprudence 
or incurable prejudices and animosities between such minister and hi 
parish; and the only Church of England minister that is establishec 
in the said colony, the Reverend Mr. Edward Marston, has already beet 
cited before their board, which the inhabitants of that province take 
to be a high ecclesiastical commission court, destructive to the very 
being and essence of the Church of England, and to be had in the 
utmost detestation and abhorrence by every man that is not an enem: 
to our constitutions in Church and State. 

In the said general assembly another act was passed to incapacitat 
every person from being a member of any general assembly that shoul 
be chosen for the time to come, unless he had taken the Sacrament of th 
Lord’s Supper according to the rites of the Church of England, whereby al 
Protestant dissenters are made incapable of being of the said assembly 


_and yet by the said act all persons who will take an oath that they 


have not received the Sacrament in any dissenting congregation for on 
year past, though they have not received it in the Church of England 
are made capable of being of the said assembly, and Petitioners tak 
the hberty humbly, to inform their Lordships that in the preamble t 
the said act it is asserted that by the laws and usage of Englan 
all members of Parliament are obliged to conform to the Church o 
England by receiving the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper accordin; 
to the rites of the said Church, which assertion is notoriously an 
manifestly false. 


This Act was passed in an illegal manner by the governor callin; 
the assembly to meet the 26th of April, when it then stood proroguet 
to the 10th of May following, and yet this Act has been ratified by th 
Lords Proprietors here in England, who refused to hear what could be 
offered against it, and contrary to the petition of above 170 of th 
chief inhabitants of the colony, and of several eminent merchants tradin; 
thither, and though the commons of the same assembly quickly afte 
passed another bill to repeal it, which the governor rejected. 


The said grievances daily increasing, the Petitioner Joseph Boone i 
now sent by many principal inhabitants and traders of the colony, t 
represent the languishing and dangerous condition of the colony to th 
Lerds Proprietors thereof, but his humble applications to them hav 
hitherto had no effect. 


The ruin of the colony would be to the great disadvantage of th 
trade of this Kingdom, to the apparent prejudice of her Majesty’s Customs 
and the great benefit of the French, who watch all opportunities to improv 
their own settlements in those parts of America. Pray their Lordships t 
take the deplorable state of the colony into their consideration, and t 
provide such relief as shall seem proper.

Petitioner attended his duty in Parlia- 
ment till a very few days since, when he was necessitated to 
go into Warwickshire upon extraordinary occasions, not in the 
least suspecting that any complaint or petition would be preferred 
against him to their Lordships, Petitioner believing there were 
not any grounds for the same. But, on 4 March, he received 
intelligence at his house in Warwickshire, which was his first 
notice that a petition was preferred against him and the rest of 

/ the Lords Proprietors in the name of Joseph Boone and pretended 
to be on behalf of several inhabitants in Carolina, and that. their 
Lordships had appointed the hearing for Wednesday next, when 
it is impossible for Petitioner to be present to make defence. 
Boone has been in London during the two last Sessions of Parlia- 
ment and might have presented any petition in the last or earlier 
in this Parliament, which he purposely declined, but has taken the 
opportunity of Petitioner’s absence at the close of the Session to 
surprise Petitioner and the other Proprietors. Petitioner’s actions 
being called in question, and his right and property concerned

(b) 9 March. Notes of proceedings in the House and speeches of 

Counsel this day, on hearing Counsel for the Proprietors, viz :— 
The Order being read for bringing on the business of the day of 
the 2nd of March inst., and the Order of the 5th inst. also. ‘The 
Counsel for the Proprietors of the province of Carolina were 
called in. Sir Thomas Powys was heard for L. Granville and 
the other Proprietors of Carolina. He cites the patent and the 
customs of Counties Palatine, as Durham, and the like: There is 
as yet but one church in the province. Here we have the 
Bishops to correct the irregular clergy. These persons, at their 
own expense, desire to regulate discords. There is no ecclesias- 
tical government there. ‘These are laymen: there can be no 
others but one clergyman there. There is none but laymen 
capable to be in power. The Proprietors scrupled at this clause, 
and were concerned at their ratifying of this clause. ‘There was 
a letter to have gone along with this return to have this clause 
repealed. ‘This is not a law, and never to be ratified but by a 
letter to repeal the clause, and, there being so much good by 
building churches and houses, they thought it requisite to have 
ratified this (with the letter sent with it). This is warranted by 
the Charter. ‘This act mistakes in a recital concerning receiving 
the Sacrament, and how is this inconsistent with the Charter. 
There was occasion to require this test of late. Great part of the 
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assembly withdrew when they were to give supplies, which was 


the occasion of this test. These are laws well warranted by the 
Charter, and reasonable to be made, considering the circumstance 
of the time and place. 

Sir John Hawles heard for the Proprietors also: What the 
Proprietors have done was absolutely necessary at that time. At 
this time there were no churches erected, and it was thought fit 
to give this power to the inhabitants, to encourage them in it, 
and to get them to erect the said churches. There was care for 
the government of the congregations, and they must have some 
power. ‘This law came up as near to the law of England as the 
nature of the thing would bear at that time. ‘This law was to 
last but two years, unless confirmed by the Proprietors, and they 
thought fit to comply with it, if this clause was repealed. As the 
case then stood, they all thought it a fit law, as they had behaved 
themselves at that time in that province. It was very reasonable 
to accept of this law, as circumstanced; we [in] England are, 
I think, come to alter, and say who shall sit in assembly, 
as they have done here. There was a letter prepared against this 
clause. The letter was written three months since. The Pro- 
prietors may repeal any laws made, and the Proprietors have 
done what they can to repeal this clause. (They read the oath, 
as in the act is set forth and enacted.) If such a test were 
established by act here, I presume it ought tv be complied with. 
We have a bill for regulating offices, and [it] ought to be 
complied with. The circumstances of the country, I think, make 
| the] laws reasonable. Counsel withdrew.

3. Whoever is commander of them, and is furnished with a 
garrison and such other strength as shall, in your wisdom, be 
thought fit, can command the Guif of Florida and keep the 
key to let all that comes into the West Indies out at his 
discretion. 

4, They produced the best braziletto wood for dyeing in the 
universe, and the best of cotton, which is the only commodity to 
employ the poor next our wool in the world, besides indigo, sugar, 
drugs, and whatever is put into the ground for the use of man. 
Great benefits arise out of the sea by oil, turtle, sheli, &c. Vast 
quantities of salt by the sun, with which Jamaica and all North 
America are supplied. 
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5. New Providence, having a very good harbour, is the place 
that succours all distressed ships that sail through the Gulf of 
Florida, and those that are beaten off from the north coast of 
America. 


6. The whole trade, welfare, and safety of Carolina depends 
upon the security of the Bahama Islands.

2249, March 1. Popery Prevention Bill.—Draft of an Act for the 
further preventing the growth of Popery. 


§ i. Whereas by an Act of Parliament made in the eleventh and twelfth 
years of the reign of his late Majesty King William I11., of glorious 
memory, intituled, An Act for the further preventing the growth of 
Popery, it was, amongst other things, enacted that from and after the 
29th day of September 1700 if any person educated in the Popish religion 
or professing the same shall not, within six months after he or she 
‘should attain the age of eighteen years, take the oaths of Allegiance and 
Supremacy, aud also subscribe tiie declaration set down and expressed in 
an Act of Parliament made in the thirtieth year of the reign of the late 
Kirg Charles IL., intituled, An Act for the more effectual preserving the 
King’s person and government by disabling Papists from sitting in either 
House of Parliament, to be by him or her made, repeated and subscribed 
in the Courts of Chancery or King’s Bench, or Quarter Sessions of the 
county where such person should reside, every such person should, in 
respect of him or herself only, and not to or in respect. of any of his or 
her heirs or posterity, be disabled and made incapable to inherit or take 
by descent, devise or limitation in possession, reversion or remainder any 
lands, tenements or hereditaments within the Kingdom of England, 
Dominion of Wales, or town of Berwick-upon-Tweed, and that during the 
life of such person, or until he or she do take the said oaths, and make, 
repeat and subscribe the said declaration in manner as aforesaid the next 
of his or her kindred which should be a Protestant, should have and enjoy 
the said lands, tenements and hereditaments without being accountable 
for the profits by him or her received during such enjoyment thereof as 
aforesaid. And whereas divers doubts do arise whereby the said Act is 
rendered not so effectual as was intended; for remedy thereof, be it 
enacted by the Queen’s most excellent Majesty, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this 
present Parliament assembled, and by the authority of the same, that every 
person educated in the Popish religion or professing the same who did 
attain the age of eighteen years after the said 29th day of September, or 
shall attain the said age on or before the Ist day of May 1706 shall 
within after the said first day of May take the oaths appointed 
to be taken in the stead and place of the oaths of Allegiance and Supre- 
macy, and also make, repeat and subscribe the declaration set down and 
expressed in an Act of Parliament made in the thirtieth year of the reign 
of the late King Charles II., intituled, An Act for the more effectual 
preserving the King’s person and government by disabling Papists from 
sitting in either House of Parliament, in the Courts of Chancery, Queen’s 
Bench, Common Pleas or Exchequer, or at the Quarter Sessions of the 
Peace of the county where such person shall be or reside, and every such 
person who has been or shall be educated in the Popish religion, or 
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professing the same shall, after the said ——- attain the said age o 
eighteen years, he or she shall, within after he or she shall s 
attain the said age of eighteen years, in one of the said Courts, take 
the said oaths and make, repeat and subscribe the said declaration 
and all and every the person or persons aforesaid that do or shall neglee 
to take the said oaths or either of them, or to make, repeat and subscribe 
the declaration aforesaid in one of the said Courts and at or within the 
respective times aforesaid shall be, in respect of him or herself only, anc 
not to or in respect of any of his or her heirs, or posterity, and is and 
shall be disabled and made incapable to inherit or take by descent, devise 
or limitation in possession, reversion or remainder, or any in trust foi 
him or her, any lands, tenements or hereditaments as aforesaid, and alsc 
to have, hold and enjoy the possession or receive the rents, issues o1 
profits of any lands, tenements, or hereditaments in the Kingdom of 
England, Dominion of Wales or town of Berwick-upon-Tweed, by virtue 
of any remainder thereof limited or to be limited to him, her, or his o1 
her ancestors, or which has accrued or shall accrue to him or her, by 
virtue of any reversion, descended or come to him or her, or which shall 
<dlescend or come from any of his or her ancestors or any in trust for him, 
her or any of them. And that during the life of such person, or until he 
or she do take the said oaths and make, repeat and subscribe the said 
declaration in manner as aforesaid, the next of his or her kindred being 
a Protestant who might inherit such lands, tenements and hereditaments. 
or haye and enjoy the same by virtue of any limitation in any deed or 
will, in case such person professing the Popish religion and other inter- 
mediate Popish relations were dead without issue, shall have and enjoy 
the said lands, tenements and hereditaments without being accountable 
for the profits by him or her received during such enjoyment thereof as 
aforesaid, yet impeachable for waste, as in the said Act is directed. But, 
if there should be any brother or sister to the person disabled or made 
incapable as aforesaid, who, at the time of such disability or incapacity, 
then was under the age of eighteen years, and that such brother or sister 
should after attain to the age of eighteen years and be a Protestant and 
take the said oaths and make, repeat and subscribe the said declaration, 
then he or she so doing shall, within after he or she attain the 
said age of eighteen years and take the said oatns and subscribe the 
said declaration as aforesaid, have and enjoy the said lands, tenements and 
hereditaments without being accountable for the profits received as afore- 
said, according to the true meaning and intent of the said Act of Parlia- 
ment. And if any person educated in the Popish religion, or professing 
the same, be under the age of eighteen years at the time that such lands, 
tenements and hereditaments shall descend, revert or remain or come 
unto him or her in possession or in trust for him or her, then the High 
Court of Chancery shall appoint some Protestant relation of him or her 
to have the guardianship and custody of the person of him or her, 
and of such lands, tenements and lereditaments until he or she shall 
attain the age of eighteen years and to educate him or her in 
the Protestant religion, and, if such person shall, within after the 
said age of eighteen years, take the said oaths and subscribe the said 
declaration in manner aforesaid, then the said guardian shall give a just 
and true account unto him or her, of all the rents, issues and profits of 
such lands, tenements and hereditaments and pay the same over unto 
him or her. But, if such person shall not, within after he shall 
attain the age of eighteen years, take the said oaths and subscribe the 
said declaration, then all such rents, issues and profits shall be accounted 
for and paid to the next Protestant kindred of him or her as aforesaid, 
just allowance being made unto the guardian for the maintenance and 
education ef such person, as also for his pains, labour and care in the 
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receipis of the rents and management of the estate as the said Court of 
Chancery shall direct or appoint. ; 

And be it further enacted that the children of such fathers who 
did or do profess the Popish religion shall be judged, deemed and 
taken to be persons educated in the Popish religion and professing 
the same. Provided always and be it further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid that, notwithstanding anything herein contained to the con- 
trary, it shall and may be lawful for the wife of any person educated 
in the Popish religion or professing the same who, by virtue of this 
Act or avy former law is or shall be disabled or incapacitated to 
inherit, take, have, hold or enjoy any lands, tenements or hereditaments, 
to enter upon any lands, tenements or hereditaments bon4 fide settled 
on her in jointure upon her before marriage and to have, hold and 
enjoy the same to her own separate use during such coverture, as if she 
was sole and uumarried. And, if such wife had any jointure settled 
upon her before marriage, but had a jointure settled upon her after 
marriage or might be entitled to dower, it shall and may be lawful for 
such wife to have, hold, and enjoy to her own separate use during the 
said coverture so much of the said lands, tenements and hereditaments 

if she had survived her husband she might have been by law endowed 
ivitb, which part, share, and proportion shall be allotted to her by com- 
mission out of the High Court of Chancery which the said Court is 
hereby authorized and empowered to do. Provided also that this Act, nor 
anything herein contained, shall not prejudice any right, title or interest 
the wife of any person educated in the Popish religion or professing the 
same has or shall have to any lands, tenements, and hereditaments, as 
jointure, dower or otherwise. And whereas several persons educated in 
the Popish religion or professing the same, or some in trust for them, 
have the advowson, donation, and right of presentation of many parson- 
ages, vicarages and other spiritual preferments within the Kingdom of 
England and Dominion of Wales and do frequently present ignorant or 
otherwise unqualified persons thereto, to the great prejudice and disgrace 
of the Church of England, for remedying thereof for the future, be it 
further enacted by the authority aforesaid that no person educated in the 
Popish religion or professing the same, or any in trust for him or her 
shall, from and after —— present, nominate or place any person or persons 
in any parsonage, vicarage, curacy or other ecclesiastical benefice, and 
that such presentation, nomination, and placing shall be void to all intents 
and purposes whatsoever. Aud the person who is so presented, nomin- 
ated, and placed, and accepts thereof, is hereby made incapable to hold and 
enjoy the same, and that all grants, devises, and other conveyances made 
by them or any of them from and after the said --— of the advowson, 
donation and right of presentation of any parsonage, vicarage, curacy or 
other ecclesiastical benefice to any person in trust for them or either of 
them and not bova fide sold are hereby declared null and void, and that 
such adyowson, donation and right of presentation during the life, or for 
so long as such person and persons profess the Popish religion, or until 
he or she shall take the said oaths, and make, repeat and subscribe the 
said declaration as aforesaid shall be vested in the Universities of Oxford 
and Cambridge respectively in manner as is directed by an Act made in 
the third year of the reign of King James L., intituled, An Act to prevent 
and avoid dangers which may grow by Popish recusants, 

[On 28 Feb., the petition (Annex (a@)) of the gentry and clergy in the 
south of Lancashire was presented to the House, and an Order was made 
for the Judges to prepare and bring ina Bill for preventing the further 
growth of Popery. On the same day, an Order was also made for an 
Address. to be presented to the Queen desiring to know what return 
her Majesty had received from the justices of the peace of the names of 
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Papists according to the Address of this House the last Session.* MS. 
Min. L.J., XVIII. 129, 1380. On 1 March, the Judges delivered in the 
Bill which was read 1*. Jb. 133. On 5 March in C.W.H., L. Herbert in 
the Chair, some progress was made in the Bill. MS. Min. There do not 
appear to have been any further proceedings on the Bill, but, on 5 March, 
the Lord Steward, by the Queen’s command, laid before the House 
the returns furnished by the justices of the peace with regard to the 
number of Papists, &c.

‘They marry 
without licence or publication ; they visit the sick and those that 
are dying, in order to pervert them, and for the same end throw 
out ill language against the Church and Government, and fix 
false reports and scandalous reflexions upon the orthodox clergy 
‘They herd together in numbers; they have built a stately edifice 
which Petitioners have good reason to believe is intended for 
seminary, and that several lands have been settled for the endow: 
ment of that and other places. The Popish gentry also aré 
assistant to their priests in the said perversions, and to spreac 
and promote their religion the more, insinuate themselves ir 
Protestant families, and catch at all opportunities to marr) 
amongst them, and from this cause chiefly it is that they hav 
gained upon and proselytised so many of the gentry. Thes 
and many other grievances which Petitioners labour under fron 
the priests, Romish gentry and Popish emissaries, Petitioner:
